LONDON,  Jan.  1 1.— Diplomacy 
busy  Melting  a  solution  for  the 
deadlock.  Fears  that  the  Peace 
ferenco  Will  end  In  a  failure,  and  that 
the  Allies  will  take  tip  arms  again,  are 
stronger  tonight  than  at  any  time  since 
the  plenipotentiaries  tame  to  London. 
Unless  Adrianople  should  fall  within 
two  or  three  days,  which  none'  of  the 
diplomats  can  foresee,  it  appears  prob- 
able that  the  delegates  will  leave  Eng- 
land  before  the  end  of  another   w< 

A  note  from  the.  Powers  will  be  pre- 
sented to  the  Ottoman  Government  on 
Monday.  It  is  firm  in  tone,  and,  while 
recommending  Turkey  to  leave  the  ques- 
tion of  the  Aegean  Islands  in  the  hands 
or  the  1'owsrs,  makes  it  clear  that  Tur- 
key has  Dp  alternative  except  to  cede 
.Vdr  ianople. 

Another  note  was  prepared  by  the  am- 
bassadors at  Constantinople,  which  will 
be  superseded  by  the  collective  commu- 
nication decided  upon  at  Friday's  meet- 
ing between  sir  Edward  Grey,  British 
Secretary  of  State  and  Foreign  Affairs, 
and  the  ambassadors.  Since  it  is  nec- 
osaary  to  telegraph  this  note  to  the  con 
ttontal  capitals,  it  will  not  be  delivered 
before   Monday.

The  Turkish  delegates  were  Immov- 
able, and  said:  'Nothing  can  ludtlCC  us 
to  commit  suicide  n  is  Impossible  to 
change  our  minds  concerning  the  pos- 
session of  Adrianople,  for  which  we 
have  made  sacrifices  which  no  ot  loo- 
country  has  made.  The  sentimental  and 
religious  value  attached  by  Mussulmans 
to  Adrianople  can  be  calculate!  by  our 
renunciation  of  four-fifths  of  our  lOtiro- 
liean  territory,  only  because  we  wished 
to  keep  the  Holy  city.  In  all  the  his- 
tory of  wars  there  is  no  example  of 
such  generous  and  important  conces- 
sions as  those  Which  we  have  made  to 
the  Allies,  so  their  greediness  causes  a 
natural   reaction. 

"If  the  war  is  resumed  the  Allies  may 
find  thoy  have  miscalculated  their  forces 
and  minimized  those  Of  Islam.  They 
have  looked  through  biased  glasses  Hi 
their  first  successes,  which  were  due  to 
the  fact  that  we  were  surprised  by  the 
attack." 

Difficulties    of    Powers 

The  position  of  the  Powers  is  difficult, 
because  their  declarations  are  invalid 
unless  made  by  unanimous  consent.  The 
note  was  agreed  upon  for  the  reason 
that,  although  Turkey  complains  the 
Powers  did  not  keep  their  word  that 
oven  the  war  should  not  change  the 
slatus  quo  in  the  P.alkans,  the  Powers 
were  able  to  answer  that  the  failure 
Coibtinued   on    Pas*  2,   Col.   a.

■|  do  not  object  to  a  minimum  living 
wage,  hut  in  the  last  strike  a  minimum 
living  wage  for  all  grades  was  claimed. 
I  do  not  l.elleve  men  In  our  mines  are 
one  whit  better  off  than  hofore  they 
struek,  for  our  average  was  so  high  the 
strike  only  cost  us  a  farthing  per  ton 
additional. 

"Anything  that  tends  to  check  coal 
mining  deals  a  fatal  blow  to  industry 
generally,  t'ountries  have  become  great 
In  industry  in  proportion  to  the  develop- 
ment Of  their  coal  mining.  The  same 
applies  io  tho  United  States.  But  coun- 
tries without  coal,  such  as  Italy  or 
Scandinavia,  are  greatly  handicapped  in 
their    Industrial    expansion. 

Coal  and  Oil     . 

"Coal  has  little  to  fear  as  yet  from 
oil  competition  because  the  latter  Is 
much  dearer  and    increasing  In  prlee." 

Being  asked  If  America  is  likely  to 
become  a  serious  competitor  with  Brit- 
ain in  the  Kuropesn  steam  coal  mar- 
kets,   Mr.    Thomas   answered: 

"I  don't  think  so,  for  our  enormous 
Import  trade,  largely  in  bulky  raw  ma- 
terials, enables  us  to  get  exceptionally  .

During  J  our 
strike  American  steam  coftl  was  sold  in 
lOurope,  along  the  Mediterranean!  and 
In  South  America,  but  South  V*ales  has 
entirely    recovered     that    trad 

"An  to  the  Panama  Canal,  the  only 
market  the  United  States  has  roally 
beaten  us  out  of  is  the  West  Indies, 
and  that  being  an  established  fact,  the 
opening  of  the  Panama  Canal  Is  not 
likely  to  exorcise  much  effect  on  our 
coal  production." 

"What  Is  the  object  of  your  Journey 
to  the  United  States?"  h«  was  asked. 

1  am  going  over,"  Mr.  Thomas  re- 
plied, "to  personally  ascertain  whether 
several  important  coal  propositions  that 
have  been  made  to  me  in  the  last  twelve 
months  are  worth  taking  up.  1  believe 
that  from  various  causes  there  has  been 
a  certain  tightness  of  money  over  thare 
lately,  so  It  Is  a  good  opportunity  for 
employing  our  rasarfea."

reinstatement.  The  object  of  the 
meeting  Is  to  arrange  for  a  debate 
In  the  Senate  under  the  form  of 
Interpellation,  before  Friday,  the  day 
on  which  the  Versalll's  congress  to 
select    the    French    president.    Is    held. 

The  Conservative  Press  of  Paris, 
unites  in  condemning  the  attacks  of  the 
extreme  Radicals,  and  their  attempts  to 
weaken  the  ministry  at  what  is  called 
a   critical    moment   in   European   politics. 

The  du  Paty  de  Clam  affair  was  con- 
sidered at  a  meeting  of  the  French  cab- 
inet today.

Millerand  had  not  consulted  with  bis 
colleagues  In  the  cabinet,  as  he  consid- 
ered it  purely  an  administrative  mena- 
ure  of  no  consequence. 

It  was  reported  In  the  cabinet  today 
that  M.  Millerand  had  offered  to  resign 
at  today's  meeting  of  the  cabinet,  add- 
ing that  he  did  not  wish  the  Polncare 
Ministry  to  suffer  as  a  result  of  his 
personal  act.

,  ontlnued,  matters  coming  to  a  ellmajB 
on  the  night  of  June  28.  1886,  when.  In 
obedience  to  Peter  Veregln's  command, 
the  Doukhobora  throughout  the  whole  of 
their  settlements  made  a  great,  public 
burning  Of  their  arms,  which  brought 
about  a  collision  with  the  soldiery  and 
Increasingly  cruel  treatment  at  the 
hands  of  the  Cossacks.  After  this  tho 
Doukhobors  were  expelled  from  their 
villages,  scattered  throughout  the  land 
of  the  White  Father,  and  deprived  of 
their  property. 

It  Is  possible  that  the  general  hei'.ef 
that  the  Doukhobors  do  not  recognize 
established  forms  of  Government  may 
have  made  the  American  Immigration 
officials  to  base  their  classification  of 
the  Doukhohor  leader  as  an  anarchist.

Victoria  tomorrow  will  mark  another 
milestone  In  Its  history  when  the  Union, 
Bank  of  Canada  will  tlir.iw  open  for 
business  Its  magnificent  now  butldlnyr 
at  the  corner  of  View  and  Government 
Streets.  It  will  mark  the  faith  of  the 
directors  of  one  of  Canada's  greatest 
hanks  in  the  capital  city  of  British 
Columbia.  It  will  add  bo  lb.  limim-inl 
houses  of  this  City  oawS  Ol  the  luuul- 
Bomert  Imnk  buildings  In  the  Dominion, 
and  it  Will  he  an  addition  to  the  pls/CCS 
which  every  visitor  to  the  city  will 
want    to    visit. 

The  building,  which  wan  designed  by 
Mr.  A.  Arthur  Cox,  of  Vancouver,  is 
not  only  architecturally  handsome.  It 
is  the  very  latost  thing  in  bank. con- 
struction. The  banking  room,  whiich 
occupies  the  whole  ground  floor  facing 
on  Government  Street  and  Trounce  Al- 
ley, was  designed  chiefly  for  the  puis 
pose  for  which  it  is  intended,  a  place 
of  Business  where  business  can  be  ■ 
ducted  with  comfort  both  by  the  pul 
and  by  the  staff  of  the  bank.  On  the 
right  'of  the  entrance  will  be  found  the 
jBaW*f©r's  office  with  the  accountant's 
Aeak.      In    the    centre   is    the    recei 


teller's  wicket,  whilst  on  each  side  are 
wickets  for  the  paying  teller's  and  the 
MivniKS  tellers,  whilst  there  are  doors 
in  the  brass  grille  opening  to  the 
ledgerkeepers,  the  discounts  and  col- 
lections branches,  and  at  the  left  will 
be  found  the  inquiry  department.  Tho 
centre  is  a  large  rotunda  with  glass- 
covered  tables  for  the  use  of  customers, 
whilst  all  around  the  room  are  com- 
fortable seats  for   visitors. 

The  lighting  of  the  banking  room 
is  one  of  Its  features.  Large  windows 
on  three  sides  give  access  to  the  day- 
light, whilst  artificial  light  is  provided 
by  six  graat  electroliers,  which  send 
the*  light  upward  so  <hat  It  is  reflected 
down  and  thus  the  usual  strain  Upon 
the  eyes  Is  avoided.  In  the  baeemBht 
there  are  vaults  of  the  very  latest  de 
sign  and  strength,  which  would  bafrie 
the  ingenuities  of  the  most  expert  burg 
lars.  Electric  alarms  give  added  pro- 
tection so  that,  apart  altogether  from 
the  strength  of  tho  building  itself,  the 
bank  can  be  regarded  as  safe  as  human 
ingenuity    can    muke    it. 

All  the  furnishings  and  equipment  of 
the  bank  were  made  in  Canada,  and  in 
this  respect  the  building,  which  Is  a 
distinct  addition  to  the  attractiveness 
of  the  city,  is  a  triumph  of  Canadian 
workmanship. 

The  same  care  which  has  been  be- 
stowed upon  the  bank  proper  has'  been 
given  to  the  rest  of  the  six-story 
building-  The  olnccs  and  stores  are  ab- 
solutely  up  to  date  and  leave  nothing 
to  be  desired  either  by  tenants  or  visi- 
tors. Mr.  A.  E.  Christie  is  the  local 
manager. 

The    Bank's    Great    Record. 

The  Union  Bank,  which  had  Its  birth 
in  the  old  city  of  Quebec,  was  one  of 
the  first  of  the  Canadian  banks  to  real- 
ize the  potentialities  of  the  West.

portant asset  to  a  city.  Wherever  they 
exist  It  will  always  be  found  that  a 
very  much  larger  proportion  of  the 
youth  are  able  to  swim  is  compared 
wiili  those  in  cities  where  no  baths  are 
found.  This  in  itself  Is  an  advantage, 
for  irrespective  of  the  life-saving. quali- 
fications whieb  a  knowledge  of  the  sport 
gives  it  also  promotes  a  good  healthy 
class  of  youth,  there,  being  few  If  any 
kinds  of  exercise  more  capable  of  de- 
veloping the  muscles.  As  well,  too,  the 
advantages  of  public  baths  are  of  a 
sanitary  character.  In  the  present  ln- 
stanoe  their  Installation  on  the  vacant 
land  behind  .the  Empress  Hotel  will 
have  the  effect  of  greatly  improving  the 
appearance  ot  thari  HJOality,'  and  will 
probably  lead  to  the  rest  of  the  city 
land  there  being  utilized,  instead  of  ly- 
ing waste  ha  ftl   present. 

The  amount  of  money  required  Is  but 
$125,000,  not  a  very  large  -nun  con- 
sidering the  advantages  which  Its  i  Ex- 
penditure will  nuan.  There  is  little  or 
no  fear  of  the  baths  proving  a  munici- 
pal burden  as  the  experience  of  other 
place*  goCs  &  show  that  they  become 
self-supporting  within  a  very  short 
time,  indeed  it  is  not  too  much  to  hope 
that  they  will  do  so  within  a  year.  As 
far  as  we  can  see,  looking  at  the  matter 
from  every  standpoint,  all  the  ars»- 
mfmts  are  in  favor  of  the  installation  of

Mr.  George  Oliver,  aldermanlc  candi- 
date, criticised  sewerago  conditions  in 
Victoria  Weat  and  declared  the  prob- 
lems of  that  section  will  have  to  be  met 
In  Jamea  Bay  where  the  drainage  facili- 
ties will  soon  be  outgrown.

Alderman  Dllworth 
Alderman  Dllworth,  in  referring  to 
the  unanimity  with  which  the  members 
of  the  Council  had  transacted  the  city's 
business,  eulogized  the  work  of  the 
civic  staff.  The  fact  that  ha  had  all 
his  time  at  his  disposal  nave  him.  he 
believed,  some  claim  to  the  votes- of  the 
electors.  H«  pointed  to  the  improve- 
ments made  in  the  city's  parks,  those 
which  should  be  carried  out,  and  he 
strongly  advocated  the  passing  of  the 
by-law  to  wenpdV$  Che  Dnpont  property 
on  Pandora  Avenue  extension.  He  ex- 
pressed     his      disappointment    that      the

Those  various  properties  are 
today  worth  a  million  more  than  they 
OOUld  have  heen  purchased  for  at  that 
time.

He  le  lared  that 
the  excessive  amounts  which  the  city 
has  been  called  upon  to  pay  for  "Sooke 
Lake  lands  was  Indication  of  the  care-

■  le  their  arrangements  for  the  carl 
inu    out    of    the    work. 

Alderman  Cuthbert  briefly  referred  to 
the  uncalled  for  criticisms  of  the  last 
i.ir's  Council.  When  the  Council  took 
offices  conditions  could  hardly  have 
been  worse.  Seven  of  the  board  wen- 
new  members.  The  atmosphere  at  the 
City  Hall  was  so  hot,  there  was  so 
much  misunderstanding,  so  much  bick- 
ering that  the  marvel  was  0TdB?  was 
ever  restored.  He  iuid  urged  a  complete 
ig-ation  which  was  held  with  the 
result  that  a  policy  wag  formulated 
which  resulted  in  a  system  Which  has 
proved  a  most  satisfactory  one.  Did 
the  electors  expect  an  aiderman 
to  be  engineer,  foreman  and  laborer?  If 
they  did  then  he,  for  one,  would  refuse 
to  accept  the  responsibility.  The  offi- 
cials are  there  to  do  tho  work  and  If 
they   don't    they   must   go. 

The  Financial  Situation 
On  the  financial  situation  Alderman 
Cuthbert  declared  the  criticisms  levied 
against  the  Council  were  absolneli 
Childish.  Victoria  was  in  similar  posi- 
tion to  the  other  lea-dint;  cities  of  the 
Dominion,  and  they  all  were  unable  to 
dispose  of  their  bonds.  He  stated  that 
the  appointment  by  the  mil  council  of 
a  fiscal  agent  was  a  mistake.  The  bank 
now  simply  refused  to  advise  or  assist 
the  Oity  in  the  disposal  of  Its  bonds. 
The  city  had  taken  this  business  from 
the  bank  and  the  bank  simply  told  the 
city  to  rely  on  its  fiscal  agents.  The 
Council  had  two  courses  to  pursue, 
either  close  down  the  work  or  borrow 
at  a  higher  rate.  The  city  old  the  lat- 
ter with  the  result  that  the  men  were 
kept  at  work,  the  streets  were  improved 
nnd  the  city  today  is  In  a  better  phy- 
sical condition  than  it  has  ever  been. 
The  assertions  of  the  Council's  critics 
that  they,  had  they  been  In  power, 
would  have  done  better  is  simply 
tommy-rot. 

Alderman  Cuthbert  pointed  to  the 
great  future  before  the  city  and  particu- 
larly James  Bay.  because  of  the  harbor 
developments  and  the  settlement  of  the 
Reserve  and  erection  of  the  bascule 
bridge.  He  had  pledged  himself  to  do 
his  utmost  to  further  this  project.  He 
had  decided  to  call  a  public  meeting 
next  Tuesday  night  at  the  Dallas  hotel 
to  discuss  this  bridge  project.  There 
would  be  no  politics  In  it  but  straight 
business. 

Kr.    Houston 

Mr.  W.  EC  Houston,  aldermanlc  can- 
didate, was  not  in  the  position  of  hav- 
ing to  account  for  any  previous  Council 
delinquencies,  but  ho  was.  pleased  to 
say  that  In  his  opinion  the  last  year's 
Council  had  done  able  work,  especially 
Aldermen  Porter  and  Dllwo.-.li,  the  rn- 
presentatlves  of  the  district.  He  would, 
if  elected,  work  In  harmony  with  h'a 
confreres.  He  had  untold  confidence  in 
th :  clty'a  future  and  with  the  settle- 
re*  nt  of  the  Reserve  question,  the  con- 
struction of  the  harbor  work  and  the 
construction  of  the  very  necessary  bas- 
cule bridge,  the  prosperity  of  the  James 
Bay  district  would  be  assured.  A  mod- 
ern system  of  sewerage,  a  largj  and 
pure  water  supply  and  adequate  school 
accommodation  were  three  necessities 
demanded  by  the  city.  He  favored  an 
arrangement  with  Esquimau  regarding 
the  construction  of  the- Victoria  West 
trunk  sewWarid  a'combftif»d  system  so 
that' the' construction  coat  may  he  re- 
duced to  a  minimum.

cessitating another  trip,  this  time  to 
Russia  in  order  to  procure  more  hardy

ON  STREET  SPEAKING 

Mayoralty       Candidates      Make      Known 

Their   Attitude   on   Question  for 

Guidance  of  Electors 

In  response  to  the  request  of  the  Vic- 
toria local  of  the  Social  lOemocratlc 
Party  Of  Canada,  both  the  mayoralty 
candidates  have  been  requested  to  give 
their  views'  on  tho  advisability  or  other- 
wise of  free  speech  In  the  city.  The 
answers  of  both  candidates  are  appended 
herewith. 

Mayor  Beckwlth  replied;  "In  reply  to 
your  favor  of  tlio  Sth  ult.j  I  be.g  to  state 
that  I  take  It  your  letter  refers  to  tho 
question  of  street  speaking,  and,  in  re- 
gard to  this.  I  may  say  that  I  have 
never  been  opposed  to  allowing  the 
privilege  of  speaking  on  the  street,  and 
there  is  no  real  reason  for  refusing.  1 
some  time  ago  advised  the  chief  of  po- 
lice that  this  was  my  feeling  in  the 
matter  and  requested  him  to  grant  the 
privilege,  I  hold  the  same  view,  and 
would  not  in  the  future,  If  In  a  posi- 
tion of  authority,  feel  disposed  to  do 
otherwise  than  grant  fair  privileges  In 
this  regard.  I  feel  quite  satisfied  that 
my  attitude  In  the  matter  would  be  ac- 
ceptable   to  any  reasonable  person." 

Mr.  Morley  replied  as  follows:  "I 
stand  for  the  full  observance  of  the 
British  custom  of  freedom  of  speech, 
and  the  free  and  Indiscriminate  usr  td, 
any  avalable  public  places  in  the  city 
for  that  purpose.  Subject  only  to  the 
usual  British  system  of  regulating  au- 
thority for  the  safe-guarding  of  public 
•.  order  and  safety.  If  elected  I 
shall  riid/avor  to  have  corrected  any 
city    legislation    contrary    to    the  above." 

In  regard  to  the  existing  legislation 
regulating  street  speaking  decided  ob- 
jection to  which  has  been  taken  during 
the  past  two  years  by  certain  persons, 
th"  then  mayor,  Mr.  Morley,  on  July  24, 
1911.  gave  notlco  of  his  Intention  to  in- 
troduce to  the  th:!n  council  an  amend- 
ment to  section  3  of  the  Streets  By-law 
No,  :mo,  as  follows:  "Th«t  on  and  after 
the  passing  of  this  by-law.  amending 
mn  3  of  by-law  No.  340,  no  preach- 
ing or  public  speaking,  or  public  meet- 
ing shall  be  permitted  upon  any  regular 
street  or  thoroughfare  of  the  city.  No 
preaching,  public  BpoaJUng,  or  public 
meeting  shall  be  | mittfld  in  any  pub- 
lic park,  squat  e,  or  open  place  In  the 
'ity.  except  by  sperial  permit  first  had 
and  obtained  of  the  City  council,  set- 
ting forth  explicitly  the  location,  tlmo, 
and  any  regulations  that  may  bo  deem- 
ed    OOOessary    In    connection    therewith." 

The  above  section  was  adopted  by  the 
l!l""  Gouncil  and  subsequently  consoli- 
ds-ted  in  other  fo»-m  in  the  .Streets  By- 
law No.  1188,  section  6,  and  passed  on 
M  looor  .-,;  of  that  year.  The  only 
r.hanev  wait  to.  make  the  abovo  section 
roaa  that  t.ho  permit  for  any  such  street 
speaking  issuable  by  thn  chief  of  police 
Instead   of   by   the  City   Council.

•  Victoria  must  provide  school  accom- 
modation for  its  children.  Not  one 
mother  In  Victoria  would  consent  to 
keep  her  children  home  from  school, 
and  few  will  be  willing  to  allow  them 
to  sit  in  overcrowded  rooms.  Yet,  we 
all  know  th.it  the  new  schools  on 
Quadra  Street  and  at  Foul  Bay  will 
be  needed  before  they  can  be  put  up. 
Not  only  should  a  site  be  secured,  but 
a  new  schoolhouse  should  be  com- 
menced at  once  at  Spring  Ridge,  as 
well  as  Hillside.  By-laws  may  not  be 
Interesting  reading,  but  it  will  be  well 
to  see  what  tho  trustees  are  asking 
for  It  will  be  found  that  more  ac- 
commodation will  be  needed  before 
19H  than  the  by-laws  provide.  Every 
city  from  Winnipeg  west  is  building 
large  and  handsome  schoolhouses.  We 
cannot  afford  to  do  less  for  the  people 
who  are  bringing  up  families  In  Vic- 
toria The  advantage  of  a  salt  water 
swimming  pool  and  baths  to  a  city  need 
no  demonstration.  Tiie  need  of  moer 
small  parks  to  be  used  as  playgrounds 
for  children  has  been  pressed  by  rnoyt 
of  the  women's  societies  In  the  city, 
and  the  suitability  of  Stadacona  as  tha 
site  for  such  a  playground  cannot  be 
questioned.  The  least  that  voters,  and 
those  who  have  influence  with  voters, 
should  do,  is  to  give  their  earnest  con- 
sideration to  these  by-laws,  and  then 
vote  as  their  conscience  and  their  Intel- 
ligence dictate.  As  for  major  and 
alderman,  these  men  must  be  chosen 
for  their  discretion,  their  ability,  nml 
above  all  for  their  honesty.

Are  "To 
live  pleasantly"  and  "To  llv*»  long" 
directly  antagonistic  propositions  of 
which  the  average  man  must  accept  one 
and  leave  the  other?  Is  a  short  life 
and  a  gay  one  the  really  better  course? 
An  interesting'  view  of  the  question  was 
put  by  a  well-known  biologist  who  Is 
also  a  Doctor  of  Philosophy. 

What  is  H.amre? 

"The  question,"  he  said,  "hinges  on 
a  point  older  than  either  philosophy  or 
science  or  medicine —  the  point  as  to 
what  pleasure  precisely  la.  Is  it  a 
bottle  of  wine  and  a  headache  In  tha 
morning,  or  Is  ft  a  draught  of  water 
and  a  clear  head?  In  my  vl«w  it  Is  a 
combination  of  both.  A  man  who  de- 
nies 'himself  all  pleasures  simply  in  or- 
der that  he  may  live  long  is  Just  as 
much  of  •  rake  as  the  man  who  drinks 
himself  to  death  at  an  early  age. ;,  Tlsjg 


dulges  his  taste  for  alcohol  to  excess; 
the  other  his  laste  for  longevity.  For 
it  ought  to  be  recognized  that  longevity 
is  not  a  virtue.  It  Is  not,  in  itself,  good 
for  a  man  to  live  to  be  90  or  100,  ln- 
dewl,  considered  quite  dispassionately, 
it  la  a  nuisance^  Nor,  apart  from  rela- 
tive circumstances,  is  it  immoral  for  a 
man  to  drink  himself  to  oeath;  but  it 
is  a  pity 

The  extreme  degenerate  and  the  ex- 
treme ascetic  represent  the  two  poles 
between  which  the  average  man  strikes 
an  Intelligent  mean.  The  ascetic  and 
the  degenerate  are  specialists  in  life, 
whereas  the  ordinary  human  being  is  an 
expert  on  living.  As  a  trained  scientist 
with  some  knowledge  of  medicine,  I 
have  no  hesitation  in  saying  that  the 
average  man  is  potentially  a  benten- 
arlan.  Theoretically,  we  can  all  live 
to  be  100' or  older;  but,  like  sensible 
people,  we  deliberately  refuse  the  offer, 
so  to  speak.  The  life  of  the  ordinary 
man  might  be  worked  out  on  the  bal- 
ance-sheet  principled 

"I.ogha  lly  considered,  every  time  a 
man  eats  buttered  toast  or  drinks  three 
CUpS  of  strong  tea  or  smokes  a  pipe  of 
shag  ho  shortens  his  life  by  so  much. 
On  the  other  hand,  he  has  his  toast  and 
his  tea  and  his  shag,  which  are  the 
things  that  make  life  worth  living. 
That  Is  the  paradox  of  it — man  uses 
HO  life  in  making  it  worth  living.  The 
faster  ho  spends  his  money  the  more  he 
llnds  out  that  it  is  worth  having.  That 
Is  why,  from  some  points  of  view,  a 
short  life  and  a  merry  one  is  sound  phi- 
losophy. But  take  care  that  It  is  really 
merry. 

Shaggy  Joys 

"The  great  point  is  to  indulge  in  those 
pleasures  which,  while  they  niay  short- 
en life,  do  not  interfere  with  the  Imme- 
diate enjoyment  of  it.  Smoking  in  mod- 
eration shortens  a  man's  life,  but  it  has 
no  immediate  ill  effects,  no  unpleasant 
reaction.  Alcohol  In  moderation  short- 
ens a  man's  life,  but  does  not  give  him 
a  headache  at  the  time.  And  so  it  Is 
with  most  moderate  indulgences — they 
shorten  life,  but  they  have  no  Immedi- 
ate reaction,  it  Is  here  that  the  sound- 
ness of  thp  philosophy  of  the  middle 
course  Is  apparent.  The  ascetic  and 
the  degenerate  both  go  to  extremes. 
One  makes  life  too  long,  the  other 
makes  It  too  short,  an-u  neither  really 
enjoys  It.  The  wise  man  strikes  the 
average;  he  does  not  want  to  die  at 
twenty,  he  Is  not  keen  to  live  to  be  a 
hundred,  so  he  takes  precautions  both 
ways  by  living  neither  too  fast  nor  too 
slow,  and  dies  about  sixty.  I  am  a 
freavy  smoker  myself,  and  I  know  very 
well  that  If  I  gave  It  up  J  m'.tfht  add 
five  years  to  my  life,  but  I  shall  not 
give  it  up. 

"It  is  easy  to  live  to  be  a  hundred, 
but  It  Is  not  easy  to  live  pleasantly  to 
be  a  hundred.  I  should  prefer  to  die 
at  sixty  on  tobacoo  and  Welsh  rarebit 
rather  than  live  to  be  a  hundred  on 
minced  beef  and  hot  water.  Thart  Is  the 
philosophy  of  the  middle  course,  by 
which  most  people  unconsciously  shape 
their  lives.  No  man  should  strive  to  he 
a  centenarian,  all  we  need  to  do  Is  to 
enjoy  today  discreetly  by  remembering 
yesterday  and  keeping  an  eye  on  to- 
morrow. Wa  can  leave  nsa*  year  to 
take  ear*  of  itself."

Re- 
ferring to  sewerage,  which,  he  said,  was 
,i,„  „„!„  .>j,juct  lor  which  the  township 
was  organized,  he  declared  that  the 
question  would  have  his  earliest  atten- 
tion, and  he-  promised  to  see  to  It  also 
that  the  men  employed  on  the  work  were 
ratepayers. 

Tho  Engineer 
That  brought  him  to  the  subject  of 
the  engineer,  and  In  that  connection  he 
said  ho  was  heartily  opposed  to  the 
idea  of  paying  a  man  on  the  percentage 
basis.

It 
is  a  matter  of  common  knowledge  that 
the  reform  has  long  been  carried  out  in 
Germany;  and  since  the  change  seems 
to  be  part  of  the  inevitable  evolution  of 
coinage,  the  report  of  M.  Weber'  upon 
the  subject  is  of  considerable  Interest. 
A  suggestion  had  been  made  that  alum- 
inum or  an  alloy  of  aluminum  should 
be  used.  "Neither  aluminium  nor  any 
alloy  of  examined,"  says  the  report, 
"offers  a  better  resistance  to  shock  and 
friction  than  silver,  which  has  not  suf- 
ficient resistance;  and  In  contact  with 
bronze  money  the  wear  would  be  par- 
ticularly  heavy." 

Aluminium  bronze  Is  too  hard,  and 
cannot  be  struck  when  cold,  and  it  has 
thus  been  found  necessary  to  have  re- 
course to  the  pure  nickel  for  the  new 
ten-centime  and  five-centime  pieces. 
But  the  most  radical  reform  propesed 
is  the  Issue  of  pieces  with  a  hole  in  the 
centre,  like  the  Chinese,  In  order  to 
avoid  confusion  between  silver  and 
nickel  pieces.  The  report  dismisses  the 
opposition  which  has  been  directed 
apainst  the  perforated  pieces  on  hygienic 
grounds,  "The  size  of  the  hole,  and  the 
absolute  smoothness  of  its'  edges,  will 
prevent  any  dangerous  germs  from  lodg- 
ing there;  and  from  the  hygienic  pojnt 
of  view  the  new  pieces  are  perhaps  less 
dangerous  than  the  old."  The  general 
lines  of  the  new  coinage  are  laid  down 
subject  to  their  final  approval  by  the 
Chamber.

TO  CURE  SPANISH  PRINCE 

Queen  Victoria's  Son  Deaf — Doctor  Bent 

to  America  to  Discover  Best 

Bemedy 

MADRID,  Ian.  11.-  Dr.  Vicente  Llor- 
cute,  physician  to  the  Spanish  royal 
household,  who  was  sent  to  the  United 
Stutes  to  attend  the  recent  important 
medical  conferences  held  there  at  the 
command  of  Queen  v  ictoria,  will  ap- 
pear before  a  conference  of  Spain's 
foremost  physicians  to  explain  the  won- 
deful  things  in  medical  research  he  en- 
countered In  the  United  States.  Dr. 
Llorente  visited  America  chiefly  In  In- 
terest of  Don  Jaime,  second  son  of  tho 
King  and  Queen,  who  is  partly  deaf  and 
partly  dumb.  He  made  a  detailed  study 
of  the  methods  employed  in  the  in- 
stitute for  Deaf  and  Dumb,  New  York 
City,  and  obtained  from  Dr.  Taylor,  sup- 
erintendent of  the  Institute,  a  set  of 
books  by  Helen  Feller  and  other  au- 
thorities on  the  condition  of  the  deaf 
and   dumb   in   this   country. 

Before  sending  Dr.  Llorente  to  the 
United  States,  Queen  Victoria  exhausted 
every  expedient  known  to  the  experts 
of  her  own  realm  in  endeavoring  to  bet- 
ter the  condition  of  her  son,  but  all 
were  powerless.  Then  she  determined 
to  send  the  famous  physician  to  New 
York,  where  medical  men  agree  that 
medical  research  is  developed  to  the 
highest  degree  and  where  men  know 
more  about  treating  the  deaf  and  dumb 
than  do  the  most  expert  specialists  of 
Europe. 

So  deep  was  the  Queen's  grief  over 
the  affliction  of  Don  Jaime  that  she 
vf&p  touched  by  the  thought  of  other 
iJMMCners  in  Spain  who  were  powerless 
to  do  aught  for  their  children  and  who

erven  greater  activity  in  the  case  of 
her  own  child  by  the  thought  of  others. 
She  determined  that  whatever  she  might 
learn  in  the  investigation  of  Don 
Jaime's  case  she  would  turn  to  the  bene- 
fit of  other  chlldron  who  were  her  sub- 
jects. 

Not. only  has  Dr.  Llornete  returned  to 
Spain  with  the  latest  methods  of  treat- 
ing the  -deaf  and  dumb,  but  he  has 
brought  back  with  him  the  newest  sur- 
gical Instruments  and  a  knowledge  of 
how  to  use  them.  He  will  place  them 
on  exhibition  in  the  Academy  of  Science 
in  Madrid  and  he  will  employ  both 
knowledge  and  instruments  to  the  cur- 
ing of  the  young  Don  Jaime,  for  whom 
the  Queen  sent  the  noted  physician  to 
America  and  from  his  work  all  Spain 
will  benefit,  whether  it  be  that  the 
young  son  of  Queen  Vlotoria  Eugenie 
finds  speech  and   hearing  or  not.

BBRLIN,  Jan.  11. — The  medical  fac- 
ulty at  Halle  has  been  brought  to  a  com- 
plete Standstill  by  a  strike  of  students, 
while  attempts  are  being  made  to  spread 
the  strtke  to  other  Q/erman  universities. 
The  object  is  to  prevent  foreigners  from 
attending  the  clinical  course"  without 
doing,  as  all  German  students  must,  a 
high  school  course  as  a  preliminary  con- 
dition. Agitation  is  thus  directed  apt 
!Ltcalnst  the  foreigners  as  such,  but 
against  their  occupying  a  position  of 
privilege. 

The  German  university  regulations 
prevent  tlir  students  from  taking  a  med- 
ical degree  unless  they  have  passed  the 
so-called  "ablturlum"  at  a  gymnasium 
or  equivalent  establish  men  t;  but  this  Is 
not  demanded  by  sonv  foreign  univer- 
sities. Thus  a  foreign  student  who  has 
taken  h  medlca!  <le«iie  In  his  own 
country  Is  In  a  position  to  get  the  bene- 
fit of  the  German  clinical  courses  on  a 
lower  qualification  than  the  German, 
Who  accordingly  complains  that  he  is 
unfairly   "robbed   of  his   material." 

All  ih<  medicos  at  Halle  have  gone 
home,  and  the  professors,  refusing  to 
lecture  to  foreigners  aloha,  have  sus- 
pended their  elapses.  1'ubllc  opinion 
seems  to  be  on  the  side  of  the  strikers, 
and  this  Is  by  no  means  the  first  griev- 
ance which  has  been  raised  in  connec- 
tion with  the  plethora  of  foreigners  now 
to  be  met  with  at  nearly  all  German 
universities.

MEETING  WAS  DISTURBED 

Hon.  Prank   Oliver   and  Br.   Olark  Inter- 
rupted by  Noisy  Crowd  at  Calgary — 
Police  Called  In 

CALGARY,  Jan.  11. — At  a  meeting  ad- 
dressed last  night  by  Hon.  Frank  Oliver 
and  Dr.  Clark,  members  of  Parliament 
for  Alberta,  on  the  naval  question,  an 
attempt  was  made  to  prevent  discus- 
sion, and  the  police  were  required  to 
quell  the  disturbance  before  the  speak- 
ers could  proceed.  A  large  audle"nce 
was  present,  and  the  lawless  conduct 
of  a  small  section  was  resented  by  a 
great  majority,  who  were  desirous  of 
hearing    the    subject   discussed. 

After  the  arrival  of  the  police,  no 
serious  disturbance  took  place,  the 
presence  of  the  officers  being  sufficient 
to    quel!    the    trouble-makers. 


UKItLl.V,  Jan.  11. — "The  estimates 
made  In  the  Sprnlg,"  says  The  Nord- 
deutsche  Allgemeln  Zeltung,  "took  no 
account  of  the  further  expenditure  for 
the  army  such  as  will  be  necessitated 
by  the  political  situation.  This  means 
fresh  military  expenditure  and  fresh 
taxation." 

It  appears  from  other  sources  that 
extensive  airship  and  aeroplane  con- 
struction, the  bringing  of  the  cavalry 
divisions  up  to  war  strength,  the  in- 
crease in  the  number  of  machine  guns, 
and  the  increase  in  the  proportion  of 
batteries  fully  horsed  are  the  occasion 
of  the  Increased  expenditure.  Under 
existing  conditions,  Germany  has  three 
classes  of  batteries,  some  with  only  four 
guns  ready  horsed,  some  with  all  six 
and  some  with  six  guns  and  not  enough 
ammunition  wagons.  Each  battery  at 
war  strength  has  six  guns  and  six  am- 
munition  wagons. 

Despite  semi-official  denials,  the 
Rhenish  Westpliftllan  Gazette  reassert;*, 
that  the  War  Minister  and  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Treasury  are  at  loggerheads 
over  the  proposed  supplementary  esti- 
mates. 

It  is  stated  on  high  authority  that 
the  Minister  of  War  sent  a  secret  tele- 
graphic circular  to  all  army  corps  com- 
manders recently,  asking  whether  their 
troops  were  ready  to  mobilize  at  few 
hours'  notice  on  receipt  of  further 
orders.  The  replies,  without  .exception, 
were  in  the  affimatlve.  Tho  German 
Government  has  dispatched  a  secret 
warning,  through  the  Minister  of  Fi- 
nance, to  all  German  banks,  advising 
them  to  retain  their  gold  supplies,  and 
to  pay  In  notes  or  silver  as  far  as  pos- 
sible. All  Government  employees  have 
hitherto  been  paid  lri  that  way,  and 
there  are  heavy  gold  deposits  In  the 
vaults  of  the  National  Bank,  which  are 
available    in    the   event   of   war. 

The  Norddeutsche  Allgemolne  Zeitung 
publishes  prominently  the  following 
statement:  "It  Is  reported  that  In  some 
districts  deposits  In  the  savings  .banks 
have  been  withdrawn  because  the  belief 
obtains  that  in  oase  of  war  the  savings 
hanks  will  be  closed  and  deposits  used 
for  war  purposes.  This  belief  has  also 
Induced  many  persons  not  to  place  fresh 
savingH  In  the  savings  banks.  It  hardly 
can  be  said  that  arach  Ideas  are  abso- 
lutely erroneous.  Deposits  In  savings 
banks  are  not  liable  to  confiscation  by 
the  state  In  time  of  war  any  more  than 
they  are  in  peace,  and  In  every  case  can 
be  considered  as  a  safe  and  sure  invest- 
ment There  is,  therefore,  not  the 
slightest  reason  for  even  tho  most 
anxious  persons  to  withdraw  their  sav- 
ings."

building  referred  to  in  your  paper  of 
January  9?  I  have  boon  working  on 
those  lines  for  ten  years,  so  the  farmers 
could  bring  in  their  produce  and  let  the 
consumer  get  It  at  first  cost  like  our 
neighboring  cities  have.  But  If  they  had 
a  market,  the  consumers  would  want  to 
make  up  their  minds  to  go  to  the  market 
and  choose  their  produce  and  take  it 
away,  as  tiio  expense  of  a  delivery  cost 
Is  no  small  sum.  and  that,  too,  adds  to 
the  cost  to  the  consumer.  But  as  long 
as  the  Chinaman  is  delivering  V«ge> 
tables  to  the  consumer's  door,  the  white 
man  has  little  show  to  grow  market 
vegetables,  as  my  experience  has  shown 
me  where  the  trouble  was,  as  where  I 
had  called  and  shown  my  vegetables,  I 
was  cither  met  at  the  door  by  a  Chinese 
cook  or  the  lady,  and  my  answer  was 
that  they  were  fine  looking,  but  "I 
have  had  a  Chinaman,  who  has  been 
supplying  me  for  some  time,  and  I 
would  hate  to  stop  him."  But  I  thla* 
the  time  will  soon  come  when  the  men 
who  do  own  a  bit  of  land  near  Victoria 
can  have  a  market,  as  every  year  the 
Chinese  gardens  ore  growing  smaller, 
and  between  the  writer  and  Victoria 
there  are  over  two  hundred  acres  that 
were  In  Chinese  gardens  la^t  year 
which,  I  think,  will  all  be  subdivided 
Into  lots  in  1913.  The  Chinese  will  have 
to  go  farther  back,"  so  that  this  will 
make  a  shortage  and  hlghor  prices.  I 
will  only  add  one  or  two  of  the  many 
Instances:  The  farmer  got  about  60 
conts  per  box  for  his  apples:  the  con- 
sumer paid  $2  a  box.  One  got  $12  a 
ton  for  potatoes:  the  consumer  paid 
$1.25  to  $1.00  per  sack,  over  double 
what  farmers  got,  so  I  think  a  market 
would    help    the    consumer.

The  above  doggerel  takes  on  a  new 
meaning  after  a  day  spent  in  listening- 
to  the  records  of  results  from  their 
year's  work  accomplished  by  the  ento- 
mologists who  are  engaged  in  fighting 
the    Insect   pests    of   this    Province. 

Mr.  W.  H.  Brlttain's  address  on 
Thursday  on  "Beneficial  Insects," 
touched  on  the  chain  of  parasite  on 
parasite,  each  feeding  «n  the  other  and 
all  affecting  tKe  flourish  Si  or  the  re- 
verse of  their  original  host.  When  any 
particular  pest  grows  numerous  It  pro- 
vides more  accommodation  for  more 
numerous  parasite*,  who.  In  turn,  re- 
duce the  numbers  of  their  host  and  so 
■i  year  of  plague  is  succeeded  by  one 
of  comparative  immunity.  So  nature 
controls  her  own  plagues,  and,  as  Mr. 
W„  H.  Brlttaln  pointed  out,  it  is  con- 
nlvable  that  encouragement  of  para- 
sites may  prove  in  the  long  run  the 
est  method  of  fighting  intact  disease — 
the  "new  entomology,"  as  he  termed  It. 
In  Louisiana  already  they  were  fighting 
the  cotton  beetle  by  carefully  avoiding 
the  destruction  and  by  the  propagation 
of  parasites  which  were  its  natural 
enemies. 

lion.  Price  Ellison,  who  had  been 
listening  with  great  interest  to  Mr. 
Brlttain's  report  of  his  own  research 
work  on  the  strawberry  root  weevil, 
said  that  though  he  did  not  know  one 
bug  from  another,  after  what  he  had 
heard  he  only  wondered  that  more  peo- 
ple were  not  Interesting  themselves  in 
gaining  information  about  these  pests 
which  were  costing  the  Province  so 
much,  year  In,  year  out.  Of  course, 
they  miRht  take  the  view  of  the  old 
Frenchman,  the  pioneer  fruit,  grower  at 
Vernon  years  ago.  who  complained:  "By 
thunder,  we  never  had  any  of  these 
pests  till  these  Inspectors  came  around." 
(Laughter.)  H©  hoped  that  they  would 
devise  remedies,  and  only  stimulated 
that  these  should  be  tho  cheapest  pos- 
sible. The  Industry  would  not  bear 
any  heavier  burdens.  Somt  had  even 
said  that  the  C.  P.  R.  had  gauged  to  a 
nicety  the  margin  between  cost  of  pro- 
duction and  profit  and  had  then  ar- 
ranged  their  rates*  accordingly.'  He 
was  only  too  happy  to  assure  the  so- 
ciety of  financial  assistance  to  the  ex- 
tent they  had  asked  for  towards  the 
eost  of  Isauing  their  very  valuable  pub- 
lications. 

Mr.  Thomas  Cunningham  Impressed

On  arrltval  at  Bangkok  the 
case  was  duly  delivered  to  the  wharfin- 
ger, in  whose  possession  it  was  for  se\  - 
era!  hours.

WOOD  BLOCKS  AS  PAVING 


Provincial    Government    to    Issue    liter- 
ature Giving    Results   of   Experi- 
ments Made  to  Date

lotter.  from  Mr.  O.  M.  P.  Goes,  Port- 
land, Oregon,  touching  on  the  matter  of 
wood  block  paving.  The  possibilities 
Of  fir  as  a  road  maker  have  never  been 
thoroughly  investigated  in  this  coun- 
try, and  It  Is  probable  that  before  long 
the  Provincial  authorities  will  Issue 
i  e  literature  embodying  the  results 
of  trials  in  various  localities.  Mr.  Goss 
promises  assistance  In  giving  the  ex- 
perience of  the  city  of  Seattle  In  the 
wood  paving  experiment,  which  the 
lumbermen  and  civic  authorities  are 
carrying    on    at    the   present    time. 

The  people,  of  this  Province  may  find 
new  and  ever  widening  market  for 
wood  products  in  the  demand  of  the 
prairie  towns  for  Douglas  Fir  blocks, 
croosoted  for  paving  purposes.  If  it  is 
profitable  to  bring  asphalt  far  inland 
from  such  far-off  points  as  Trinidad, 
the  Coast  may  look  to  Its  wood  sup- 
plies to  furnish  one  of  the  most  essen- 
tial and  most  profitable  factors  in 
modern   city    building.

A  famous  detective, 
in  thin  class  of  work,  both  In  Britain 
and  on  the  Rand,  has  been  extensive, 
interviewed  on  the  subject,  said  that; 
"Ever  since  the  opening  of  the  gold 
mining  Industry  on  the  Rand,  It  was 
found  necessary,  as  soon  as  things 
had  been  made  more  or  less  shlp-shap  •, 
to  get  the  government  to  pass  a  special 
law  to  deal  with  gold  stealing.  In 
spite,  of  this,  the  percentage  of  loss  by- 
theft  grew  greater.  The  abstraction  of 
gold  became  a  fine  art.  It  was  not  stolen 
by  the  professional  thief,  but  more 
often  than  not,  by  trusted  employees 
|    in  the  mines." 

Most  of  the  gold  was,  and  is,  stolen 
In  the  form  of  amalgam,  "plated"  In  a 
highly  scientific  manner  either  by 
scraping  the  metal  from  the  battery 
plates  with  a  small  knife,  or  "fishing" 
for  it  with   a  thin  copper   wire. 

The  copper  wire  idea  was  detected 
by  a  sudden  desire  by  mine  Kaffirs  for 
copper  wire.  They  would  give  as  n: 
as  three-pence  ah  Inch  for  It,  and  the 
game  had  been  going  on  for  a  year  be- 
fore it  was  detected — by  a  sheer  acci- 
dent. 

When  a  new  law  was  made  to  deal 
with  receivers,  a  special  detective  force 
was  told  off  to  look  after  the  new  de- 
partment, and  the  early  experiences  of 
the  hunters  of  the  illicit  gold  buyers 
gave  cause  for  much  laughter  at  their 
expense,  for  the  chief  detective  and 
some  of  his  subordinates  were  amom,- 
the  easiest  dupes  of  a  gang  of  clever 
Americans,  who  Introduced  a  version  of 
the  American  "gokl-brb.k"  swindle  With 
"uproarious   success." 

It  Is  probably  unique  In  the  history 
of  crime  detection  that  no '  conviction 
has  so  far  been  obtained  against  any 
person  for  actually  stealing  gold  or 
amalgam  from  any  Rand  mine.  One 
suggestion  hns  been  that  the  offenders 
were  too  highly  placed  to  warrant  mo- 
tion.

residence  pf  Major  C  V .  Dupont, 
which  the.  citizens  have  an  oppor- 
tunity of  purchasing  for  a  public 
park,  by  adopting  the  by-law  now 
submitted  for  their  consideration. 
The  park  embraces  four  and  one- 
half  acres,  more  or  less,  and,  im- 
mediately connected  with  it.  the 
City  owns  /property  which  will 
largely  increase  its  area.  It  will 
be  bounded  by  Belmont  Avenue 
i>n  the  east  side,  old  Pandora 
Avenue  on  the  north  side.  Fan- 
dura  Street  Extension/  on  the  south  side  .and 
be  jn  direct  approach  by  Stadacona  Avenue 
from  Fort  Strew.  It  is  in  every  sense  of  the 
words  a  naturai/park.  the  ground  being  varied 
in  its  natural  features-;  sornj!  of  the  finest  oaks 
in  the  City  are/ growing  on  it.  and  in  addition 
there  are  several  hundred  trees,  many  of. them 
imported.  f 

The  park  contains  beautiful  lawn's  and 
avenues,  with  SOItlfl  of  the  finest  flowers  in 
the  City.  It  is  centrally  located,  and  is  in 
every  respect  an  ideal  recreation  ground.  It 
is  exceedingly  fortunate  for  the  citizens  that 
they  are  able  to  secure  a  property  of  /this  kind 
at  the  present  time,  when  there  is  srch  a  gen- 
eral advance  in  the  price  of  real  estate. 

There  is  no  question  thai  the  property,  if 
subdivided  and  placed  upon,  the  market,  would 
bring  a  much  higher  figure  than  Major  Dupont 
asks  for  it;  but  tor  sentimental  reasons  he 
wishes  to  dispose  of  it  en  bloc  to  the  City. 

The  location  of  the  .proposed  Park  is  in  the 
centre  of   what    will    doubtless   always   be   one 
of  the  chief  residential  sections     of  the     city. 
That  business   houses   will   extend  along    Pan- 
dora   avenue    all    the    way    from    Government 
Street  to  (  )ak   hay  may  be  looked  upon  as  one 
of  the  certainties  of  the  future,  but  on  either 
side  of  this  great  thoroughfare  there  arc  large 
areas,  which  are  likely  to  remain  permanent]) 
residential.      Ilence  the  very  great  desirability 
of  procuring  before  it  is  too  late  an  open  space 
in  that  part  of  the  city  available  to  all  citizens. 
Beacon   I  fill   Park  is  some  distance  away  from 
a   very  large  part  of  the, residential  area,  and 
the  same  is  true  of  North   Park:     There  ought 
to  be  in   every   city   recreation   grounds   within 
easy  walking  distance  of  all  the  people.     Mil- 
lions of  dollars  have  been  spent  by  other  cities 
to  provide  such   resorts,  the  expense  being  in- 
creased by  the  fact  that  the  acquisition  of  the 
land  was  put  off  until  it  was  impossible  to  get 
it  without  paying  a  very  high  price  for  it.  Un- 
til very  recently  Victoria  has  not  felt  the  need 
of  open    spaces   for   the   reason    that    extensive 
areas  were  not  built  upon.     But  the  change  in 
this  respect  has  been  very  great  as  will  be  seen 
bv  every  person    who  has   kept  in    touch    with 
what  is  going  on. 

The  proposed  Park  is  very  conveniently 
situated  in  respect  to  the  street  cars.  Without 
considering  any  future  extension  of  the  lines 
of  the  B.  C.  Electric  we  have  the  Fort  Street 
line  only  a  few  hundred  feet  away.  In  respect 
to  the  main  thoroughfares  there  is  no  part  of 
the  city  that  is  more  favorably  situated.  If  a 
map  of  the  city  is  taken  and  a  circle  of  half  a 
mile  radius  is  drawn  with  the  park  as  a  centre, 
the  enclosed  area  will  be  seen  to  be  one  within 
which  a  very  great  many  people  live,  and  that 
they  have  no  place  within  it  and  outside  of 
their  own  homes  and  the  streets  where  they 
may  go  for  recreation.  This  consideration 
ought  to  have  weight  with  those  upon  whom 
falls  the  responsibility  of  deciding  whether  or 
not  this  property  shall  be  purchased. 

There  is  a  sort  of  sentimental  idea  attached 
to  one  feature  of  this  property.  One  frf  the 
glories  of  Victoria  is  its  oak  trees.  They  give 
a  character  to  its  scenery  that  is  absolutely 
unique.  When  it  becomes  necessary  to  cut 
one  of  them  down  the  whole  community  feels 
that  it  has  sustained  a  loss.  In  Stadacona 
Park  are  many  beautiful  oaks.  The  sub- 
divider  cannot  pay  much  regard  to  them  when 
he  runs  his  lines.  The  lot  owner  is  likely  to 
find  them  in  the  way.  A  good, many  of  the 
oiln  in  Victoria  have  been  cut  down  and  many 
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lent  thing  to  preserve  and  hand  down  to  the 
citizen-  of  the  Victoria  that  is  to  be  the  Splen- 
did oaks  of  Stadacona,  which  will  stand  for  all

1854.— -Attack    of   30,000   Sepoys    Repulsed   at 
Alumbagh 

Alumbagh.  a  fort  rendered  famous  during 
the  battles  and  sieges  arising  out  of  the  Indian 
Mutiny  in  1857  bv  the  indomitable  resolution 
of  its  defenders.     The  Alumbagh  ("Garden  of 
the  Lady  Alum,  or  Beauty  of  the  Soul)   was 
a   domain    about    four   miles   from   the   city  of 
Lucknow,  near  the  Cawnpore  Road.  '  It  com- 
prised several  buildings,  including  a  palace,  a 
mosque,  and  an  emanbarra,  or  private  temple, 
bounded  by  a  beautiful  garden,  which  was  it- 
self in  the  middle  of  a  park,  and  the  park  en- 
closed by  a  wall  with  corner  towers.     It  had 
belonged  to  some  members  of  the  royal  family 
of  Oude ;  but  when  the  war  of  the  mutiny  had 
been  fairly  begun,  the  Alumbagh  was  convert- 
ed by  the  rebels  into  a  fort.     It    was    large 
enough  to  contain  a.  powerful   military  force, 
and  might  have  become  a  formidable  strong- 
hold, if  well  defended ;  but  it  proved  powerless 
against  a  small   British   force.     In   September 
Outram,    Havelock    and     Xeill     crossed     the 
Ganges  from   Cawnpore,   marched  rapidly  to- 
ward Lucknow  and  captured  the  Alumbagh  on 
the  way.     About  three  hundred  soldiers  were 
left  at  the  place,  with  four  guns,  a  number  of 
sick,  wounded,  and  4,000  native  camp  followers, 
under  Col.  Mclntyre,  while  the  three  generals 
proceeded  with  the  main  body  of  their  force 
to  Lucknow.     It  was  intended  that  Mclntyre 
should    soon    be    relieved    or    reinforced,    but 
Havelock  and  Outram.  shut  up  for  two  months 
within  the  residency  at  Lucknow,  could  scarce- 
ly   send    even    a    small    note    in    a    quill    to   the 
Alumbagh.     Not  until   the  close  of   November 
did   the  British   under  Sir  Colin   Campbell   re- 
lieve both   Lucknow   and  the  Alumbagh.     He 
brought  away  all  the  garrison  from  the  former 
place,  but  left   Sir  James   Outram   with   3.500 
men    to  hold   the   Alumbagh.      It   was   at   that 
time   the  onlv   spot  in   the   whole   province  of 
Oude  in  the  'hands  of  the  British,  and  during 
the  whole  winter  Sir  James  had  to  defend  it 
against  the  enemy.     On   the  twelfth   of  Janu- 
ary, i&jS,  lie  was  attacked  by  an:  arnfled  rabble 
of'SepHPli  and   other   malcontents,   amounting 
to  30,000  men.     These,  however,  he  completely 
defeated.     They  attacked  him  again   with  20,- 
000  men  on  the  twenty-first  of  February,  at  a 
time  when   his  small   force   was   weakened   by 
the  absence  of  a  detachment  employed  in  es- 
corting a  convoy  of  provisions  and  stores  from 
Cawnpore-   He,  however,  met  them  with  the 
same  heroic  resolution,  and  effectually  repulsed 
them.     In  the  next  following  month  Sir  Colli! 
Campbell  re-conquered  Lucknow,  and  the  gar- 
rison at  the  Alumgagh    was  relieved   from   its 
perilous    isolation.      Although    only    a    domain 
converted   temporarily   into   a   fort,  the   Alum- 
bagh must  ever  occupy  a  memorable  place  in 
military  history.— Chambers'   Kik  <  clopaedta.

"Socialism  From  the  Christian  Standpoint," 
by  Father  Bernard  Vaughn." 
In  this 'book  the  Jesuit  priest  discusses  the 
questions.  Are  Socialism  and  Christianity  op- 
posed to  each  other?  Would  Socialism  serve 
to  redress  wrongs?  What  attitude  should 
Christians  who  are  not  Socialists  adopt  to- 
wards Socialism  ? 

Father  Vaughn  has  travelled  widely,  and 
mingled  freely  with  all  classes  and  conditions 
of.  men.  He'  claims  to  view  his  subject  dis- 
passionately and  from  every  standpoint,  and 
yet,  after  reading  his  book  -me  cannot  help 
coming  to  the  conclusion  that  the  noted  writer, 
broad-minded  and  tolerant  though  he  may  be, 
having  undertaken  .his  work  with  a  prejudiced 
mind,  writes  with  one  eye  on  his  public  and  the 
other  on  the  Roman  church.  There  are  some 
of  us  who,  with  the  history  of  Roman  Catholic- 
ism in  our  minds,  might  take  exception  for  in- 
stance to  the  following  paragraph  : 

"The  Pope  has  ever  been  the  champion  of 
the  toiler,  the  defender  of  the  weak,  the  advo- 
cate of  the  down-trodden,  and  the  poor  man's 
best  friend.  Cardinal  Newman  has  well  said 
that  there  is  no  one  who  speaks  bravely  against 
the  Church  today,  but  owe?  it  to  the  Church 
that  he  can  sneak  at  all." 

Where  is  the  remedy  for  the  evil  conditions 
of  society  to  be  found?  'Father  Vaughn  puts 
this  question,  and  then  proceeds  to  answer  it: 
In  the  Supreme  Pontiff,  and  the  Socialist  phil- 
osopher. 

''All  noble  and  lofty  human  action  presup- 
poses the  influence  of  some  high  ideal,  lot  hd 
healthy  human  life  can  long  endure,  unless 
sustained  by  some  such  uplifting  power," 
writes  Father  Vaughn.  ".  .  .  All  then  agree 
that  man  must  have  an  ideal — Christianity 
does,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  offer  the  one  satis- 
factory ideal,  by  the  acceptance  of  which  alone 
modern  democracy  can  hope  to  develop  along 
sound  and  healthy  lines.  Socialism  despite  its 
Utopias,  its  rhetoric,  and  its  appeal  tb  the 
imagination-^— does  not  supply  such  an  ideal. 
In  Christianity  lies  the  hope  of  Democracy.  In 
Socialism  lies  its  peril,  its  ruin."  This  is  very 
good  and  wholesome  reading,  as  is  the  follow- 
ing: 

The   true   Christian      is   one    who      follows 
Christ  and  the  teaching  of  Christ   with   some 
measure  of  enthusiasm.  There  is  no  philosophy 
of  the  academy,  or  of  the  porch,  or  of  the  gar- 
den, which  can     pretend     to    compete     with 
Christ's  method  of  making  the  most  of  a  dis- 
ciple— of  making  the  bad   men   good   and   the 
good    men    better.      If   you    want    to   cultivate 
not  natural  virtue  merely,  but  charity  and  chiv- 
alry also,  you  must  leave  Plato  and  Socrates, 
Kant  and  Spencer,  and  enlist  in  the  service  of 
Christ.     .     .     •     What   poor  humanity   stands 
most  in  need  of.  I  say,  is  an  ideal  that  will  up- 
lift, sustain  and  vitalize  all  the  senses  of  body 
and  powers  of  soul.     In  other  words  it  need 
the  leadership  and  example  of  one  who  is  more 
than  a  chieftain  to  his  clan,  more  than  a  cap- 
tain   to   his  troop,«  more   than   a   king   to     his 
court,  more  than  a  lover  to  his  bride.     There  is 
one  such  ideal,  and  one  only,  and  His  name  is 
Jesus,  the  Saviour." 

Under  Socialism  men  and  women  would 
lose  their  individuality.  asserts  Father 
Vaughn.  They  would  lose  their  ambition,  and 
lose  their  freedom.  He  then  proceeds  to  en- 
deavor to  prove  the  truth  of  his  statements 
in  a  concise  and  logical  manner.  We  have  not 
the  space  to  go  into  the  writer's  arguments, 
however,  and  will  conclude  with  the  last  four 

Paragraphs  of  his  book,  in  which  he  puts  forth 
is  own  solution  of  social  evils : 
"Christ,  I  say,.and  Christ  only,  can  be  ar- 
bitrator in  the  case  before  us,  in  the  conflict 
between  larger  dividends  and -higher,  wafts,

That  word  of  warning  is :  111  your  labor  unions, 
in  your  disputes  with  your  employers,  nay,, 
even  in  the  sad  necessity  of  a  strike,  never, 
never  commit  yourselves  to  the  leadership  of 
men  who  are  the  enemies  of  Christ  and  who, 
if  true  to  their  principles,  must  rob  you  of  the 
dearest  possession  you  have,  your  Christian 
Faith. 

"To  all    I    would   say,  no  matter  what  our 
position  and  work  in  life  may  be,  let  us  make 
it  our  ambition,  as  it  is  our  mission,  to  teach 
all  the  world  that  we  all  have  a  .common  ori- 
gin   and    a    common    destiny;    that    the    same 
human   nature   in   us   has   the  same   yearnings 
for  peace,  rest,  and  happiness;  that  we  all  have 
the  same   Saviour,   that   in   less   than   no   time 
our  present   differences      will   vanish     like     a 
dream,  and  that  then,  if  wc  be  worthy,  shad- 
ows'will  give  place  to  realities,  faith  shall  pass 
into  vision,  hope  shall  be  more  than   realized, 
and  all  men  will  discover  that  the  conflict-  of 
time  were  meant  to  be  victories   for  eternity. 
and  the  rivalry   of  the  brotherhood,   a  rivalry 
of  service  in   the  interests     of   our     common 
Father    in    Heaven,    whose    home    and    v.ho-e 
love  shall  be  ours  throughout  the  everlasting 
day  of  eternity."

Beautiful  for  His  Own  Sake 

Is  not  the  animal  beautiful  for  his  own 
-:e— in  the  lines  and  curves,  the  features,  and 
tin.  balance  which  makes  his  physical  self;  in 
his  movements,  and.  not  least,  in  all  that  the 
word  "dog"  signifies  of  faithfulness,  intelli- 
gence, and  sell-negation — without  the  adorn- 
ment.-, which  are  lavished  on  his  person  and 
surroundings  when  he  is  brought  to  the  bench 
at  an  exhibition?

round  his  neck  bearing  a  painted  miniature  of 
himself,  a  fanciful  name  emblazoned  in  still 
more  fanciful  embroidery  across  the  front  of 
his  sumptuous  lair,  can  with  difficulty  restrain 
a  laugh  of  mingled  amusement  and  disgust. 
Now  and  then  a  visitor  is  seen  to  laugh  uncon- 
trollably full  in  the  face  of  a  dog  and  of  his 
mistress,  the  latter  encamped  for  the  day  with 
luncheon  basket  and  thermos  flask  by  the  side 
of  the  pen.  And  for  all  the  angry-glances  one 
has  wished  that  the  laugh  would  gather 
strength  and  become  general,  that  the  whole 
debauchery,  for  such  it  is,  hight  be  derided 
out  of  existence. 

Sometimes  the  boudoir  has  an  inner  sleep- 
ing compartment  where  the  dog  may  repose 
behind  drawn  curtains,  and  even  a  miniature 
iron  bedstead,  complete  with  mattress,  blan- 
ket, sheets,  quilt,  and  hangings,  has  been  seen.

The  Dowager 
Empress  Tze  Hsi  has  laid  down  a  standard 
for  this  dog  in  which,  alluding  to  its  range  of 
color,  she  suggests  that  there  should  be  dogs 
appropriate  to  every  costume  in  the  imperial 
wardrobe. 

Dressing  Like  the  Dogs

N  eye  witness  of  the  famous  lique- 
faction of  the  blood  of  St.  Jan- 
uarius  in  the  Cathedral  at  Naples 
relates  in  "America"  just  what  he 
observed  at  the  latest  occurrence 
of  the  so-called  miracle.  This  took  place  in 
September,  the  liquefaction  occurring  twice  a 
year. 

The  first  commences  on  the  first  Saturday 
evening  in  May  in  the  Church  of  Santa  Chiara, 
after  which  the  blood  is  conveyed  with  solemn 
procession  through  the  streets  of  Naples  to 
the  Cathedral,  where  the  miracle  is  generally 
repeated  during  the  seven  following  days.  The 
second  commences  in  the  Cathedral  on  Sep- 
tember 19,  the  feast  of  St.  Januarius,  and  gen- 
erally continues  again  during  the  octave. 

"I  say  generally."  writes  the  correspondent, 
"because  some  days  it  does  not  change  at  all, 
which  is  regarded  as  an  evil  omen.  The  re- 
cords show  that  the  time  required  to  wait  for 
the  miracle  varies  from  two  minutes  all  the 
way  to  eight  hours.  ;  ■  ,j&74yjfe        i|^^^ 

"Scientists  have  also  recorded  the  tempera- 
tures of  a  vast  number  of  these  occasions  and 
have  demonstrated  beyond  a  doubt  that  the 
liquefaction  takes  plac  not  in  keeping  with  the 
greater  or  lesser  amount  of  surrounding  heat, 
but  entirely  independent  of  and  often  contrary 
to  the  coresponding  variations.

or  Carelessness 


HE  close  of  another  hunting  sea- 
son— with  a  death  and  serious  in- 
jury roll  containing  no  fewer 
than  forty  names — once  again  di- 
rects public  attention  to  the  pos- 
sibility of  so  amending  the  laws 
as  perhaps  to  lessen  the  risk  to 
^O  everyone  who  takes  to  field  or 
forest  during  the  open  season, 
and  the  certain  necessity  for  gen- 
erally increased  care  on  the  part 
of  huntsmen. 

As  one  by  one,  at  intervals  and 
widely  separated  as  to  scene,  the 
tragedies  of  the  hunting  season 
are  enacted,  they  attract  little  composite  at- 
tention. It  is,  however,  a  startling  fact  to 
contemplate  that  no  fewer  than  twenty-one 
lives  are  known  to  have  been  fogl  in  British 
Columbia  by  misadventures  o'\  the  Hunting 
season,  of  little  more  than  three  months'  du- 
ration— closing  with  the  old  year,  and  that  in 
four  of  these  twenty-two  tragedies  the  ex- 
planation was  offered  that  the  victim  had  been 
mistaken  for  some  wild  animal,  usually  a  deer. 
The  percentage  runs  much  higher  among  the 
non-fatal  but  yet  serious  accidents  of  the  just 
past  year. 

In  the  year  191 1  the  hunting  season's  fa- 
talities numbered  fourteen  ;  in  1910  it  was  sev- 
enteen ;  prior  to  that  no  statistics  appear  to 
have  been  kept.  It  is,  however,  a  conserva- 
tive assumption  that  they  have  averaged  at 
least  ten  yearly  since  British  Columbia  en- 
tered Confederation,  and  this  means  a  total 
of  four  hundred  or  more  in  the  aggregate  of 
the  death  roll.  Analysis  shows  carelessness 
the  predominant  cause — carelessness  either  in 
cleaning  or  otherwd.se  handling  lethal  weapons, 
in  walking  through  brush  country  with  such 
weapons  in  hand,  in  climbing  through  or  over 
fences,  and  particularly  in  firing  prematurely 
and  upon  insufficient  evidence  of  near  game. 
The  amateur  and '  dangerous  huntsman 
"sees  something  moving  in  the  bushes" — and 
over-promptly  he  fires,  with  the  result  that  a 
human  life  is  snuffed  out.  The  real  hunter 
does  not  fire  at  a  glimpse  or  sound  of  "some- 
thing moving."  He  must  not  only  see  his 
prospective  quarry  plainly,  but  also  that  spe- 
cial part  of  its  anatomy  wherein  he  hopes  to 
plant  his  bullet. 

Fifty  years  ago  it  was  an  almost  unheard- 
of  and  inconceivable  thing  for  a  man  to  be 
shot  for  wild  game  while  out  hunting.  A 
hunter  of  the  old  school  would  have  been 
broken-hearted  and  miserably  shamed  if  he  had 
shot  even  his  dog.  They  were  not  in  the  habit 
of  shooting  at  a  moving  bush  or  a  noise,  but 
were  always  careful  to  get  their  game  in  the 
clear  before  they  fired.  As  a  matter  of  fact 
a  wild  animal  seldom  if  ever  makes  any  noise 
when  in  the  woods  unless  on  business  admit- 
ting of  no  delay.  It  is  a  defensive  trait  with 
them,  and  if  they  were  not  so  habituated  their 
life  in  the  wilds  would  be  short.  The  tread 
of  an  elephant  in  the  jungle  normally  makes 
less  noise  than  that  of  a  heavily  shod  man,  and 
a  bear  makes  no  more  noise  in  traversing  the 
bush  than  that  superior  animal  Man  would 
make  walking  on  a  thick  carpet.  They  are 
generally  careful,  too,  not  to  disturb  the 
bushes,  are  the  animals  of  the  woods,  prefer- 
ring to  slink  through  the  stems  and  roots  of 
the  undergrowth.  In  spite  of  this  there  are 
dozens  of  people  shot  every  year  while  out 
hunting,  and  the  invariable  excuse  is  that 
they  were  mistaken  for  a  deer  or  a  bear  or 
a  wolf ,  or  "something  in  »the  hashes*- 
Theft  It  perhaps  bt*  fe*  ' 


of  stopping  this  sacrifice  of  human  life,  and 
that  is  to  send  the  man  who  shoots  his  fellow 
in  the  woods  to  the  pentitentiary  for  a  term, 
during  which  time  the  hunter  wo.uld  be  pro- 
tected from  at  least  one  fool  with  a  gun.*' 

As  to  the  heavy  toll  of  life  taken  for  sport's 
sake  in  r.ritish  Columbia  during  the  just  closed 
hunting  season,  the  following  record  of  fatal 
and  near-fatal  tragedies  should  furnish  food 
for  thought— and  perhaps  more  especially 
since  the  legislature  will  be  in  session  within 
a  very  short  time,  and  it  is  a  function  of  par- 
liaments to  frame  wise  laws  for  the  protection 
of  the  lives  of  His  Majesty's  subjects. 

The  Roll  of  Death 

The  roll  of  death  in  British  Columbia  for 
last  year  was  as  follows: 

O.  H.  Sii "and,  foreman  of  the  Anderson 
logging  camp,  drowned  while  duck  shooting 
at   Union   Bay. 

Eddie  Boremau.  aged  li,  son  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Arthur  l'.oreman  of  Little  Qualicum,  shot 
and  killed  by  his  seven-year-old  brother  James, 
playing  with  a  .22-calibre  rifle. 

Louis  Canzem,  of  Greenwood,  instantly 
killed,  the  bullet  from  a  30.30  rifle  passing 
through  his  heart.  He  was  pulling  the  rifle 
out  of  his  bunk  when  it  was  discharged  by  the 
trigger  catching  a  hole  in  the  blanket. 

John  Keeling,  of  Grand  Forks,  perished  in 
the  hills,  supposedly  through  a  rifle  mishap,  as 
he  was  well  acquainted  with  the  country,  in 
which  he  was  hunting  deer. 

Jesse  Blaylock,  also  of  Grand  Forks,  lost  in 
the  hills  and  must  have  perished,  about  No- 
vember 27. 

Charlie  McKenzie,  of  Courtenay,  aged  thir- 
teen, accidentally  killed  with  his  own  .22-cali- 
bre rifle,  the  missile  puncturing  the  heart  and 
lodging  in   the   left   shoulder. 

William  A.  Randle,  of  Vancouver,  shot 
dead  at  Gambier  Island  by-  his  companion, 
George  H.  Hill,  who  mistook  his  friend  for  a 
deer. 

J.  Anderson,  of  Prince  Rupert,  separated 
from  two  companions  while  hunting;  details 
of  his  fate  still  a  mystery. 

Cecil  Sargent,  of  Victoria,  killed  at  Powell 
River  by  the  accidental  discharge  of  his  rifle 
as  he  was  taking  it  out  of  the  canoe. 

Albert  McKay,  aged  56,  a  veteran  Northern 
hunter,  shot  and  killed  at  Gordon's  Landing,  by 
II.  McWherton,  who  mistook  him  for  a  wolf. 

Ward  Reid,  of  Armstrong,  shot  through  the 
forehead  by  the  accidental  discharge  of  his  ..22- 
calibre  rifle,  while  he  was  trying  to  dislodge 
a  jammed  cartridge. 

C.  Rcstell,  chief  car  inspector  for  the  C.  P. 
R.  at  North  Bend,  shot  through  the  head  and 
almost  instantly  killed  through  the  accidental 
discharge  of  a  shotgun  carried  by  his  com- 
panion, John  Stevens,  when  the  latter  tripped 
while  following  pheasants. 

George  Cox  and  William  Thomas,  drowned 
at  Swan  Lake,  near  Vernon,  their  canoe  over- 
turning while  they  were  duck  hunting. 

Walter  Steinhoff  shot  by  the  accidental  dis- 
charge of  a  rifle  in  his  own  hands,  at  Surprise 
Rapids. 

John  Pearce,  of  Vernon,  shot  through  the 
body  by  Ray.  Foster,  his  brother-in-law,  who 
slipped  on  a  stone  .while  following  behind 
Pearce  on  the  trail,  with  rifle  loaded  and 
locked. 

Roland  Blackholtn,  shot  at  night,  near 
Grand  Forks,  by  his  partner,  David  Woodhead, 
who  "mistook  Itim  for  a  bear."

year-old  brother  Floyd,  who  is  unable'  to  give 
any  clear  explanation  of  the  tragedy. 

E.  E.  Collins  found  dead  in  his  cabin  at  Mc- 
Millan, with  a  bullet  through  the  body;  it  is 
supposed  that  he  was  fatally  injured  while  tak- 
ing down  his  rifle  from  its  rack. 

Henry  Swing,  of  Vancouver,  shot  dead  by 
an  accident  with  his  own  weapon,  while  hunt- 
ing near  Shoal  Bay. 

James  Cosser,,  of  Okanagan  Landing, 
drowned   while  duck  hunting. 

The  following  were  maimed  but  not  mor- 
tally injured : 

H.  Vickery.  of  North  Vancouver,  fell  100 
feet  over  a  cliff,  while  hunting,  sustaining  seri- 
ous internal  injuries. 

Harold  Palmquist,  of  Nelson,  shot  in  the 
leg,  his  rifle  being  discharged  when  he  slipped 
on  a  snow-covered  log ;  amputation  necessary. 

Ernest  Page,  of  Woodruff,  near  Chilliwack, 
shot  through  the  leg  with  a  small  calibre*  rifle, 
through  the  carelessness  of  a  boy  companion. 

Charles  Dowdirtg,  of  Vancouver,  aged  ten, 
shot  through  the  left  arm  while  playing  with  a 
.22-calibre  rifle. 

Lloyd  Atchison,  of  Port  Kells,  frightfully  in- 
jured in  the  left  side  and  permanently  crippled, 
his  shotgun  being  discharged  when  he  stum- 
bled while  chasing  a  wounded  pheasant. 

Charles  Inman,  of  Vancouver,  wounded  in 
the  chest;,  his  shotgun  being  discharged  by  his 
slipping  while  climbing  a  fence. 

Tom  Millard,  of  Coquitlam,  badly  injured 
and  right  leg  crippled  permanently;  his  com- 
panion, Bert  Moldey,  slipped  in  climbing  over 
fallen  timber  and  his  shotgun  was  discharged. 

James  Fraser,  of  Nanoose  Bay,  shot  in  the 
arm  by  Major  Butler,  who  "mistook  the  lad 
for  a  deer." 

Theodore  Hayes,  of  Port  Guichon,  lost  his 
right  hand  through  his  shotgun  being  dis- 
charged while  he  was  climbing  a  fence. 

Mrs.  Louie  Adex,  of  Chemainus,  had  the 
fleshy  part  of  her  right  arm  torn  away  by  the 
accidental  discharge  of  a  shotgun  as  she  was 
pulling  it  out  of  a  canoe,  at  Cowichan  Gap. 

Norman  York,  of  Eburne,  slightly  injured 
in  the  shoulder  while  motoring  on  Alma  Road. 

Fred  Parmiter,  of  Ladner,  shot  in  the  eye 
Tjy  Bert  Arthur,  his  nephew,  who  fired  at  a^-. 
covey  of  grouse,  not  noticing  that  his  relative 
was  in  the  line- of  fire. 

Ah  Lee,  Chinese,  at'  Delta,  shot  while  dig- 
ging potatoes,  by  an  anonymous  sportsman 
who  "mistook  his  head  for  a  pheasant." 

George  Ambrose,  jr.,  shot  through  the  foot, 
at  Prince  Rupert,  while  handling  a  ..22-calibre 
rifle. 

M.  C.  Wiggins,  also  of  Prince  Rupert,  shot 
through  the  hand  with  a  "jammed"  cartridge, 
while  cleaning  a  ..22-calibre  rifle. 

George  S.  Clime,  of  Vancouver,  shot  in  the 
right  leg  at  Pender  Harbor,  a  shotgun  being 
accidentally  discharged  while  he  was  cleaning 
it. 

Arthur  Sayers,  of  Summerland,  shot  in  the 
body,  with  buckshot,  by  the  accidental  dis- 
charge of  a  shotgun  in  the  hands  of  an  eleven- 
year-old  companion. 

Melvin    Rutherford,    of      Golden,      shot 

by  a  cowjaniocy  who, 
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took  less  time  to  change  when  the  weather  was 
cool.  Yesterday,  the  Feast  of  St.  Januarius,  I 
waited  two  hours  and  then  had  to  leave  with- 
out seeing  the  miracle.  The  chapel  was  liter- 
ally jammed  with  people,  the  heat  of  the  day 
was  sweltering.  The  liquefaction  did  take 
place,  but  only  after  three  hours  and  twenty- 
eigth  minutes.  Today, 'although  very  much 
cooler,  we  had  to  wait  only  seventeen  minutes. 

"When  I  arrived  in  the  sacristy  this  morn- 
ing, at  about  8.30  o'clock,  there  were  already 
waiting  some  hundred  persons  who,  like  my- 
self, were  anxiously  come  in  advance  to  wit- 
ness at  close  range  the  wonderful  sight.  Pre- 
cisely at  9  o'clock  from  another  adjoining  sac- 
risty came  five  or  six  monsignori  and  as  many 
assisting  ministers  wearing  white  surplices, 
and  the  venerable  canon  who  was  to  hold  the 
vial  of  blood  during  the. miracle  and  show  it 
to  the  people. 

"The  blood  is  most  carefully  preserved  in 
a  glass  bottle  globular  in  shape  and  holding 
about  a  wineglass  and  a  half.  I  have  seen  this 
bottle,  brimful  of  the  blood  and  at  other  times 
only  about  half  full.  For  this  is  one  of  the 
most  remarkable  features  of  the  miracle,  that 
the  blood  not  only  changes  from  the  solid  to 
the  liquid  state  of  itself,  but  also  that  before 
the  eye-  of  the  spectators  i1  changes  its  color, 
its  volume  and  even  its  mass. 

"Repeated  weighings  have  shown  that  the 
weight  varies  considerably  both  before  and 
after,  so  that  really  it  is  not  so  much  the  same 
liquid  changing  its  color,  state  of  density  and 
volume  as  it  is  a  veritable  decrease  and  increase 
of  the  blood  taking  place.  And  this  with  the 
blood  hermetically  sealed.  In  fact,  for  more 
than  a  century  the  seal  has  never  been  broken. 

"So  tightly  corked  and  enclosed  in  the  sec- 
ond surrounding  hoopshaped  reliquary  is  the 
blood  vial  that  it  would  be  impossible  for  hu- 
man hands  to  remove  the  stopper  without 
breaking  the  two  outer  plates  of  glass.  When 
not  actually  before  the  gaze  of  the  multitude 
this  doubly  sealed  relic  is  kept  in  a  strong  met- 
al safe  built  firmly  in  the  wall  behind  the  su- 
perb main  altar.  In  this  same  safe  is  con- 
tained the  life  size  silver  bust  of  St.  Januarius 
with  the  skull  of  the  martyr  within.  Its  heavy 
silver  doors  are  locked  with  four  great  keys, 
two  of  which  are  in  the  custody  of  the  Arch- 
bishop of  Naples  and  two  in  that  of  the  mayor 
of  the  city. 

"From  all  this  it  follows  that  it  is  absurd 
to  believe  that  there  is  any  tampering  with  the 
blood,  for  genuine  blood  it  has  proved  to  be. 
Among  other  tests  for  genuine  blood  it  has 
been  demonstrated  and  pronounced  unques- 
tionably to  be  such  by  the  well  known  spectro- 
scope analysis  of  Professor  Spehindeo  and 
Professor  Raffael  Januario  of  the  University  of 
Naples  with  others  on  the  evening  of  Septem- 
ber 26,  1902. 

"Having  arrived  at  the  main  altar  the 
clergy  say  a  few  prayers  and  then  retire  with 
lighted  candles  to  the  depository,  where  the 
different  representatives  are  in  waiting  with 
their  respective  keys  to  unlock  the  great  sil- 
ver doors.  The  faces  of  these  doors',  once 
beautifully  engraved,  have  been  worn  smooth 
by  the  kisses  of  the  millions  of  devout  pil- 
grims who  have  come  hither  during  the  past 
centuries. 

"First  the  martyr's  skull  in  the  silVer  bust 
is  carried  to  the  front  of  the  altar  and  depos- 
ited on  the  gospel  side ;  immediately  after  this 
the  blood  is  brought  forth  by  the  aged  canon. 
At  this  moment  the  sanctuary  gates  are  thrown 
open  and  as  the  people  press  in  and  fill  every 
inch  of  space  I  take  my  stand  with  other  for- 
tunate ones  on  the  very  top  step  of  the  altar. 
Now  as  the  blood  is  held  up  before  the  people 
I  gaze  closely  at  it,  for  now  it  is  only  about 
one  foot  distant  from  my  eyes. 

"It  occupies  about  half  the  globular  bottle 
and  when  turned  upside  down  remains  perfect- 
ly fixed.  So  that  one  of  the  assisting  minisr 
ters  declares  the  absolute  truth  when  he  says 
aloud,  after  scrutinizing  it"  'E  dura'  (It  is 
hard).  Of  this  fact  I  am  absolutely  certain.  At 
five  minutes  past  nine  by  my  watch  the  blood 
showed  no  more  sign  of  being  liquid  than  so 
much  cold,  hard,  dark  red  sealing  wax. 

"From  now  on  till  the  liquefaction  this 
solid  blood  is  held  up  in  full  view  of  the  2,000 
spectators.  As  I  said,  there  is  no  ceremony, 
no  service,  no  manipulation  of  any  kind.  The 
whole  affair  from  start  to  finish  is  done  with 
the  utmost  simplicity,  but  reverence.  No  one 
touches  the  relic  except  the  aged  prelate  who 
holds  it  and  from  time  to  time  turns  it  upside 
down  to  observe  the  first  signs  of  the  prodigy. 

"As  the  time  goes  on  the  people  become 
x  more  anxious,  the  prayers  are  redoubled.  At 
the  first  notice  of  the  liquefaction  a  hush  Jails 
upon  the  throng,  the  bystanders  press  more 
closely  and  strain  their  eyes  to  see  the  trans- 
formation. The  fortunate  ones,  like  myseff, 
at  close  range  can  plainly  see  the  color  of  the 
blood  growing  more  lively,  the  inclination  of 
its  surface  changing  when  the  phial  is  ever 
so  slightly  tilted,  and  in  a  few  seconds  the  com- 
plete liquefaction  takes  place.

Stories  of  Old  Rome 

Romulus  had  ruled  for  nearly  forty  years 
in  the  city  which  he  founded  when  he  sudden- 
ly disappeared,  caught  up  to  heaven  as  some 
averred,  and  calling  back  as  he  ascended  that 
from  henceforth  he  would  he  to  them  the 
propitious  god  Quirinus,  Quirinus  being  Rom- 
ulus' surname  while  on  earth,  it  now  devolved 
upon  the  people  to  chqosc  a  fitting  successor 
to  the  king  who  had  served  them  so  well  dur- 
ing most  of  the  years  of  his  administration. 
For  when  he  had  died  the  Romans  were  glad 
to  forget  their  hero's  faults  and  the  haughty 
aloofness  and  despotism  that  had  characterized 
his  last  years,  and  remembered  him  only  as 
the  brave  soldier,  the  skilful  general,  the  wise 
ind  kind-hearted  ruler. 

Uter  a  great  deal  of  <lra^||Rd  argument; :,;; 
iat  nearly  involved  the  Romans  and  Sallww* 
in  another  war.  a  unanimous  choice  was  agreed 
upon,  and  this  choice  was  Numa  Pompitius. 
Nuraa  had  been  born  the  day  that  Rome  was 
founded,  and  was  at  this  time  about  forty 
years  of  age.  He  had  married  Tatia,  the  only 
ilaughter.q|,^l^lfi«^--iliHte  hao*  Once  reigaeS  \ 
iu  Ruinc  by  RuuitUus'  side,  *'IIe.  was.  endued 
with  a  soul  rarely  tempered  by  nature,  and 
disposed  to  virtue,  which  he  had  yet  more  sub* 
dued  by  discipline,  a  severe  life  and  the  Study 
of  philosophy;  means  which  hid  S ,nO!t; ./duly , 
succeeded  in  dispelling  the  baser  passions,  but 
also  the  violent  and  rapacious  temper  which 
barbarians  are  apt  to  think  highly  of:  true 
bravery  iu  his  judgment  consisted  in  the  sub- 
jugation of  our  passions  by  reason." 

Xuma's  wife  had  died  after  they  had  been 
married  thirteen  years  and,  since  that  time, 
the  philosopher  had  lived  the  life  of  a  recluse. 
His  home  was  a  vast  estate  remote  from  any 
city,  his  house  was  the  simplest. of  structures, 
his  diet  both  coarse  and  plain.  Mis  only 
pleasures  were  study  and  rambling  through 
the  woods  and  fields  of  his  domain.  Of  course 
he  was  invested  with  godly  attributes  by  the 
good  people  of  those  days,  and  there  is  a 
.pretty  story  to  the  effect  that  because  he 
denied  himself  all  sensual  and  worldly  pleas- 
ures, and  nearly  all  human  companionship, 
after  the  death  of  his  devoted  wife,  that  the 
gods  and  goddesses  loved  to  befriend  him, 
and  that  one  goddess  in  particular,  having 
compassion  on  his  loneliness,  used  to  visit 
him  daily  in  one  of  the  beautiful  groves,  and 
they  would  converse  together:  and  she  being 
possessed  of  much  more  than  earthly  wisdom 
would  direct  the  course  of  all  his  acts,  and 
make  plain  to  him  the  meaning  of  many  of 
life's  secrets.  So  that  on  the,  whole  Numa 
Pompilius  was  one  of  the  most  contented  of 
men,  and  had  no  wish  to  live-any  other  sort 
of  life  than  that  which  he  now  enjoyed. 

When  the  Roman  deputation  came  to  ask 
him  to  be  their  king,  instead  of  accepting  at 
once  the  munificent  and.  flattering  offer,  he 
hesitated  foi  a  long  time,  and  made  it  quite 
plain  that  he  had  no  desire  to  undertake  the 
duties  of  such  a  worldly  office,  however  grand 
it  might  be. 

"Every  alteration  of  a  man's  life  is  danger- 
ous to  him,"  said  Xuraa,  "but  madness  only 
could  induce  one  who  needs,  nothing  and  is 
satisfied  with  everything  to  quit  a  life  he  is 
accustomed  to.  Romulus  had  the  advantage 
to  be  thought  divinely  born,  and  miraculously 
preserved  and  nurtured.  My  birth  was  mortal. 
The  very  traits  of  my  character  that  are  most 
commended  mark  me  as  unfit  to  reign,  love  of 
retirement  and  of  studies  inconsistent  with 
business,  a  passion  that  has  become  Inveterate 
in  me  for  peace,  for  unwarlike  occupations, 
and  for  the  society  of  men  whose  meetings  are 
but  those  of  worship  and  of  kiifdly  intercourse, 
whose  lives  in  general  are  spent  upon  their 
farms  and  their  pastures.  1  should  but  be, 
methinks,  a  laughing-stock,  while  I  should  go 
about  to  inculcate  the  worship  of  the  gods, 
and  give  lessons  in  the  love  of  justice  and  the 
abhorrence  of  violence  and  war.  to  a  city 
wdiose  needs  are   rather  for  a   captain   than   a 

king." 

However  after  a  great  deal  ot  persuasion 
and  after  having  held  communion  in  the  grove 
with  the  goddess  who  advised  him,  he  decided 
to  accept  the  task  of  ruling  Rome. 

When  he  came  to  his  new  kingdom  the 
people  met  him  with  shouts  of  joy  and  ac- 
clamation. Feasts  were  made,  and  sacrifices 
offered  for  him  in  all  the  temples.  His  royal 
robes  and  his  crown  were  brought  to  him  at 
the  palace  but  before  donning  them  he  de- 
clared he  must  have  still  further  proof  from 
the  gods  that  he  was  acting  wisely.  So  ac- 
companied by  the  priests  he  ascended  the  Cap- 
itol, and  turned  his  face  to  the  south,  to  await 
the  coming  of  an  auspicious  omen.  The  sky 
was  cloudless,  below  them  countless  thousands 
watched  the  heavens  with  them  waiting  for  a 
iign.  Not  a  word  was  spoken  in  all  that  vast 
multitude,  until  when  an  hour  or  more  had 
passed  a  great  flock  of  birds  appeared  in  the 
*ky  flying  towards  the  capitol.  Then  there 
was  tumultuous  cheering,  for  the  birds  were 
the  most  favorable  token  the  gods  could  have 
sent  them  to  show  that  Numa  was  indeed  be- 
loved by  the  immortals  and  chosen  by  them 
as  king  of  Rome. 

Numa  proved  himself  more  Ot  a  priest  than 
a  captain,  though  he  ruled  his  people  firmly, 
for  now  instead  of  the  country  being  in  a  con- 
tinual ferment  with  troops  preparing  to  depart 
to  make  war  and  troops  returning  from  the 
fighting,  the  Romans  were  not  encouraged  to 
cultivate  the  martial  spirit,  but  instead  to  till 
the  soil,  and  foster  their  talents  for  husbandry, 
and  try  to  live  at  peace  among  themselves  and 
with  their  neighbors.  It  was  remarkable  that 
Numa   was  able  to  establish  such   a  totally 


with  adventurous  and  battle-loving  men  whose 
principal  reasons  for  settling  in  Rome  were 
that  in  serving  Romulus  they  might  find  an 
outlet  for  their  martial  energy.  Now,  in  the 
streets  of  Rome  instead  of  the  clash  of  arms 
and  the  call  to  battle,  there  was  the  music  of 
the  flute  and  cymbals,  the  singing  of  the  vir- 
gins and  the  chant  ^^  the  priests,  as  the  re- 
ligious processions  marched  to  the  temples  to 
do  sacrifice.  And  even  the  sacrificing  wa- 
not  that  to  which  they  had  been  accustompk? 
for  Numa  would  permit  no  shedding  of  blood, 
and  wine  and  meal  were  all  that  were  offered 
by  him.  "So  Numa  forbade  the  Romans  to 
represent  God  in  the  form  of  man  or  beast, 
nor  was  there  any  graven  or  painted  image  of 
a  deity  admitted  among  them  for  the  space  oi 
a  hundred  and  seventy  years— -to  such  baser 
objects  they  deemed  it  impious  to  liken  the 
Highest,  and  all  access  to  God  was  impossible, 
except; by  the  pure  act  of  the  intellect,";;  ;

may  have  been  a  later  writer.  We  know,  how- 
ever, that  it  is  very  old.  It  probably  antedates 
all  Greek  and  Roman  literature.  Yet  it  sur- 
vives today  and  millions  of  people  are  familiar 
with  it  who  do  not  know  what  the  Iliad  was 
or  who  wrote  it.  All  we  can  say  with  certain- 
ty is  that  some  one,  possibly  thirty  centuries 
ago,  wrote  it  and  humanity  has  cherished  it 
ever  since.  When  it  was  written  there  were 
powerful  kings  and  kingdoms  whose  very 
names  have  been  forgotten.  Dynasties  have 
risen,  fallen  and  dropped  out  of  human  mem- 
ory. Great  cities  have  been  built  and  have 
fallen  into  decay.  Human  thought  has  wres- 
tled with  the  problems  of  life  and  death  only 
to  meet  defeat.  But  down  through  the  cor- 
ridors of  the  ages  lias  come  the  sweet  song  of 
this  Singer  of  Israel,  bringing  comfort  to  mil- 
lions of  sorrowing  hearts,  sustaining  millions 
of  drooping  spirits,  ringing  in  tones  of  triumph 
in    millions   of   happy   hearts.     Think   of   the 

«  tremendous  power  of  the  poet's  thought,  and 
if  you  cannot  say  whence  came  the  inspiration 
of  it,  you  will  surely  not  deny  that  Deity  it- 
self could  have  given  no  more  helpful  message 
to  humahityv^ 


through  such  confi  , 
With  a  spark  of  vitality  le. 
the  Black  Death  had  swept  away  hundreds  of 
thousands  and  probably  millions  of  people. 
Long  years  of  foreign  and  domestic  war  had 
drained  the  country  of  much  of  its  best  blood. 
Then,  as  now,  it  was  the  young  and  vigorous 
who  were  sacrificed  on  the  battlefield.  The 
kingdom  was  without  its  king,  and  during  the 
previous  century  it  had  come  to  regard  the 
royal  will  as  the  sole  source  of  authority.  A 
foreign  foe  was  ravaLMn;;  some  of  the.  prov- 
inces: in  others  riotous  bands  were  killing  and 
plundering  when  and  where  they  desired.  Even 
the  Church  seemed  powerless,  and  things  were 
rapidly  drifting  from  bad  to  worse. 

There   were   at    this   time   three   claimants 
to  the  French  throne.  John,  the  captive  king; 
Edward  III.  of  England;  ami  Charles  the  Bad, 
king  of  Navarre.     Navarre,  it  may  be  mention- 
ed, was  a  feudatory  state,  and  the  king  of  Eng- 
land acknowledged  the  suzerainty  of  the  king 
of   France    in    respect   to  some  of  his   French 
possessions.     Such   was     one   of   the     conse- 
quences of  the  feudal  system.     To  us  it  seems 
illogical  that  a  man  should  hold  his  estate  un- 
der another,  and  yet  make  war  upon  him  ;  but 
we     have  outlived     the     intricacies     of  tenure 
which  then  prevailed  and  we  do  not  recognize 
the   obligations   of   chivalry    as    they    were   re- 
garded in  the  fourteenth  century.    Here  it  may 
be    interesting    to    mention    that    when    John 
had  been  set  at  liberty  by  Edward,  his  second 
son,  the  Duke  of  Anjou,  remained  in  England 
as  a  hostage.     The  young  man  wearied  of  the 
nominal,  restraint   under  which   he   lived,   and 
broke  his  parole.  When  word  of  this  came  to 
John,  he  immediately  returned  to  England  and 
"placed  himself  again  in  the  hands  of  Edward. 
This  hc  was  bound  to  do  by  the  laws  of  chiv- 
alry, and  though  some  pf  his  contemporaries 
suggested  that  he  was  as  much  influenced  by 
the  charm  of  English  society  as  by  his  serw 
of  honor,  there  seems  no  reason  why  we  should 
rlenv  to  this  extravagant,  unreasonable,  genial 
and   yet   valiant    king   the   credit    due   him    for 
keeping  his  plighted  word  under  such  unusual 
conditions. 

John's  eldest  son  was  Charles,  and  he 
seems  to  have  been  the  first  heir  '.o  the  iTeneh 
crown  to  be  known  as  the  Dauphin.  This  was 
the  title  borne  by  the  dukes  of  Dauphiny, 
which  was  ceded  by  its  last  reigning  fluke  to 
the  king  of  France  on  the  condition  that  the 
heir  to  the  crown  should  always  bear  his  title. 
Charles  deserted  his  father  on  the  field  of 
Poitiers,   noth withstanding   the   fact   that    his 

youngest  brother  1'hilip,  a  lad  of  fourteen, 
bad  remained  by  the  side  of  the  King.  lie 
seems  to  have  been  of  pusillanimous  spirit, 
vet  intriguing  and  rapacious.  Personally  he 
was  insignificant.  HIS  portrait  shows  a  man 
of  whom  any  meanness  might  be  suspected. 
After  his  father's  capture,  Charles  became  re- 
cent, and  one  of  bis  first  arts  was  to  convoke 
the  states-general.  Mi-  invitation  was  not 
generally  accepted  but  among  those  who  came 
was  Stephen  Marcel,  who  was  chosen  by  the 
people  of  Paris  as  their  representative.  Marcel 
seems  to  have  been  a  man  of  the  same  type 
as  D'Artevelte,  who  we  BaW  made  himself 
master  of  Flanders,  although  he  came  from 
the  ranks  of  commerce,  lie  seemed  likely  to 
become  dictator  of  France,  but  he  met  a  fate 
similar  to  thai  which  betel  bis  Flemish  proto- 
type. With  Marcel  ruling  Paris,  the  Dauphin 
exercising  some  sort  of  rule  in  the  provinces, 
the  King  of  Xavarre  preparing  to  assert  his 
claim  to  the  crown,  and  the"' English  holding 
with  no  gentle  hand  the  territory  they  had 
conquered,  there  was  only  lacking  a  peasant 
uprising  to  fill  the  cup  of  France's  bitterness 
to  the  brim.  This  occurred  in  135Q.  Some 
authorities  blame  Marcel  fof  it:  others  are  in- 
clined to  regard  it  as  the  natural  outcome  of 
social   conditions. 

This  uprising  was  known  as  the  Jacquery. 
Its  name  was  derived  from  the  fact  ^that  the 
peasantry  had  been  generally  spoken  of  as 
Jacques  Bonhomme  (Goodfellow),  because 
they  submitted  to  whatever  exactions  the  rul- 
ing classes  put  upon  them.  But  there  came  a 
time  when  they  would  submit  no  longer,  and 
they  swarmed  out  of  their  hovels  and  assailed 
the  nobles  in  their  castles.  Their  atrocities 
were  terrible,  so  much  so.  indeed,  that  the 
nobles  forgot  all  their  differences  for  the  time 
being,  and  ranged  themselves  under  the  ban- 
ner of 


sity ,beytt^«> Mii^SBlhad' writte"  "The 
proper  Study  of  mankind  is"— arithmetic,  or 
geology,  or  grammar,  or  anything  else  except 
what  he  did  say.  would  you  not  think  him 
more  than  a  trifle  absurd?  You  certainly 
would.  You  know  that  humanity  should  study 
and  endeavor  to  understand  humanity,  if  hu- 
man conduct  and  human  society  is  ever  to  be 
ordered  aright.  Some  twenty-odd  centuries 
ago  Plato  laid  down  as  the  foundation  for  all 
useful  knowledge  that  we  should  know  our- 
selves. Upon  this  foundation  we  could  erect 
a  fabric  of  the  knowledge  of  others. 

Of  all  the  monuments  of  human  thought 
as  it  pertains  to  the  various  phases  of  human- 
ity, there  is  nothing  comparable  to  the  Bible. 
From  week  to  week  there  is  printed  on  page 
3  of  this  supplement  a  series  of  extracts  from 
several  of  the  sacred  books  of  antiquity.  Even 
after  you  have  allowed  for  the  difference  in 
habits  of  thought  prevailing  among  different 
peoples,  you  cannot  fail  to  be  impressed  with 
the  great  simplicity  of  the  quotations  from 
the  Bible.  /fhere  may  be  as  profound  wisdom 
in  some  of  the  others.  There  may  be  an 
equally  high  type  of  ethics;  there  may  even 
be  a  loftier  conception  of  the  Deity.  But  for 
simple  directness,  for  fidelity  to  the  longings 
and  promptings  of  our  own  natures,  the  Bible 
is  not  only  without  a  peer,  but  has  ho  near 
rival.  It  holds  a  mirror  up  to  the  human  soul 
and  we  see  it  in  all  its  deformity,  but  also 
in  all  its  grandeur  and  all  its  potentiality  for 
good.  Not. to  be  familiar  with  such  a  book  is 
like  having  at  hand  the  most  wonderful  store- 
house of  knowledge  of  humanity,  and  then  to 
plod  along  in  ignorance.     You  do  not  have  to 


believe  a  single  statement  of  fact  in  the  whole 
book  in  order  to  get  some  at  least  of  the  les- „„ 
sons  it  teaches.  You  do  not  have  to  believe 
"Great  Expectations"  to  be  impressed  with 
the  truth  of  the  portrayal  of  the  loyalty  of 
Joe  to  Tip  even  when  the  latter  exhibited  his 
miserable  snobbishness.  As  a  mirror  of  events 
the  Bible  may  or  may  not  be  faithful  in  mat- 
ters of  detail.  It  is  hard  to  prove  either  side 
of  that  proposition;  but  as  a  mirror  of  the 
workings  of  the  human  soul,  and  of  the  atti- 
tude of  humanity  towards  the  Divine,  and,  as 
far  as  human  'language  can  express  it,  of  the 
relation  of  the  Divine  towards  humanity,  it  is 
wholly  true  and  each  person  can  prove  this 
for   himself. 

Open  your  Bible  ^  the  Twenty-third 
Psalm  this  morning  and  read  it  thoughtfully. 
Ask  yourself  if  you  can  say  of  yourself  truth- 
fully what  is  written.  Have  you  even  felt 
that  there  is  some  Power  that  can  make  you 
feel  as  if  you  lacked  nothing?  Have  you  ever 
felt  that  there  is  a  Guide  that  can  lead  into  the 
paths  of  peace?  Have  you  ever  felt  that  you 
could  say  that  in  the  very  valley  of  the 
shadow  of  death  you  would  fear  no  evil?  If 
you  have  never  felt  these  things,  do  you  not 
think  it  would  be  worth  while  to  be  able  to 
sav  them?  The  biggest  bank  account  that 
ever  man  had  could  not  purchase  the  peace  of 
him  who  is  led  "beside  the.  still  waters."  "The 
wealth  of  Ormuz  or  of  Ind"  could  not  restore 
the  soul  when  crushed  beneath  the  conscious- 
ness of  its  own  weakness.  All  the  power  that 
statesmanship  can  sway  could  never  make  a 
man  unafraid  in  "The  Valley  of  the  Shadow." 
These  things  are  not  true  because  they  arc  in 
the  Bible;  they  are  not  true  because  King 
David  or  someone  else  wrote  them  some  three 
thousand  years  ago.  They  are  true  because 
they  are  true.  Wc  do  not  say  that  twice  two 
is  four  becousc  the  multiplication  table  says 
so.  we  know  it  is  true  because  we  can  prove  it 
is  true.  And  that  is  why  we  know  the  Twen- 
ty-third Psalm  is  true,  just  as  we  know  the 
Psalm  is  intensely  human  in  its  nature  and 
origin  by  its  closing  verses : 

"Thou  preparest  a  table  before  me  in  the 
presence  of  my  enemies: 

'Thou  anointest  my  head  with  oil.  My 
cup  runneth  over. 

"Surely  goodness  and  mercy  shall  follow  me 
all  the  days  of  my  life  and  I  shall  dwell  in  the 
house  of  the  Lord  forever." 

Can  anything  be  more  intensely  natural 
than  this,  the  relapse  from  the  splendid  tri- 
umph over  the  darkness  of  the  way  to  Death 
to  the  simple  joy  of  living?  If  ever  there 
were  inspired  lines  written,  they  are  these: 
but  they  were  inspired  by  humanity.

But  though  we  have  all  so  long  an  array  of 
ancestors,  most  families  are  very  modern,  us- 
ing the  word  "families"  to  represent  a  group 
of  people  who  are  ible  to  trace  descent  from 
one  common  ancestor.     Students  of  genealogy 
claim   that  most  ancient  family  pedigrees  are 
fictitious,  or  at   least   identity   of  descent  has 
been  inferred  from  similarity  of  names.     Next 
to  the  genealogy  of.  the  Royal  Family,  that  of 
the  Towneleys  of  Lancashire  is  said  to  be  the 
in  .-t   ancient  and  best  preserved  in   England. 
The  claim  is  made  that  it  can  be  traced  to  the 
days  of  the  Saxon  Heptarchy,  but  late  investi- 
gators have  cast  discredit  upon  its  trustworthi- 
ness.    There  are  many  of  the  country  families 
of  England,  some  of  them  in  not  very  conspic- 
uous  positions   socially,    whose    family     trees 
have  been  well  preserved  through  a  good  many 
centuries.    In  Scotland  the  clan  history,  rather 
than   family   history,  has  been,  preserved,  and 
this   is   also   true   of   Ireland.     The   successive 
waves  of  conquest,  which  swept  over  Contin- 
ental Europe,  and  the  frightful  losses  of  life 
from  war  and  pestilence,  has  made  the  preser- 
vation  of  family  history  there  almost  impos- 
sible.     The    exceptions    only    prove    the    rule. 
An  ascertained  pedigree  extending  over  eight 
centuries   is   something   that  not  many   Euro- 
pean royalties  can  boast. 

Kames  do  not  help  very  much  in  tracing 
family  histories.  They  arc  really  of  no  use  at 
all  further  back  than  the  tenth  century,  which 
was  the  time  when  surnames  came  into  use. 
Before  that  time  men  bore  only  one  name  and 
the  identity  of  a  father  could  not  be  determined 
from  the  name  of  a  son.  Surnames  seem  to 
have  come  into  use  in  connection  with  land 
tenure.  They  appear  in  Domesday  Book,  and 
it  is  very  evident  that  in  a  record  showing 
who  were  the  holders  of  property  it  was  es- 
sential that  there  should  be  some  other  means 
of  distinguishing  between  individuals  than  was 
afforded  simply  by  what  we  now  call  the 
Christian  name.  It  may  be  mentioned  that 
John  Smith's  'proper"  name  is  John,  not 
Smith.  John  is  the  name  which  he  himself 
possesses;  it  is  his  property.  Smith  is  his  sur- 
name; that  is.  it  is  his  additional  name.  The 
Church  recognizes  this  in  the  marriage  cere- 
mony. When  John  Smith  marries  Mary  Jones, 
be  says:  "I,  John,  take  thee,  Mary,"  and  so 
on,  and  she  says:  "1,  Mary,  take  thee,  John." 
In  this  form  of  words  there  are  centuries  of 
history  wrapped  up.  It  is  obvious  that  when 
we  get  back  to  a  time  when  there  were  no 
surnames,  it  is  impossible  to  trace  descent  by 
names  alone. 

Locality  is  of  some  service  in  tracing  des- 
cent, but  it  is  far  from  trustworthy.    In  France 
the  prefix  "de"  is  supposed  to  signify  that  the 
person  whose  surname  bears  it  has  come  com- 
nection  with  a  specific  place.     This  was  true 
at  one  time,  but  the  prefix  has  been  dropped 
or  assumed  at  pleasure  so  often  that  it  really 
means   very   little.     The   "d"'   used   when   the 
name  of  the  locality  begins  with  a  vowel  has 
in  many  cases  been  capitalized  and  affixed  to 
the   name.     Thus  d'Angcrville     has     become 
Dangerfield,   d'Anvers,   Danvers ;   and   so   on. 
These   changes   have   taken   place   chiefly     in 
French  surnames  borne  by   English   families, 
for  the  use  of  prefixes  never  seems  to  have 
been   popular   in    England.     In   Scotland   sur- 
names were  not  in  use  before  the  twelfth  cen- 
tury, and  even  then  they  were  not  common, 
or  regarded  as  permanent.    Men  changed  their 
surnames  as  they  saw  fit.     In  some  parts  of 
Wales  even  now  the  surname  is  disregarded. 
There  are  some  40,000  surnames  in  use  in 
England.  In  Scotland  the  number  is  much  less 
proportionate  to  the  .population,  and  so  also 
it.  is  in  Ireland.    The  reason  of  this  is  that  the 
members  of  a  clan  took  the  name  of  their^jhief, 
even  though  they  were  not  of  the  same  blood. 
The  history  of  some  of  the  Scotch  names  is 
very  curious.     Wallace,  for  example,  comes 
from  Welsh,  and  i*  supposed  to  have  been  giv- 
to  a  &**MMe,  J*oj*«nt  to  '

Peace  River  country  and  of  Mr.  J.  K..  C( 
wall,  M. P.P.,  who  is  so  enthusiastic  a  bclievei 
in  the  future  of  the  rich  country,  which  nature 
has  placed  to  be  developed  for  the  benefit 
of  the  Pacific  Coast  of  Canada. 

The  survey  party  with  which  Allen  Ruther- 
■  I  was  connected  left  Victoria  on  May  24. 
n)ii.  hound  for  Rocky  Mountain  Portage  Can- 
yon. A  trip  of  seven  days  took  them  to  Fort 
George  and  another  seven  days  were  required 
to  reach  Cust's  house,  an  old  landmark  at  the 
head  of  the  Canyon.  The, journey  itself  wzsa 
one  filled  with  trials  and  discomforts,  hut  they 
were  overcome  with  the  spirit  which  animates 
the  average  Canadian,  who  is  engaged  in  de- 
veloping the  resources  of  his  country.  Leav- 
ing the  railway  at  Ashcroft,  the  road  was  taken 
to  Soda  Creek  in  autos,  and  from  there  pro- 
ceeded to  Giscom-be  Portage  in  the  river  steam- 
boat. After  making  a  portage  of  eight  miles 
and  crossing  Summit  Lake,  the  Crooked  River 
Was  Followed  to  McLeod  Lake,  then  the  Pack 
River  was  encountered  ;  the  difficulties  of  navi- 
gation proved  to  be  small,  the  swift  current 
averaging  at  that  time  of  the  year  about  live 
miles  an  hoar,  thus  the  boats  made  great 
speeti  with  the  aid  of  oars.  Passing  from  the 
Pack  River  into  the  Parsnip  River,  nothing 
exciting  happened  until  the  spray  of  the  Fin- 
lay  Rapfds  was  flying  on  all  sides,  \fter  run- 
ning Parle  Pas  Ranids.  Cust's  house  was  soon 
reached.  This  is  the  centre  of  a  good  truck 
minitry.  the  richness  of  which  is  proven  by 
the  good  crops  grown  by  the  Hudson's  Pay 
Factors,  which  include  oats,  tomatoes,  potatoes 
and    vegetables    of   large    size. 

That  Summer  was  spent  by  the  party  in 
the  survey  of  coal  lands,  and  the  deposits 
proved  very  rich  in  semi-anthracite.  The 
coal  is  so  placed  as  to  be  easy  of  mining,  it 
beifrg  possible  at  certain  places  in  the  Canyon 
where  the  coal  is  outcropping  tti  knock  off  a 
ton  or  so  with  a  single  blow  of  a  pick.  The 
weather  that    Summer   was   very   wet.  and   the 

mosquitoes  wcre  vcr.v  na(l  m  cont:rast  to  tne 

conditions  which  prevailed  twelve  months 
later.  The  black  flics  bothered  the  horses 
very  considerably,  the  same  •being'  worked 
steadily  all  Summer,  thus  the  result  was  that 
at  the  cud  of  the  season  they  were  in  pretty 
poor   condition. 

Agricultural  Lands 

About  September  20.  after  making  a  cir- 
cuit around  the  Canyon,  the  party  made  its 
way  to  the  Pine  River  and  surveyed  certain 
agricultural  lands  in  the  vicinity.  This  is  a 
sipping  country,  which  promises  good  agri- 
cultural possibilities  in  the  future.  One  of 
the  instances  of  this  portion  of  the  trip  was 
the  killing  of  a  bear,  which  tasted  very  good 
to  the  party,  being  the   first   fresh   meat   they 
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into  the  Hallway  River  there  was  hardly  any 
trace  of  settlement,  but  when  passing  through 
Hudson's  Hope  we  counted  at  least  thirty  dif- 
ferent homesteads,  the  farmers  of  which  had 
.shown  their  faith  in  that  country  by  locating 
500  miles  from  a  railway.  One  farmer  had  a 
splendid  flock  <^i  chickehs.  sonic  excellent  oat?, 
some  very  large  potatoes  and  vegetables  whicn 
would  have  done  credit  to  any  section  of  the 
agri   n H 1 1 .  al    world. 

The  .party  reached  Port  St.  John  on  Octo- 
ber 10.  where  they  obtained  mail,  a  post  office 
laving  beer  opened  there  in  the  interval,  and 

four  and  a  halt  days  later  readied  Grouard. 
where  the\  enjoyed  a  ■  d  sldep  ill  Spring 
bed.  i\  1  the  first  time  foi  ei  jhteeti  month  ; 
then  fhey  made  their  way  down  to  Athabasca

'['here  most  of  the  party  returned  to  their 
homes  in  the  civilized  parts,  but  nine  remained 
for  the  Winter  and  struck  out  for  the  Mo- 
berly  River.  Passing  across  the  ice  on  Mo 
berlv  Lake,  the  weather  conditions  were  not 
as  bad  as  might  have  been  expected;  indeed, 
there  was  only  one  real  cold  snap  which  made 
outdoor  work  at  all  unpleasant,  and  even  as  it 
was,  the  boys  did  not  feel  the  cold,  working 
.11!  in  light  coats  without  toppers,  and  they 
were  much  surprised  upon  reaching  Hudson's 
Hope  to  find  that  the  mercury  had  registered 
at  least  30  below  zero.  There  was  only  one 
fall  of  snow  worth  mentioning,  and  that  soon 
disappeared  under  the  influences  of  the  Chi- 
nook winds  which  at  Moberly  Lake  kept  the 
ground  bare  practically  the  whole  Winter 
through. 

At    Hudson's    Hope    the   party    crossed    the 

Peace  River  on  the  ice.  First  spreading  sand 

on  the  ice  in  order  to  get  a  footing  for  their 
horses,  which  would  otherwise  have  been 
unable  to  stand  on  the  glare  ice.  Two  weeks 
were  .spent  at  Hudson's  Hope,  including 
Christmas,  when  the  party  put  in  the  holi- 
day as  best  they  could,  thinking  of  the  folks 
at  home,  and  wondering  what  Santa  Clans 
was  doing  for  others.  The  greatest  drawback- 
was  that  there  was  no  Christmas  mail  and 
little  to  read,  but  this  was  compensated  for  by 
plenty    of   Bleep   and    fairly    good    food. 

Leaving  Hudson's  Hope  on  December  27 
for  h'ort  St.  John,  the  party  ran  into  a  severe 
cold  snap  at  Sucker  Lake,  and  were  -till  suf- 
fering from  the  cold  when  they  lost  the  trail, 
but  picked  it  up  the  next  day  by  falling 
down  the  Moberly  River.  There  the  party 
camped  on  the  flats  and  tried  to  build  a  tepee 
to*  shelter  them  from  the  cold,  but  the  attempt 
was  not  a  brilliant  success,  and  the  greater 
part  of  the  evening  was  devoted  to  keeping 
the  fire  going  rather  than  to  sleep.  At  this 
point  an  incident  took  place  which  was  char- 
acteristic   of    the    Indian     nature.      A     young

and  overseas  'trade  of  this  Province.     It 

is  a  country   which  is  bound  to  develop  very 
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brave  who  had  taken  a  liking,  while  the  party 
was  at  .sucker  Lake,  to  a  box  of  fifty  cart- 
ridges for  a  rifle  which  he  had  traded  for  a 
couple  of  fur  skins,  followed  the  party  for  a 
whole  day  and  slept-  thai  night  alongside  the 
fire  with  his  head  in  his  hand  and  apparently 
not  suffering  any  from  the  cold  or  -moke. 

After  another  night  under  canvas  the 
march  along  the  trail  was  resumed  until  two 
Indian  cabins  were  reached  some  fifteen  miles 
from  FOrt  St.  John,  and  there  a  good  night's 
sleep  wa>  secured  upon  a  boarded.  Floor,  which 
was  luxury  after  the  nights  preceding.  'This 
made  the  rest  of  the  journey  into  the  Fori  an 
easy  on'e.  but  the  travelers  were  none  the  iess 
glad  of  the  hospitality  of  the  Hudson's  Hay 
factor.  Mr.  Beaton,  who  thawed  them  out  ami 
»;ive  them  Xew  Year's  cheer.  No  liquor  is 
allowed  into  that  country  without  a  permit, 
so  the  Xew  Y ear's  cheer  took  other  forms 
than  the  usual  carousing  on  SttCfl  occasions. 
S  une  time  was  spent  at  lout  Si.  John  whilst 
the  boss  came  out  to  the  Coast  for  supplies; 
traveling  through  the  Peace  River  country  in- 
to Alberta.  Whilst  the  party  were  there  one 
of  the  boys  spent  his  time  in  making  a  rock- 
ing chair,  but  when  it  was  completed  it  was 
found  td  be  too  big  to  be  transferred  to  the 
house,  and  had  to  be  taken  to  pieces  and  recon- 
structed in  the  room  which  it  was  to  occupy. 

Short  Winter 

On  March  T2  the  party  started  up  on  the 
ice  up  the  Halfway  River  to  do  a  little  work 
before  the  ice  broke  up.  and  this  gave  a  gO0<l 
opportunity  to  notice  how  short  the  Winter 
is.  despite  the  Northern  latitude  of  the  coun- 
try. The  ice  was  good  on  the  Peace  River  until 
April,  but  it  soori  became  very  bad  for  travel- 
ing on  t4ie  Halfway  and  other  rivers  a  month 
earlier,  and  care  had  to  be  exercised  in  travel- 
ing. There  was  little  snow  at  any  time  dur- 
ing the  Winter,  and  what  there  was  was  quick- 
ly wiped  oup  by  the  Chinook  winds,  and  horses 
had  little  difficulty  in  Wintering  on  the  open 
side  hills  and   flats. 


The  party  got  back  to  Hudson's  1  lope  with- 
out any  great  difficulty,  and  there  welcomed 
back  the  boss,  who  brought  all  the  latest  news 
of  the  outside  world,  and  lots  of  mail.  The 
party  immediately  started  back  for  the  Half- 
way'River  after  his  arrival,  where  the  Summer 
was  spent  in  surveying  that  couiftry.  No  one 
could  desire  a  better ,  country  than  that  For 
either  cattle  ranching  or  mixed  farming,  said 
Mr.  Rutherford.  The  country  is  all  rolling 
hills  and  rises  in  benches  from  the  river  with  a 
splendid  growth  of  grass.  It  being  a  dry 
Summer,  we  wcre  not  troubled  with  flies  or 
mosquitoes.  The  soil,  which  is  a  rich,  sandy 
loam,  would  grow  practically  anything,  and 
there  were  -very  few  Summer  frosts.  \\  c 
stayed  in  there  until  October  15,  and  the 
weather  during  the  day  was  just  grand,  but 
the  nights  being  cold  and  frost  \.  soon  turned 
the  leaves  brown. 

The   rush   of   settlement    into   that   country 
is    something    phenomenal.      When    we    went 


rapidly,  or  which,  when  opened  up  by  the  rail- 
way, will  §olve  the  fuel  supply  question  for 
areas  to  the  east  and  west  where  coal  is 
scarce.  This  great  area  is  principally  covered 
with  poplar  and  willow,  with  patches  of  spruce 
and  pine  fringing  along  the  many  watercourses 
Which  thread  their  way  towards  the  great 
Peace  River  itself.  The  water  power  in  the 
Rocky  Mountain  Portage  Canyon  is  a  gold 
mine,  in  itself,  and  if  the  great  inpour  of  set- 
tlers to  the  Peace  River  block  continues  as  it 
has  .been  in  the  past  year,  we  will  be  hearing 
more  of  that  country.  When  the  Peace  River 
block  was  sold  to  the  Dominion  Government, 
British  Columbia  thereby  lost  control  of  the 
best  and  largest  tract  of  agricultural  land 
which  they  ever  possessed.  There  is  in  the 
neighborhood  of  one  million  acres  which  could 
be  easily  put  in, crop  with  very  little  expense  or 
work.  You  have  an  empire  behind  you  which 
waits  only  for  the  coming  of  the  railroad  to 
produce  the  fruits  worthy  of  an  empire." 


The  introduction  of  M.  Sasonoff  to  the 
Highland  bagpipe  at  Balmoral  was,  it  is  said, 
not  the  surprise  the  Highlanders  expected  it 
to  be,  the  eminent  statesman  remarking  that 
a  similar  instrument  is  used  in  the  south  of 
Russia.  Of  late,  musical  antiquarians  have 
been  looking  outside  Scotland  for  the  birth- 
place of  the  bagpipe,  and  Major  F.  W.  von 
Herbert,  a  recognized  authority  on  musical  in- 
struments, ancient  and  modern,  has  placed  it 
somewhere  in  the  vast  territory  once  ruled  by 
the  Seljuks,  the  ancestors  of  the  modern 
Turks.  On  the  authority  of  Sir  Alexander 
Mackenzie,  the  principal  of  the  R.  A.  M.,  the 
fiddle  is  Scotland's  national  instrument,  and 
as  a  Scotsman  he  recently  declined  any  respon- 
sibility for  the  invention  of  the  bagpipe.— 
Westminster  Gazette.

The  linen  is  separate, 
the  articles  of  which  cost  from  $10  to  $60 
apiece,  and  comprise  about  140  pieces,  run- 
ning up  tp  at  least  $4,500  in  all. 

As  to  furs,  any  woman  who  desires  to  b<f 
elegant  must,  it  is  declared,  possess  a  sable 
mantle  costing  between  $6,000  and    $10,000, 
i  cuinc^U*  and  •rmine    at 
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each,  as  well  as  muffs  and  stoles  to  match  at 
■  about  $2,100. 

When  one  turns  to  hats,  any  fashionable 
woman  must  buy  half  a  dozen  hats  monthly, 
varying  between  $^0  and  $600.  These,  with 
two  bird  of  paradise  trimmings,  at  S1C0  and 
two  other  feather  trimmings  at  $100,  bring 
the   hat  total  up  to  Si 2,000. 

At  least  twenty-four  pairs  of  shoes  must 
be  bought,  none  to  cost  less  ban  $16,  and  three 
pairs  of  buckles  at  $16.  These  will,  total  over 
$900,  and  must  be  accompanied  by  $400  worth 
of  stockings.  Six  pairs  of  corsets  at  $100  must 
be  bought  annually. 

The  total  of  these  figures,  without  count- 
ing automobile  or  winter  sport  mantles, 
reaches  the  figures  of  $46,000,  but  as  the  aver- 
age well-dressed  woman  does  not  need  new 
furs  every  year,  and  is  content  to  rearrange 
them  at  the  beginning  of  the  season  and  add 
new  trimmings',  $6,000  may  be  deducted  from 
the  annual  expenditure. 

These  amounts  'are  not  fancy  ones,  but  are 
declared  by  the  trades  people  interviewed  to 
be  those  spent  by  large  numbers  of  their  cus- 
tomers. 

The  question  of  jewels  is  more  difficult  to 
decide,  owing  to  the  variety  of  taste  *hown  ir

women  in  the  French  capital  are  almost  in- 
different to  precious  stones,  while  others  have 
a  passion  for  them.  At  all  events,  $24,000 
today  is  quite  a  common  price  to  pay  for  a 
pearl  necklace.  Still  higher  prices  are  given 
daily  for  colored  stones,  which  arc  now  very 
much  in  favor.  A  single  good  turquoise  with 
setting  costs  in  the  Rue  de  la  Paix  about  $600, 
while  $400  each  are  paid  for  several  rings. 

Among  the  various  actresses  interviewed 
was  Mile.  Mona  Delza.  who  is  one  of  the  most 
popular  favorites  of  the  hour.  She  •declares 
that  with  a  dress  budget  of  $40,000  yearly  she 
is  just  able  to  pay  her  bills.  Of  this  amount 
she  spends  $8,000  for  dresses  alone. 

Mile  Mnina  Doria.  of  the  National  Opera, 
estimates  that  she  spends  not  more  than  $20,- 
000  annually  for  dress,  but  furs  alone  cost  her 
$4,000  a  year  to  keep  up. 

The  general  consensus  is  that  the  opinion 
of  Mile  Cecile  Sorel,  expressed  a  short  time 
ago,  that  no  woman  could  attempt  to  look  de- 
cently dressed  in  Paris  cm  less  than  $60,000 
yearly,  is  somewhat  exaggerated.

It  is  so  long  since  the  Morris  dance  was  an 
integral  part  of  the  people's  life  that  its  origin 
uid  significance  have  been  forgotten.  There 
s  no  doubt  that  it  was  once  part  oi  ;i  religious 
ceremonial  connected  with  the  worship  of  the 
sun  and  with  the  festivals  held  to  celebrate  the 
ever-recurring  seasons  of  seed  time  and  har- 
vest. There  is  also  in  the  sword  dances,  allied 
to  it  if  not  actually  the  same  as  the  Morris 
dances,  evidence  that  the  world  -Id  belief  in 
and  practice  of  a  living  sacrifice  was  part  of 
this  ceremonial.  And  }  think  that  the  joy- 
ous  am!    festival    character    which    the   dan 

is  evidence  that  they  wer<  performed 
during  the  Saturnalian  pageant  of  merry-mak- 
ing which  preceded  the  final  sacrifice  of  the 
victim.

The  Holiday  Spirit

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MONGST   some  primitive   people 
today  fibres  are  twisted  together 
merely  by  the  action  of  the  index 
fingers  and  the  thumbs,  and  then 
plaited    to   form   a   cloth,  or   used 
as  bow-strings  or  fishing  tackle  by  again  twist 
ing  the  yarn  produced  into  several  plies.

When 
and  how   tin1  spindle  came  we  ha.c   [TO  means 
of  ascertaining;   it:   may    have   developed    from 
something   cruder    still— 'a    twirling   stone      for 
example;  but   if  it  jumped  into  existence  at 
once,  it  might  be  considered  perhaps  thegreat-. 
est  forward  bound  in  the  whole  realm  of  spin- 
ning invention.    We  have  intimate  knowledge 
of  its  use  a  long  while  before  authentic  his- 
tory began.     It  is  found  amongst  the  remains 
of  neolithic  man.   and  the  lake   dwellers     of 
Switzerland.     It  was  handed  down  to  Egypt, 
for  it  is  found  in  the.  tombs  at  Thebes,  also 
amongst  the  ruins  of  Babylon,  and  in  the  I: 
groves  of  Lima.     Simple  in  construction  a 
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Iji  1880  Mr.  D'Arcy  Ferrers  made  a  gal- 
lant attempt  Lb  revive  the  old  revels  near 
Stratford-on-Avon.  but  the  revival  was  short- 
lived. So  was  another  attempt  made  about  1894 
bv  Mr.  Percy  Manning  at  Headington.  o.nce 
very  famous  for  its  dancers,  who  performed 
e  High"  on  Whit-Monday; 
Seven  jrears  ago  I  went  to  Headington  and 
invited  the  son  and  nephew  of  one  of  the  tra- 
ditional "side"  of  dancers  to  come  to  London 
to  teach  the  dances  to  a  company  of  working 
■iris  who  had  already  learned  the  Scotch  ami 
Iri.-h  national  dances.  This  turned  out_  to  be 
an  historic  occasion,  for  it  was  then,  in  the 
home  of  the  F:-merance  Club,  that  this  joyous 
revival  of  our  folk  dance  had  its  first  begin- 
ning. 

Descendants  of  the  Morris  Men 
It  is  said  that  there  is  no  third  generation 
of  Londoners,  and  watching  week  by  week 
these  girls  and  lads— for  the  girls  soon  taught 
their  men  friends  and  brought  them  to  dance, 
--it  is  not  difficult  to  believe  that  they  are 
the  descendants  of  the  Morris  men  of  olden 
times,  and  that  the  traditional  dance  of  the 
Countryside  is  their  natural  inheritance.  Noth- 
ing but  this  and  the  natural  vitality  of  the 
ih'-rcspecting  working  girl  and  lad  account 
for  the  way  in  which  the  knowdedge  and  prac- 
tice of  these  dances  have  spread  throughout 
the  land,  carried  by  these  same  girls  who  first 
learned  them  from  the  Headington  men.  For 
T  very  soon  had  to  make  arrangements  to  re- 
lease the  best  dancers  from  among  the  mem- 
bers of  my  club  from  their  daily  work  and  send 
them  out.  over  the  country  to  pass  on  the. 
dances  to  those  who  saw  in  them  a  means  of 
bringing  new  life  and  joy  into  dull  lives  in 
town  and  village. 

Today  our  traditional  dance  is  sanctioned 
bv  the  Board  of  Education  as  part  of  the  physi- 
cal education  of  the  children,  but  until  after 
that  sanction  these  girls  were  the  only  teach- 
ers available  for  passing  on  the  dances  to 
others.  Since  that  evening  seven  years  ago 
I  have  had  some  twenty  country  dancers  up 
to  London  from  Headington.  Abingdon, 
Rampton.  ( "Aldington.  Yorkshire,  Lancashire. 
Northamptonshire,  and  other  places,  and  all 
have  made  some  addition  to  onr  knowdedge  of 
the  folk  dances.  By  learning  them  in  this 
wav  directly  from  the  traditional  source,  un- 
touched by  the  professional  teacher  or  the 
pedantic  antiquarian,  we  have  kept  the  true 
spirit  of  the  ancient  dance,  and  so  when  these 
boys  and  girls  dance  "Country  Gardens. "  "The 
Blue-eyed  Stranger,"  "Constant  Billy."  or 
some  other  dance  with  an  equally  magic  name, 
one  really  is  back  in  the  good  old  days  when 
England  was  merry  England  in  reality  as  well 
as  in  name. 

The  Traditional  Dancer 
A  little  sketch  of  one  of  these  traditional 
dancers  will,  I  think,  give  a  better  idea  than 
anything  else  of  the  character  of  these  dancers. 
I  first  heard  of  him  at  a  village  sing-song 
where  I  was  asked  if  I  had  heard  of  a  family 
who  had  danced  the  Morris  for  many  a  gener- 
ation back.  I  got  the  name  and  address  and 
wrote  to  the  oldest  surviving  member  of  this 
family.  The  letter  in  reply  was  delightful.  It 
ran:  "Honuorable  and  respected  Miss, — I  am 
the  party  what  has  got  those  dances.  I  am 
proud  to  show  them  to  you.  Yours  to  com- 
mand." I  went  to  see  him,  and  found  him  to 
be  a  frail  old  man  with  bent  legs  and  a  de- 
lightfully childlike  smile.  He  escorted  me  to 
his  favorite  resting-place,  the  bar-parlor  of 
"The  Happy  Dick,"  where  we  spent  the  after- 
noon. Eventually  I  invited  him  and  his 
"young  brother,"  another  veteran  dancer,  up 
to  London,  and  from  these  two  my  girls 
learned  three  fresh  dances. 

And  the  learning  of  them  was  wonderful! 
The  old  men  had  only  one  adjective  between 
them,  and  it  had  to  do  for  all  necessary  ad- 
verbs too.  They  said  we  must  dance  "per- 
pendicular to  one  another."  It  must  all  be 
done  "perpendicular  to  the  music,"  and,  final- 
ly, they  complimented  their  pupils  in  having 
danced  "quite  perpendicular." 

It  might  puzzle  an  expert  to  understand 
these  instructions,  but  they  were  quite  clear 
our  ptte  and  boys,  and  I  reify  cannot  im 
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E  was  also  guilty  of  contracting 
a  very  impro\  ident  and  dishon- 
est bargain  with  British  Co- 
lumbia, in  wdiich  he  deliberately 
sacrificed  the  interests  of  the 
rest  of  the  Dominion  for  the  -ake 
of  a  paltry  political  advantage  to 
himself." 

This  is  a  sample  of  the  lan- 
guage used  by  Sir  Richard  Cart- 
wright  in  that  part  of  his  Remi- 
niscences in  wdiich  he  speaks  of 
the  admission  of  this'Provinee  to 
Confederation. 

"The*    Reminiscences     of     the 
late  Sir  Richard  Cartwright."'  which  were  re- 
cently   published    in    Toronto,    have    aroused 
great   interest    in    all    parts   of   the    Dominion. 
The  demand  for  the  volume  is  such  that,  only 
a    few    copies    have    yet    reached    the    Pacific 
Coast.      Readers     who     knew     the     late     Sir 
Richard  Will  have  no  difficulty  in  recognizing 
him    in   every    page   of   this   publication.      His 
references  to  Sir  John  A.   Macdonald  are  par- 
ticularly   bitter,    being   surpassed    only    by    his 
dislike  of  his  former  colleague  and  leader,  I  Ion. 
Edward  Blake.     It  is,  however,  in  what  he  has 
to  say  about  British  Columbia  that  the  people 
of  this  Coast  will  be  especially  interested,  and 
it   will  assuredly   make   rather  painful   reading 
for  many  middle-aged  Liberals  who  were  fol- 
lowers   and    admirers    of    Sir    Richard     Cart- 
wright  in  Ontario  in  their  early  manhood,  but 
who  have  since  come  to  British  Columbia.   In 
literary  style  the  book  is  got  up  in  the  form  of 
a    scries    of   interviews'  between    a   "reporter" 
and  Sir  Richard,  but  it  is  needless  to  say  that 
the    author    himself    furnishes-   both    question 
and  answer.     Here  is  part  of  what  he  has  to 
sav    about    the    incorporation    of    British    Co- 
lumbia: 

"Reporter — After  the  close  of  the  Red 
River  expedition  was  there  any  immediate 
change   in   the   situation  ? 

"Sir  Richard — Not  much  outwardly,  but  it 
was  plain  that  Sir  John  was  much  disturbed. 
It  had  become  clear  to  him  that  he  was  in 
danger  of  losing  his  hold  in  Ontario,  and  it 
would  have  been  gall  and  wormwood  to  him 
to  have  found  himself  once  more  dependent 
on  the  vote  of  Quebec,  even  supposing  that 
it  could  have  been  retained  in  its  full  strength, 
of  which  he  had  doubts.  In  an  evil  hour  for 
himself  and  for  Canada  he  'bethought  himself 
of  incorporating  British  Columbia. 

"Reporter — I  thought  you  approved  of 
that   measure? 

"Sir  Richard — the  thing  itself  was  good 
and  desirable  if  it  had  been  done  at  the  proper 

time  and  In  the  proper  way.  But  done  as  it  any  of  the  0ifier' provinces.  It  was  not  only 
was,  in  frantic  haste  and  utter  ignorance  of  ,s  ^  in  u~ff  but  it  was  doubly  objectionable 
the  country  and  of  the  extent  of  the  obliga-        _  .    •   „  „  t-~.*A  ^«  ui*  ««,«  nmrlnr-*    whnu 


"Reporter — What    were    your    chief    objec- 
tions? 

"Sir  Richard— They  were  not  mine  alone. 
They    were     shared     by     every     independent- 
minded  man  in  the  House,  and  even  by  some 
of  Sir  John's  old  colleagues.     We  knew  that 
we  had"  undertaken  a  tremendous   task  in   at- 
tempting to  open  up  and  colonize  the  North- 
west.    We  knew  that  we  had  to  bridge  more 
than  a  thousand  miles  of  rocky  wilderness,  as 
vei    nnsurveved,    before    we    could    reach    the 
Red  River,  and  we  had  at  that  time  very  lit- 
tle reliable    information    as   to   what   might  be 
beyond.     We  fcnew  that  we  might  have  great 
trouble   with    the   Indian   tribes,   and   you   will 
remember  that   this  was  seven  or  eight  years 
before  the   United  States  had  a  sort  of  Isan- 
dula  of  their  own.  wdien  Custer  and  his  force 
were    annihilated  by   hostile   Indians    within   a 
shorl  distance  of  our  newly-acquired  territory. 
It   was,  in  fact,  making   that  worst_  of  all  mis- 
takes in  business  or  m  politics,  taking  the  sec- 
ond step  before  one  had   taken   the   first,  and 
I  am   rather  of  the  opinion   that   had   not  Sir 
John  been  very  much  weakened  by  the  effects 
of  a  severe  illness  which  overtook  him  about 
that  time,  he   would   never  have  consented  to 
the  union  on  the  terms  finally  agreed  Upon. 
"Reporter — What    were    these? 
"Sir   Richard-— The   first,  and   in  a  material 
point  oi  view   by   far  the   worst   and   most  im- 
provident,   was    the    obligation    to    build    and 
operate  a  railroad  across  the  continent  over  a 
tract     of    country      three     thousand      miles     in 
length,    not    a    mile    of    which    had    been    sur- 
veyed   and    of    the    greater    part    of    which    we 
knew    absolutely    nothing.      Scarcely    less    ob- 
jectionable, politically   sneaking,   was  the  pro- 
viso    which     assigned     British   Columbia  six 
members   in   the    Mouse   of  Commons  and  de- 
clared   that    that    number   should    never   be   re- 
duced.     This    was    in    direct    defiance    of    the 
spirit,  if  not   the  actual   letter  of  our  constitu- 
tion, and   was  done   for  a  very  dishonest  pur- 
pose. 

"Reporter — For  what  purpose? 
"Sir  Richard — Sir  John  was  quite, aware 
that  he  was  likely  to  lose  heavily  in  Ontario 
at  the  next  general  election,  and  he  made  no 
secret  of  the  fact, that  he  expected  to  offset 
his  losses  there  by  the  votes  he  would  gain  in 
British  Columbia".  Then  he  calculated  that 
it  would  lie  a  good  election  cry  that  he  had 
extended  our  Dominion  from,  the  Atlantic  to 
the  Pacific,  and  furthermore  that  he  would 
direct  attention  from  the  events  which  had 
occurred  in  the  Red  River  Valley.  But  his 
action  in  assigning  to  British  Columbia  a  rep- 
resentation of  six  members  in  a  white  popula- 
tion of  10,586  and  a  total,  Indians  included, 
of  36,247,  was  the  most  outrageous  violation 
of  the  principle  of  representation  by  popula- 
tion it  is  possible  to  conceive.  As  the  unit  of 
population  in  1871  was  18,400,  it  meant  that 
10,500  whites  in  British  Columbia  had  as  much 
voice  in  the  government  of  the  country  as 
110,000  in  Ontario,  and  that  one  vote  there 
was  more  than  equal  to  six  votes  in  Ontario  or

over  the    European   continent.     The  spindle  is 
usually    composed    of    two    parts— the    actual" 
spindle   itself   and   the   whirl,  or   whorl,   which 
ds   to  its  momentum.     The     former     is  of 
ood,  commonlj  notched  at  the  top  to  receive 
the   end   of   the  Spun    varn.      The   latter  is     of 
wood,   stone,    bone,   (day    or   other   convenient 
Bubs'tahce  having  sufficient  weight:  to  maintain 
Sired   momentum.     The  word  "whirl"  is 
'ficientlv   expressive;     "Whorl."   simply  an- 
rier    form    of    "whirl."    is    derived    from    the 
Old   English   word   "whorvil,"     meaning     the 
whirl  of  the  spindle,  and  from  this  the  botan- 
ical name  is  derived.     When   the  spindle  was 
afterwards  fixed  in  bearings  and  driven  by  a 
band,  a  sheave  or  small  grooved  pulley  was 
fastened  about  where  the  whorl  was  origin- 
allv  placed.    This  has  since  received  the  name 
of '"wharve,"  perhaps  from  the  association  of 
sound,  or  it  may  come  from  an  older  Anglo- 
Saxon   derixatibn.     The   word   "wharve,"   al- 
though always  used  to  designate  this  grooved 
pullev   in   modern   spinning-frames,   does   not 
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.      appear  in  this,  sense  as  a,  dictionary  word.  The 
spindle  with  the  whirl,  or  whorl,  attached  is 


given  rotation  by  briskly  rolling  it  with   the 
palm  of  the  hand  against  the  thigh,  a  practice 
universal  in  Southern  Italy,  or,  more  generally, 
spinning  it  between  the  thumb  and  index 
finger.     The   fibres  are   then     evenly     drawn 
from  the  distaff  and  twisted  into  yarn  by  the 
revolving  and  descending  spindle,  which,  when 
it   reaches   the  ground,   may   still   continue  to 
perform  its  function.     When  at  rest  the  spun 
yarn    is    wound  on   the   spindle,  the   last   spun 
portion  inserted  in- the  notch,  and  the  opera- 
tion continued.     It  requires  very  accurate  and 
precise  manipulation   to  determine  the  dimin- 
ution in  feed  to  suit  the  diminishing  speed  of 
the  spindle  and  only  by  early  training  can  this 
be  accomplished.     It  is  generally  believed  that 
the  art  of  spinning  is  one  that  is  only  suited 
to  the  sensitive  touch  of  the  female  hand.     In 
the  reign  of  Frederick  the  Great  all  male  farm- 
hands in   Silesia  were  required  to  learn  spin- 
ning, so  that  they  might  utilize  the  otherwise 
unprofitable  dark  winter  evenings,  and  at  this 
they  became  very  adept.— Engineering.

"Reporter — Surely    this    did    nut    pass    un- 
opposed ? 

"Sir  Richard— It  was  opposed  and  most 
vigorously  too.  The  final  vote  against  the 
proposal  to  defer  action  until  the  matter  had 
been  considered  by  the  electors  was  only  ear- 
ned bv  a  majority  of  ten  in  a  House  where 
Sir  John  had  usually  a  majority  on  such  ques- 
tions of  from  sixty  to  seventy,  and  this  ma- 
jority was  exclusively  made  up  of  his  own 
colleagues.  The  case  of  Manitoba  was  not 
much  better.  In  that  province  a  population  of 
25,000  were  allotted  four  members,  about  three 
times  as  many  as  they  were  entitled  to,  and 
for  much  the  same  reasons. 

"Reporter — Waiving    this    point,    what    did 
you  think  should  have  been   done? 

"Sir    Richard— The    only     rational     course 
was  to  apply  ourselves  with  all  speed  to  create 
a    strong    central    province    in    Manitoba,    and 
when  this  was  done,  to  extend  ourselves  from 
this  base  east  and  west.     To  this  end  we  had 
to    construct    a    line    from    Lake    Superior    to 
Winnipeg   at    .-nee.    and    also    to    connect    that 
point    with    the    United    States     lines     to     the 
south.      When    that    was   done,   it    would    have 
been  ample  time  to  take  up  the  question  of  a 
union   with    British    Columbia  and   the   exten- 
sion of  the  railroad   to  the  Coast.     One  thing 
is  certain,  that  never  was  a  great  project  un- 
dertaken w-ith  less  knowledge  or  consideration 
than  the  union  With  British  Columbia  and  the 
construction  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway. 
With    the    solitary    exception    of     Sir    Hector 
Langcvin,   who  had  spent  a  few   weeks  there, 
not  a  single  minister  had  ever  set  foot  in  Brit- 
ish   Columbia.      I    doubt    when    the   act    was 
na«;se.d   if   there  was  a   man   on   the   Treasury 
Bench   Who  so  much   as  knew   whether  there 
was   one   range   of   mountains   or   three   to   be 
crossed  before  we  could  reach  the  coast.    .As 
to  the  character  of  the  road  or   its  probable 
cost,  we  had  not  a  scintilla  of  information.     In 
proof   of   the   extreme   folly   of   the   action    of 
the  Government  on  this  occasion,  I  may  add 
that  a  very  few  years  later,  being  in  London 
on  public  business,  I  met  several  of  the  lead- 
ing British  officials  who  had  been  administer- 
ing  the   affairs   of   British   Columbia    at    the 
time,  and  these  gentlemen  one  and  all  assured 
me  that  they  were  astonished,  as  indeed  they 
well  mierht  have  been,  at  the  terms  Canada  had 
offered." 

The  volume  contains  a  number  of  other 
references  to  the  subject,  but  they  are  all  in 
the  same  tone.  They  will  show  clearly  that 
Sir  Richard  Cartwright  had  little,  if  any,  con- 
ception of  the  value  of  British  Columbia  to 
the  Canadian  Confederation,  and  regarded  the 
subject  purely  from  the  point  of  view  of  what 
its  effect  would  be  upon  the  fortunes  of  the 
Liberal  party  in  the  Province  of  Ontario.  His 
dislike  of  Sir  John  A.  Macdonald  grew  upon 
him  until  it  became  an  obsession  and  he  could 
see  no  good  in  anything  done  by  his  great 
political  enemy.  Sir  Richard  Cartwright,  it 
will  be  remembered,  refused  to  attend  Sir 
John  A.  Macdonahfs  funeral,  *nd.  the  feeling

The   following  bear   story   has   come  from 
Wilmer,   British  Columbia.     Mr.   K.   C   Chip- 
man,  chief  of  the  Dominion  Government  Geo- 
logical    Survey     party,     camped     on     Mineral 
Creek,  some  twenty  miles  west  of  Wilmer,  in 
the  Selkirk  Range,'  and  ©n  September  6  went 
out.  from  camp  alone  With  his  rifle,  not  to  hunt, 
but   to   examine   the   mountain   side,   which   is 
very   steep    behind    the   camp,   as   to   the   best 
place  to   scale  it  on   the   morrow.     Presently 
he  sat  down  on  a  log  to  rest,  and  fell  into  a 
deep   reverie.      He   was  awakened   from   it  by 
finding   his   right  leg   in   the   jaws   of  a  bear, 
which  had  charged  at  him  from  some  bushes 
nearby,  without  the  slightest  warning.    As  he 
struggled  in  surprise  to  free  hiniself,  he  saw  a 
pair  of  cubs  on  one  side  and  behind  him.    Un- 
knowingly he  had  sat  down  to  rest  between  a 
female    grizzly    and    her   young!      Firing   one 
shot,  which  may  or  may  not  have  hit  'her,  he 
rushed    down    the    steep    mountain    side,    the 
bear    coming    after    with    such    determination 
and  force  that  it  rushed  clean  past  him.     In- 
stantly Mr.  Chipman  turned  and  went  back  up 
the  hill.     As  a  bear,  however,  can  run  faster 
uphill    than  down,  he  was  quickly  caught  by 
the    huge,    infuriated    plantigrade,   and   shaken 
from  side  to  side  as  easily  as  a  terrier  shakes 
a  rat.     Luckily  the  fierce  shaking  caused  the 
bear  to  lose  her  footing  on  the  steep  hillside, 
and  both  rolled  together  some  distance  down 
it  before  stopping. 

It  was  now  that  Mr.  Chipman  displayed 
the  courage  and  presence  of  mind  that  saved 
his  life,  for,  on  bringing  up  amongst  some 
bushes,  he  lay  perfectly  quiet,  feigning  death. 
Satisfied  after  sniffing  him  all  over  that  he 
was  reafjv  dead,  she  shambled  off  to  her  cubs. 
On  his  men  getting  to  him  he  was  carried  into 
camo  and  made  comfortable,  while  a  couple 
of  men  were  sent  down  to  Wilmer  for  ur. 
Opie  as  it  was  found  impossible  to  carry  Mr. 
Chipman  out  from  the  head  of  Mineral 
Creek  to  its  junction  with  Toby  River  and 
Logging  Road  on  account  of  the  windfallen 
and  snowslide  timber  which  lies  criss-crossed 
six  to  eight  Jeet  deep  for  several  miles  down 
the  creek  vallev.  Dr.  Opie,  who  is  not  a  young 
man,  got  to  Mr.  Chipman  about  mid-day  cm 
Saturday  after  a  gallant  fight  for  miles  with 
burnt  and  fallen  timber,  spraining  his  ankle  in 

the  process. 

He  found  that  the  leather  leggings  worn 
by  Mr.  Chipman  had  practically  saved  h'.s 
right  leg  below  the  knee  from  serious  injury ; 
not  so  the  left  leg.  which  was  badly  torn  above 
the  knee  from  the  shaking,  the  bears  teeth 
having  been  deeply  buried  in  the  knee  joint 
also,  which  was  inflamed  considerably.  Other- 
wise, except  for  some  scratches  and  torn 
clothes,  Mr.  Chipman.  it  was  expected,  would 
probably  be  all  right  again  in  a  month.  Sev-

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COMMON   SENSE   IN   CAMPING 


We  mighl  go  camping  simply  to  escape  the 
heat  of  the  summer,  or  possibly  merely  to 
loaf  and  rest — either  is  a  legitimate  excuse. 
Some  of  us  whose  natural  habitat  is  the  city 
are  befooled  and  befuddled  into  it  by  a  be- 
witching book.  I  remember  once  loaning 
"Woodcraft,"  by  Xessmuk,  to  an  old  gentle- 
man of  sixty-five  who  had  never  been  camp- 
ing in  his  life.  Not  being  able  to  keep  him 
from  going.  I  went  with  him.  The  first  night, 
after  covering  himself  with  mosquito  dope 
acording  to  the  book,  he  sat  up  until  morning, 
smoking  strong  cigars  and  "spatting"  himself. 
An  overdose  of  nicotine  made  him  too  sick  to 
fish,  and  his  appetite  was  gone.  The  next 
night  he  left  me,  tramping  three  miles  for  the 
sake  of  sleeping  in  a  hotel,  and  the  following 
day  we  went  home,  though  the  bass  fishing 
was  fine.  Neither  of  us  had  any  use  for  the 
other  afterward.  v. 

Do  not  permit  any  novel-reading  romanti- 
cist to  wheedMe  you  into  taking  him  along. 
•His  place  is  the  summer  hotel.  No  man  is  a 
safe  campmate  who  has  not  "been  there"  be- 
fore—the more,  often  the  better — or  if  you 
have  to  break  him  in,  catch  him  while  he  is 
j-oung.  Every  camper  should  have  some  ob- 
ject in  view,  a  bit  of  sport  that  he  can  enjoy 
during  his  outing,  or  at  least  some  hobby  that 
can  best  be  ridden  in  the  woods.  Otherwise 
a  Camping  trip  will  bore  him  to  death,  even  if 
his  fellow  sufferers  refrain  from  murdering 
him. 

Consider,  then,  that  I  am  writing  for  the 
man  who  really  likes  the  woods,  and  has  t ea- 
son,  based  on  experience,  for  his  predilection. 
The  average  practical-minded  son  of  the  world 
needs  some  excuse  that  he  can  make  to  him- 


self— and  to  his  wife — for  kicking  over  the 
traces,  "busting  the  harness."  and  escaping  to 
the  woods.  Maybe  it  is  fishing — a  good 
enough  reason  for  anybody — or,  failing  that, 
canoeing,  nature-study,  photography,  and  kin- 
dred pursuits. 

Nevertheless,  though  few  of  us  will  con- 
cede it,  the  real  justification  for  a  few  weeks 
in  camp,  the  secret  of  its  benefit,  is  the  abso- 
lute necessity  for     periodical  isolation,  getting 

away  from  people.     For  it  is  the  plain  truth 

that  we  contract  worry  and  trouble,  as  chil- 
dren do  the  measles,  from  contact' with  others. 
Therefore  the  sanene<s  of  going  into  camp, 
whether  there  is  a  good  excuse  or  whether  one 
is  trumped  up. 

But  get  away  from  the  resprj  :  get  out  of 
the  road;  don't  locate  even  on  a  cowpath — 
hide   somewhere.     Civilization     is  the     devil

J  canuo-t  imagine  a  "plea-mrc"  camp 
away  from  the  wood  or  awa\  from  the  water. 
Wood  and  water,  wood--!*  >lk  and  water-peo- 
ple, in  the.  land-that-no-one-know  s — the 
camper,  requires  no  more  than  these. 
The  Best  Spot  of  All 

The  prettiest  camping  spot  that  1  know 
i-  an  island  in  the  middle  of  a  good  lug  lake. 
This  island  is  covered  with  timber,  but  has 
little  sunshiny  openings  where  a;  noon  the 
old  hen  grouse  leach  her  young.  One  side  is 
high  above  the  water,  'nut  the  other  slopes  to 
the  level  of  the  lake,  having  coves  and  nooks, 
sheltered  from  the  wind,  where  the  pack-loons 
come  in  to  fi-h.  In  the  spring-fed  pond  a 
pair  of  mallards  nest,  and  the  streamlet  which 
issues  from  the  water-hole  falls  over  the  rocks, 
making  such  a  huge  roar  as  to  drown  the  chat- 
ter of  the  gray  squirrels.  The  distant  shore- 
line is  sometimes  in  view,  sometime:  obscured, 
the  wind  forever  hums  in  the  top  of  one  tall 
pine;  and  just  b'elow  camp  the  waves  cease- 
lessly fight  the  sharpened  rocks. 

bailing  to  find  our  island,  camp  on  the 
shores  of  the  lake.

For   general    comfort    A  tlOUl    the    year 

or  for  long  period-  of  time,  a  tent  cannot  lie 
made  to  equal  a  log  cabin  or  even  a  dugout. 
Tt  is  hotler  in  hot  weather  and  colder  in  cold 
weather  than  a  house,  yet  there  is  one  admir- 
able feature  about  canVas,  the  moment  the 
sun  goes  down  it  cool-  f\\,  while  a  house  re- 
tains its  sweltering  day-heat  well  into  the 
night.  Besides,  For  me  at  least,  a  summer 
camn  is  never  complete  without  a  showing  ol 
canvas.  Here  is  the  description  of  a  camp 
which  four  of  us  built  once  on  a  time,  its  de- 
sign being  to  obtain  a  snug  shelter  in  bad 
weather,  the  coolness  of  a  wide  veranda  Ori 
sunny  days,  and  free  circulation  of  air  at  night. 

We    constructed    a    pen  .,nf    logs,    neatly 

smoothed  on  the  sides  and  notched  down, 
twelve  feet  wide  and  twenty-four  feet  long, 
wifh  a  partition,  also  of  logs,  running  across 
the  middle.  At  the  corners,  and  midway  of 
the  ends  and  the  sides,  posts  were  set,  these 
being  forked  at  the  top  to  hold  crosspieces. 
Since  the  posts  were  intended  to  support  a 
roof,  the  centre  ones  were  cut  of  a  length  to 
give  a  steep  slope,  while  those  on  the  outside 
must  be  high  enough  to  keep  the  structure 
clear  of  the  tent  when  it  is  erected  beneath, 
with  its  poles  mounted  on  top  of  the  logs.  A 
frame  to  support  it  having  been  put  in  place, 
we  thatched  on  a  thick  roof  of  evergreens, 
capable  of  affording  a  dense  shade  or  turning 
an  ordinary  rain. 

The  tent  was  twelve  by  twelve,  fitting  the 
back  section  of  the  pen,  to  the  tppjogs  of  which 
the  poles  were  nailed.  It  was  of  the  usual 
wall  variety,  and  opened  in  front  and  back. 
The  walls  of  the  tent  being  three  and  a  half 
feet,  added  to  the  walls  of  the  pen,  two"  feet, 
placed  the  entire  tent  roof  above  the  head  of  a 
man  of  average  height.  Tlfe  tent  was  staked 
to  posts  four  feet  high  in  place  of  the  usual 
tentpins.  ••'        ,

suite,  the  annual  camping  place  may  seem  the 
truest  home  that  'he  has  ever  had. 

Granted  we  do  have  this  homing  instinct, 
and  the  man  without  it  is  a  waterlogged  dere- 
lict, useless  to  himself  and  dangerous  to  others, 
then,  like  the  birds,  choose  with  care  this  spot 
to  which  you  will  return  as  regularly  as  the 
buds  burst  in  the  spring.  When  you  have 
found  a  camping  ground  that  satisfies  in  every 
Way,  be  it  beside  a  lake,  on  the  banks  of  a 
river,  or  where  a  trout  brook  twinkles  under 
the  alders,  buy  or  lease  it  if  you  can.  take  no 
chancer  on  being  dispossessed.

Or 
very  likely  the  view  can  be  much  improved  by 
a  bit  of  judicious  trimming  and  cutting  under- 
brush.  Do  something  to  identify  you  with  the 
camping  home,  if  it  is  only  to  plant  a  few  fruit 
trees  and  vines.

The  Scheme  Outlined      .    .  such  as  that  at  Liscard.  a; 


leme  is  as  follows: 

1.  The  object  of  the  school  would  be  to 
give  training  to  boys  whose  present  occupa- 
rions  do  not  provide  any  adequate  preparation 
for  future  employment  and  who  are  desirous 
of  being  prepared  for  going  to  sea  at  the  ages 
of  sixteen  or  seventeen. 

2.  The  school  to  consist  of  not  more  than 
fifty  boys  at  the  outset,  over  fourteen  but  un- 
der fifteen  years  of  age  at  date  of  entry. 

3.  Premises  for  the  school  to  be  selected 
in  the  central  part  of  the  city,  e.g.,  the  Council 
School  in  Pcnrhyn  Street,  where  there  would 
be  ample  accommodation  in  the  excellent 
semi-basement  hall  and  the  adjacent  manual 
and  cookery  classroom-:  or  in  the  disused 
buildings  of  the  old  Bond  Street  Day  Indus- 
trial  School. 

4.  The  school  to  be  under  a  body  of  twelve 
managers  responsible  probably  to  the  Techni- 
cal Education  Sub-Committee,  of  whom  five 
shall  be  nominated  by  the  Juvenile  Employ- 
ment Committee,  and  two  shall  represent  the 
chief   shipowners'   associations. 

5.  The  boys  selected  to  be  those  employed 
in  the  day  time  as  errand  boys,  or  engaged  in 
other  more  or  less  irregular  employment  no1 
leading  to  a  definite  future.  N'ewsbovs  and 
others  engaged  in  street  trading  to  be  ex- 
cluded. 

6.  At  the  outset  a  personal  recommenda- 
tion from  the  head  teacher  to  be  necessary. 

7.  Every  boy  entered  at  the  school  to  give 
an  undertaking  that  he  intends  to  proceed  to 
sea  at  the  end  of  his  period  of  training,  as  soon 
as  a  situation  can  be  found  for  him. 

8.  Every  boy  to  pr.ss  a  medical  examina- 
tion before  admission;  the  examination  to  in- 
clude color  tests. 

').  The  subjects  pi  instruction  to  be: 
Knowledge  of  the  compass;  ability  to  take  the 
wheel  at  a  model ;  ride  of  the  road  at  sea ;  sem- 
aphore, Morse,  signal  flags;  bonds,  hitches.

Mr.  F.  J.  Leslie  said  the  committee  had 
been  successful  in  placing  many  hundreds  of 
boys  and  girls  in  permanent  employment  dur- 
ing the  past  twelve  months.  They  felt,  how- 
ever, that  there  must,  in  a  city  like  Liverpool, 
always  be  a  very  Large  number  of  boys  who

Sea  Training  Homes, 
and  that  the  boys  they 
wished  to  provide  for  were  those  who  had  to 
be  at  work,  and  who  could  not,  in  the  nature  of 
things,  go  into  a  training  home.  The  response 
of  the  shipowners  was  mos4  sympathetic  and 
encouraging.  They  proposed  to  get  together 
,t  first  not  more  than  fifty  lads  of  fourteen  t~ 
fifteen,  engaged  in  the  day  time  as  er- 
rand boys,  shop  boys,  and  the  like,  who  could 
pass,  a  medical  examination,  and  would  under- 
take to  go  to  sea  at  the  end  of  the  training. 
Premises  would  be  found  in  One  of  the  un- 
used buildings  in  the  hands  of  the  cOthrriittae. 
and  a  course  would  be  arranged  involving  at- 
tendance on  three  occasions  a  week  over  .1. 
period  of  one  or  two  year.-.  Instructions  would 
be  given  by  qualified  instructors,  probably 
from  those  of  the  staff  of  a  sea  training  home, 
in  knowledge  of  the  compass,  steering,  rule  of 
the  road  at  sea.  signaling,  splicing,  first  aid. 
physical  drill,  swimming,  etc.,  and  it  was  hoped 
to  arrange  for  practical  in.-t ruction  in  rowing 
and  boat  management  on  the  river  in  the 
summer.  At  the  end  of  the  training  suitable 
Places  would  be  found  for  these  lads,  and  ar- 
rangements would  be  made  to  keep  in   touch

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HAVE  just  been  reading  a  his- 
tory of  the  last  twenty  years,  of 
the  nineteenth  century.  What 
struck  me  chiefly  in  it  was  the 
"recentness"  of  so  many  of  the 
most  prominent  features  in  our  life  today.  YVe 
can  scarcely  imagine  a  world  without  electric 
light,  the  telephone,  the  motor  car,  the  tube, 
the  electric  street  car,  the  motor  omnibus.  Yet 
all  these  are  the  gifts  of  less  than  a  genera- 
tion. Then  1  wandered  in  an  idle  hour  into  the 
Advertising  Exhibition,  in  Vincent  Square, 
\\  estminster,  and  suddenly  became  aware  that 
here,  too,  was  a  field  quite  recently  cultivated, 
though  its  crop  is  so  familiar  that  wc  think  of 
it  as  having  always  been  there. 

It  was  curiosity  which  led  me  to  Vincent 
Square  and  made  me  pay  my  shilling  at  the 
Horticultural  Hall.  I  could  not  imagine  what 
an  Advertising  Exhibition  would  be  like.  To 
"advertise  advertisement"  suggested  very  lit- 
tle to  me.  But  that,  1  soon  discovered*  was 
because  I  did  not  know  about  the  new  science 
—the  science  of  advertising.  Here  its  develop- 
ment can  be  traced  step  by  step  almost  from 


as  kept  an  open  mind.  Advertisement  agents 
opened  offices  and  acted  as  middlemen  be- 
tween those  who  wanted  to  buy  space  in  peri- 
odicals or  upon  street  hoardings  and  those  who 
had  it  to  sell.  This  was  the  transition  stage. 
Advertising  was  looked  upon  as  an  experi- 
ment, a  luxury.  In  bad  times  it  was  cut  down. 
It  took  a  long  time  for  experience  to  drive 
home  the  conviction  which  King  George  once 
expressed  in  the  pithy  phrase  that  "attempts 
to  discontinue  advertising  have  usually  been 
followed  by   a   diminution   of   sales." 

Nowadays  the  Canadian  and  Australian 
Governments  advertise  their  lands,  the  Greek 
Government  its  currants.  The  loans  of  for- 
eign governments,  which  used  to  be  issued 
in  a  hole-and-corner  fashion  through  foreign 
bankers,  must  now  be  advertised  far  and  wide 
and  be  subjected  to  the  criticism  of  armies  of 
investors.  The  old  way  of  selling  goods  and 
issuing  loans  often  enabled  the  unscrupulous 
to  foist  that  which  was  unworthy  upon  the 
public.  Many  a  lost  fortune  went  in  invest- 
ments recommended  by  interested  intermedi- 
aries. Things  are  not  perfect  yet,  but  one 
thing  is  certain,  that  it  is  not  possible  to  ad- 
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IRISH  RIDICULE  CARSON 


The  Liberals  of  Torquay  on  Saturday  even1 
irtg  last  gave  to  Sir  Edward  Carson  that  honor 
which  they  apparently  considered  he  was  en- 
titled to  receive.  The  distinguished  visitor 
could  not  complain,  as  his  political  opponents 
in  the  South  Devon  town  were  only  following 
the  example  set  by  his  own  followers  in  Lister. 

While  the  Unionist  meeting  wa.-,  in  prog- 
ress at  the  Bath  Saloons  there  was  another 
demonstration  in  the  streets — one  which 
caused  considerable  amusement  to  '.he  crowds 
which  assemble  in  the  main  thoroughfares  on 
Saturday  evening,  and  which  were  greater  on 
;his  occasion  in  consequence  of  the  advertised 
torchlight  procession  arranged  for  the  Lister 
L'nionist   leader. 

Idle  opposition  procession  assumed  a  "mil- 
itary" character,  it  was  headed  by  a  "band." 
which  could  hardly  be  described  as  musical, 
and  two  banners.-  inscribed  "King  Carson's 
Hraves"  and  "Ulster  Lnionettcs." 

This  "guard  of  honor"  carried  wooden  guns, 
while  in  the  centre  was  an  18  ft.  "gun. "  drawn 
on  wheels  by  a  number  of  "bluejackets,"  the 
other  members  of  the  company  wearing  hel- 
mets of  various  kinds. 

A  halt  was  made  on  the  Victoria  Parade, 
and  on  the  central  figure  of  the.  evening's  pro- 
ceedings starting  from  the  other  side  of  the 
harbor  the  "Braves"  fell  into  line  and  marched 
first  to  the  l'nionist  Club  on  Union  Street. 
Thousands  of  people  lined  the  street,  and  a 
roar  of  laughter  greeted  the  novel  proceedings. 
By  the  time  that  the  club  was  reached  hun- 
dreds of  Liberals  had  fallen  into  line  with  the 
"army.'.'  some  fun  being  naturally  anticipated. 

It  was  announced  that  Sjr  Edward  Carson. 
Col.  C.  R.  Burn,  M.P..  and  Capt.  Morrison- 
Bell,  M.P.,  would  address  the  crowd  from  the 
balcony  of  the  club,  and  their  reception  was 
anything  but  an  enthusiastic  one.  the  large  ma- 
jority of  those  on  the  streets  being  politically- 
opposed  to  them. 

Mr.  J.  C.  Chapman  was  advertised  to  pre- 
side, but  as  soon  as  he  tried  to  speak,  the 
"army  band"  began  to  play,  and  "The  Land 
Song"  prevented  any  speaking,  there  being 
also  "boos"  from  all  parts  of  the  dense  crowd. 

By  a  wave  of  the  hand  Mr.  Chapman  in- 
troduced Sir  Edward  Carson,  but  those  on  the 
street  had  now  made  up  their  minds  that  there 
should  be  no  speaking  from  the  club.  The 
Irish  Tory  leader  scarcely  said  ten  words,  and 
not  one  of  them  could  be  heard.  He  soon  gave 
up  the  attempt. 

"Let  the  man  be  heard."  said  a  Unionist  on 
the  street  to  a  well-known  local  Irishman, 
whose  favorite  was  evidently  Mr.  Redmond. 

"Not  me,"  was  tfhe  reply  ;"we  are  not  going 
to  allow  anybody  to  preach  sedition  in  Tor- 
quay streets." 

That  was  the  feeling  pervading  the  crowd. 

Cwlonel  Burn  and  Captain  Morri?on-Bell 
met  with  a  similar  reception,  although  the  lat- 
ter, who  possesses  a  strong  voice,  was  heard 
at  the  eyd :  and  "Three  cheers 'for  Carson  and

Arrival  of  a  New  Science 


,-as  not  really  until  the  later  years  of 
he  nineteenth  century  that  advertising  began 
to  be  practiced  on  any  large  scale.  It  was  not 
necessary.  The  Bon  Gaultier  Ballads,  pub- 
lished in  the  fifties  by  Professor  Aytoun  and 
Sir  Theodore  Martin,  included  some  amusing 
parodies  of  what  were  then  called  "puffs." 
But  these  were  all  "very  little  ones."  Com- 
petition was  not  then  active  enough  to  make 
manufacturers  and  traders  feel  that  they  need 
take  much  trouble  to  recommend  their  wares. 
\-  it  became  more  active,  far-seeing  men  be- 
gah  to  realize  that  a  change  was  on  fhc  way. 
A  few  firms — such  as  Pears — adopted  adver- 
tising as  a  regular  branch  of  their  business. 
They  saw  that  it  was  not  enough  to  produce  a 
good  article.  It  must  be  made  familiar  to  the 
mass  of  the  population.  Thus  began  the  as- 
sociation of  art  with  advertising.  The  new 
science  had  arrived. 

I'or  many  years  there  was  slow  growth. 
Posters  were  seen  in  larger  numbers  every 
year,  "Display"  advertisements  showed  them- 
selves  among  solid   type   in   such   newspapers 


ncreasing   keenness   of   advertisers    will    it   be 

possible  to  bolster  up  decrepit  newspapers  by 

concealing   their    real    circulations.      And    one 

filling  that   the   public   are   beginning  to   learn 

is  that  the  advertised  goods  are  the  best  goods.

ORIGIN  OF  LIFE 


It  is  clear  from  various  indications  that  we 
are  on  the  brink  of  a  popular  discussion,  or  of 
popular  interest  in  the  discussion,  of  the  un- 
solved question — What  is  life?  Without  ven- 
turing into  controversy  which,  by  itself,  is  un- 
likely to  afford  any  satisfactory  information, 
one  may  point  out  from  some  past  examples 
that  the  effort  to  furnish  an  answer  has,  at  all 
events,  resulted  in  great  advances  in  scientific 
theory  and  discovery,  says  The  London  Post. 
What  life  is,  and  what  its  origin,  are  questions 
which  can  only  be  answered  when  we  better 
understand  its  processes.  Bichot,  in  the 
eighteenth  century,  defined  life  as  the  "totality 
of  functions  which  resist  death."  a  definition 
which  gives  little  information  as  to  the  nature 
of  life  or  its  origin. 

Claude  Bernard,  at  the  beginning  of  the 
ninteenth  century  wrote:  "Life  is  the  struggle 
of  living  forces  against  the  non-living."  In 
1830  the  British  Association  required  Liebig  to 
study  the  subject  of  biology,  as  it  then  existed, 
and  to  report  to  a  subsequent  meeting  all  that 
was  known  about  it.  The  report  was  thorough, 
valuable  and  gave  great  satisfaction,  but  shed 
no  light  on  the  origin  and  nature  of  life.  Lie- 
big,  like  Bichot  and  Bernard,  was  a  vitalist, 
but  he  paid  less  attention  to  the  defence  of  his 
belief  than  to  the  applications  of  chemistry  to 
economics,  especially  as 
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those  who  adopted  the  mechanistic  conception 
of  life,  perhaps  Lavoisier  should  be  reckoned, 
for  he  was  the  first  to  Study  life  from  a  chemi- 
cal point  of  view  and  to  explain  respiration, 
nutrition  and  the  generation  of  animal  heat  as 
a  form  of  combustion.  He  and  Laplace  report- 
ed the  results  of  their  investigations  on  the 
subject  of  life  to  the  Paris  Academy  of  Science, 
J  30  years  ago,  though  they  had  little  to  say 
about  the  nature  of  life's  origin. 

John  Mullcr,  of  Berlin,  and  the  Wcbers,  of 
Leipsig,  followed  these  in  investigating  the 
physical  and  mechanical  processes  of  life;  and 
one  of  M tiller's  pupils  was  Helmboltz.  It  was 
while  seeking  answers  to  questions  which  in- 
vestigated as  to  the  origin  and  nature  of  life 
were,  constantly  presenting  that  Helmboltz  and 
-Meyer,  in  entire  independence  of  one  another, 
discovered  the  principle  of  the  conservation  of 
energy.  In  1847  Helmholtz  proved,  as  he 
thought,  beyond  any  reasonable  doubt,  that  liv- 
ing forces  are  the  manifestation  of  a  certain 
quantity  of  power  to  do  work.  It  was  the 
publication  of  these  studies,  and  theories  fol- 
lowing on  them,  which  brought  about  in  Ger- 
many the  change  in  opinion  as  to  the  nature 
of  the  "vital  force"  or  "vital  principle." 

Not  a  few  were  content  to  reduce  life  to  a 
mechanical  process  and  to  deny  any  distinc- 
tion between  life  and  matter.  In  England  the 
change  in  opinion  dated  from  the  publication 
of  Darwin's  "Origin  of  Species,"  or,  more  ex- 
actly, since  r&66.  The  "Origin  of  Species," 
with  its  principle  of  natural  selection,  its 
preservation  of  useful  qualities,  the  influence 
of  environment,  gavt  impulse  to  the  theory 
that  there  was  evolution  in  inorganic  matter  as 
well  as  in  the  organic  world,  and  that  there 
was  no  break  between  them.  Thus  it  became. 
common  to  account  for  the  origin  and  evolu- 
tion of  the  universe  on  purely  mechanical 
principles,  and  there  has  been  a  growing  ten- 
dency to  establish  parallelisms  between  pro- 
cesses in  non-living  and  in  living  matter. 
o 

William  Dean  Howells.  at  a  luncheon  in 
the  Shakcsperian  jubilees  an  American  tour- 
ist approached  an  aged  villager  in  a  smock 
and  said :

Sixty-Three  Years  in  Office 

John  Laws,  recently  re-elected  registrar  of 
deeds  of  Orange  County.  North  Carolina,  has 
held  the  same  position  for  sixty-three  years, 
and  is  said  to  be  the  oldest  office-holder  in  the 
world.  He  is  90  years  old,  and  is  one  of  the 
two  North  Carolina  survivors  of  the  Mexican 
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If  there  are  any  who  still  doubt  the  neces- 
sity of  advertisement  as  a  branch  of  industry 
and  commerce,  they  should  visit  this  exhibi- 
tion. They  may  continue  to  regret  it,  but 
when  they  see  how  great  businesses  have  been 
built  up  and  how  the  builders  grudge  neither 
money  nor  effort  to  bold  the  ground  they  have 
won  their  last  shred  of  disbelief  must  drop 
away.  When  you  hear  of  one  firm  spending 
£50,000  on  a  catalogue,  and  of  others  which 
every  year  fling  out  baits  costing  £150,000  in 
order  to  catch  greater  fish  in  the  shape  of 
profits;  when  you  learn  that  80,000  people  are 
engaged  in  the  business  of  advertising;  when 
you  arc  shown  what  enterprise  and  energy  are 
continually  doing  to  devise  new  methods  of 
arresting  public  attention,  you  are  bound  to 
admit  that  a  new  feature  has  appeared  in  mod- 
ern life  and  has  evidently  come  to  stay. 

Some  of  the  exhibitors  are  newspapers,  but 
the  greater  number  are  advertisement  agents 
— of  an  entirely  new  type.  They  are  the  men 
who  provide  the  advertiser  with  ideas.  Sup- 
pose, for  the  sake  of  example,  that,  you  have 
something  to  sell.  It  is  no  use  trying  to  draw 
up  advertisements  yourself.  This  has  become 
an  expert's  occupation.  Possibly,  if  your  busi- 
ness is  a  very  large  one,  you  keep  an  expert  of 
your  own  on  the  premises.  More  probably 
you  put  the  matter  into  the  hands  of  an  agent, 
who  sets  to  work  to  invent  ingenious  means  of 
persuading  people  to  try  your  goods.  This, 
you  can  imagine,  requires  brains,  and  there 
are  so  many  good  brains  being  devoted  to  this 
task  that  the  rate  of  payment  is  frequently 
very  high.  There  are  men  engaged  in  this 
new  science  who  earn  as  much  as  cabinet  min- 
isters. 

Men  of  the  New  Profession 

There  were  numbers  of  these  men  about  at 
the  exhibition,  and  they  looked  to  me  like  suc- 
cessful barristers.  They  have  a  quiet,  know- 
ledgable  way  of  talking  which  breeds  confi- 
dence. The  new  science  has  no  use  for  boast- 
ers. The  idea  some  people  used  to  have  that 
advertising  agents  must  be  loud-voiced  and 
overbearing  is  grotesquely  wrong.  Most  of 
them  today  are  men  of  education  and  refine- 
ment who  might  have  taken  to  the  Bar  or  the 
higher  walks  of  business;  might  have  been 
artists  or  writers ;  might  have  gone  into  the 
Army  or  the  Church.  It  is  to  their  taste  that 
we  owe  in  large  measure  the  more  artistic  ad- 
vertising of  the  present  time.  They  employ 
the  best  talent  among  draughtsmen  and  poster 
artists.  There  are  numbers  of  really  beauti- 
ful drawings  exhibited ;  paintings,  too,  which 
have  been  bought  for  the  Poor  Man's  Picture 
Gallery.  One  firm  which  started  eight  years 
ago  as  a  "two-man  show"  now  has  sixty-four 
people  in  its  service  and  turns  out  10,000  de- 
signs a  year. 

But  of  all  *he  surprising  sides  to  the  ex- 
hibition none  astonished  me  more  than  the 
library  of  books  which  have  been  written  about 
advertising.  They  fill  many  bookcases.  They 
are  in  many  languages.  They  treat  of  adver- 
tisement from  every  possible  point  of  view. 
There  are  periodical  organs  of  the  craft,  too, 
many  in  the  United  States,  several  in  this 
country ;  others  are  in  German,  French,  Italian, 
Spanish  (from  South  America,  I  think).

Although  David  Warfield's  role  in  David 
Belasco's  latest  play,  "The  Return  of  Peter 
Grimm/'  which  the  great  actor  will  present 
at  the  Victoria  Theatre  on  Thursday,  Jan  16, 
has  proved  so  great  a  popular  success  that  he 
unquestionably  could  keep  on  presenting  this 
play  as  long  as  he  did  "The  Music  Master," 
it  lias  long  been  known  that  his  cherished  de- 
sire has  be,en  to  impersonate  "Shylock"  in  a 
production  of  "The  Merchant  of  Venice,"  to 
be  made  by  David  Belasco.

Almost  all  the  leading  actors  have 
impersonated  him  as  a  personage  without 
sympathy,  as  one  whose  misfortunes  are  well 
deserved. ,  Warfield's  kindly  nature  revolts,  at 
He  has  ample  authority  for  his  to*M 
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ter  of  dignity  who,  when  he  makes  the  loan  to 
Antonio,  had  no  thought  or  idea  that  misfor- 
tune would  befall  his  enemy  and  without  mo- 
tive of  revenge. 

Shylock,  according  to  WarfieldV  belief,  is 
unjustly  treated.  He  is  robbed  and  cheated 
from  the  commencement  to  the  fall  of  the  cur- 
tain. Sympathy  is  said  to  be  the  key-note  of 
Mr.  Warfield's  conception  and  his  performance 
should  give  a  new  and  perhaps  truer  idea  of 
Shylock  and  put  an  end  to  the  prejudice 
which  the  play  as  it  is  generally  presented 
evokes  against  the  Jew.  In  this  Mr.  Belasco 
heartily  coincides  with  Mr.  Warfield.

MADAME  SARAH  BERNHARDT 

The  happy  chance  by  which  Sarah  Bern- 
hardt came  to  play  Edmond  Rostand's 
"L'Aiglon,"  the  play  which,  till  she  presented 
Emile  Moreau's  "Jeanne  D'Arc,"  she  was 
most  deeply  loved  by  her  own  people,  was  told 
by  Coquclin,  for  whom  the  play  was  originally 
intended,  to  Brander  Matthews,  who,  in  turn, 
has  recently  given  it  to  Clayton  Hamilton  to 
make  public. 

Coquelin  was  still  playing  in  "Cyrano  de 
Bergerac,"  and  M.  -Rostand  was  among  the 
first  to  concede  that  to  the  great  actor,  even 
more  than  the  author,  the  remarkable  success 
of  that  piece  was  due.  With  an  eye  upon  the 
time  when  the  Parisian  public  would  ask  of 
Coquelin  a  new  impersonation,  Rostand  met 
the  actor  one  evening  at  the  Porte  St.  Mar- 
tin) and  told  him  he  was  searching  his  mind 
for  another  "Coquelin  part,"  and  asked  him 
for  an  idea. 

After  a  reflective  minute  or  two,  Coquelin 
rer>Hed :      "I    have    alwavs    wanted    to    olav    a

grumpy  grenadier  of  Napoleon's  time,  a  gren- 
adier with  sweeping  moustaches."  From  this, 
Rostand  pondered  long  and  searchingly,  and 
finally  produced  the  character  of  Flambeau. 
This,  rounded  and  fitted  upon  the  peculiar 
genius  of  Coquelin,  was  to  be  the  dominant 
figure  in  a  warrior-play.  Next  he  devised  a 
play  in  which  Napoleon  figured.  Mis  dismay 
knew  no  bounds  when  he  saw  that  Flambeau 
could  not  hold  first  place  over  the  intrinsic 
interest  of  "The  Little  Corporal,"  so  he  threyv 
his  play  into  the  discard,  and  began  another, 
in  which  Flambeau,  still  smoldering  with  the 
fires  of  the  First  Empire,  should  stand  guard 
over  the  vacillating  and  wretched  little  Due 
de  Reichstadt,  trying  to  inflame  him  with  the 
martial  supremacy  of  his  father. 

"Take  it  to  Sarah,"  Coquelin  said.  "She 
has  just  played  Hamlet,  and  she  wan's  to  do 
anbther  boy." 

So  Rostand  "took  it  to  Sarah,"  and  found 
her  rapturously  enthusiastic  about  it,  withal 
disappointed  for  M.  Coquelin  that  his  own 
long-wished-for  role  had  to  be  taken  away 
from  him.  The  play  was  finished  then  around 
the  personality  of  Mme.  Bernhardt,  while 
Flambeau  hovered  protectingly  in  the  back- 
ground with  his  "big  moustaches."  Coquelin 
himself  did  play  the  role  of  Flambeau  when 
it  was  produced  in  New  York  in  1900,  with 
Mme.

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encc  of  the  play  upon  the  great  actress'  career 
can  hardly  be  understated.  It  turned  the 
tide  from  the  Sardou  melodramas,  of  which 
she  and  her  public  were  already  tiring,  to  the 
channels  of  national  patriotism,  which  cul- 
minated with  the  "Jeanne  D'Arc"  play,  of 
which  Mme.

The  must  brilliant  women  in  Society  are 
the   best   listeners.

BREAKFAST  TABLE  PHILOSOPHY 


It  seems  to  me  to  be  somewhat  typical  of 
the  present  day  that  so  many  people  open  the 
day  badly;  that  is  to  say,  they  are  as  grumpy 
as  the  proverbial  bear  with  the  sore  head,  when 
they  first  make  their  appearance  at  the  break- 
fast table,  and  are  absolutely  not  fit  to  speak 
to  until  midday. 

•  Such  people  really  ought  either  to  break- 
fast alone  in  their  room,  or  in  some  sort  of 
growlery-parior. 

The  cheerful  spirits  who  laugh  and  chat- 
ter over  their  coffee  and  matutinal  meal  are 
glared  at  at  though  they  were  committing 
some  horrible  offence,  and  anyone  who  humbly 
asks  that  the  butter  may  be  passed  meets  with 
a  cold  glare  of  reproach. 

Taking  these  contingencies  into  considera- 
tion, the  wise  hostess,  who  does  not  know 
what  temperaments  her  guests  sustain,  will 
enquire  with  the  sweetest  smile  whether  they

Respecting  variety  in  the  menus,  I  will 
quote  a  few  examples. 

A  dried  haddock  is  a  fish  which  is  fre- 
quently used  as  it  is  quite  inexpensive  and 
most  people  like  it,  but  it  is  apt  to  pall  if  it  is 
always  served  in  the  same  plain  way. 

As  a  change  it  can  be  cut  into  slices  and

There  are  many  ways  in  which  eggs  can 
be  served  besides  the  ordinary  methods  of 
boiling,  poaching,  frying  or  scrambling.

sley, and  put  into  the  oven  to  set,  orthe  to- 
matoes and  eggs  can  all  be  put  into  a  fireproof 

dish. 

All  hot  breakfast  dishes  should  be  served, 
if  possible,  in  one  of  these  dishes,  as  they  can 
be  kept  in  the  oven  till  the  last  minute,  thus 
retaining  their  heat  when  brought  to  table.

The  bedroom  breakfast  is  not  at  all  a  diffi- 
cult matter  to  achieve,  and  in  many  houses 
tin-  hostess  would  be  thankful  if  all  their  vis- 
itors elected  to  have  them.  Here  a  gas  fire  is 
a  great  boon.  It  can  be  lighted  about  a  quar- 
ter of  an  hour  before  the  meal  is  brought  Up, 
and  will  have  warmed  the  room  so  well  in  that 
time  that  the  occupant  will  enjoy  sitting  in 
an  easy  chair  before  it,  with  the  tray  on  a 
table  beside  her. 

Of  course  she  will  don  a  becoming  dressing- 
gown  and  a  boudoir  cap. 

These  are  essential  in  the  wardrobe  of  the 
woman  who  does  not  descend  to  the  reception 
rooms  until  nearly  luncheon. 

A  man  usually  makes  the  excuse  of  having 
letters  to  write  and  business  to  attend  to,  but, 
as  a  matter  of  fact,  it  is  the  newspaper  and 
cigarette  that  have  the  chief  charm  for  him, 
albeit  in  the  bachelor's  room  it  is  always  well 
to  provide  a  well-equipped  writing-table. 

The  breakfast  tray  should  be  a  large. one, 
covered  with  a  white  damask  cloth.  There 
can  be  something  hot.  such  as  fish,  or  bacon 
or  sausages,  served  on  a  plate  with  hot  water 
beneath  it,  a  slice,  or  two  of  cold  ham  or 
tongue,  a  tiny  rack  of  toast,  an  equally  tiny 
dish  of  butter,  a  coffee  pot  and  hot-milk  jug 
of  brown  fireproof  china,  and  a  little  glass 
jar  of  jam  or  marmalade. 

The  clever  chatelaine  will  quickly  find  out 
either  from  her  maids,  or  from  the  visitors 
themselves  the  breakfast  tastes  of  those  who 
go  in  for  fads.  Men,  for  instance,  not  infre- 
quently declare  that  they  never  eat  anything 
but  fried  bacon  for  breakfast.  A  man  I  know 
has  had  the  same  breakfast  for  the  last  twenty- 
five  years  every  day  of  his  life,  consisting  of 
two  boiled  eggs,  six  slices  of  bread  and  butter 
and  a  giant  cup  of  cocoa. 

When  on  a  visit  his  wife  whispers  gently 
into  the  ear  of  his  hostess,  beginning  with  the 
remark,  "Jim  is  such  a  funny  old  thing  you 
know,"  etc. 

Women,  especially  those  who  have  a  great 
respect  for  their  figures,  content  themselves 
with  fruit  and  dry  toast,  whilst  others,  in  Con- 
tinental fashion,  adhere  strictly  to  a  regime  of 
coffee,  roll  and  butter. 

Concerning  the  orthodox  breakfast  in  the 
diningroom  there  is  not  much  to  be  said.  It  is 
most  important  that  it  should  be  well  cooked 
and  daintily  served.  The  man  who  starts  to 
his  daily  work  after  a  thoroughly  good  break- 
fast and  takes  away  with  him  the  mental  pic- 
ture of  a  daintily-equipped  table,  a  bright  fire 
and  a  smiling  household,  will  be  well  armed 
for  the  worries  of  the  day. 

Although  he  may  be  reading  the  daily  paper 
while  he  is  eating,  yet  his  sub-conscious  self 
absorbs  the  comfortable  surroundings. 

,  The  equipment  need  not  be  an  extensive 
one  by  any  means.  Neither  need  the  dishes 
be  prepared  by  a  chef;  but  the  former  must 
be  tasteful  and  the  latter  must  be  varied. 

A  clean  cloth  is  a  stern  necessity,  and  here 
let  me  say  that  carving  cloths  are  such  a 
help.  It  is  seldom  that  the  centre  of  the  sides 
of  a  cloth  get  quickly  soiled.  This  usually 
happens  to,  the  two  ends.  Such  small  cloths 
can  be  easily  washed  and  ironed  at  home.  Tea 
or  coffee  stains  should  be  taken  out  at  once 
with  hot  water.

Instituting  comparisons  and  drawing  con- 
trasts between  men  and  women  is  a  game  of 
which  some  people  never  grow  tired.

And  so 
on.  Huge  lists  of  such  assertions  can  be 
drawn  up,  confirmed  by  quotations  from  the 
best  authors,  even  the  best  authors  having 
failed  to  see  that  the  value  of  such  assertions 
is  minimized  by  the  great  differences  which 
exist  between  men  and  men,  and  women  and 
women.  People  have  confessed  their  dislike 
of  men's  dancing,  expressing  surprise  that  it 
is  done  at  all.  Yet,  as  the  performances  of 
the  Russian  Ballet  prove,  men  can  dance  as 
well  as  women,  and  in  a  more  natural  style. 
The  most  recent  discovery  of  the  men  v.  wo- 
men school  is  that  men  are  more  sentimental 
than  women.  For  once  I  find  a  generalization 
which  is  more  or  less  true.  But  I  do  not  be- 
lieve that  women  are  less  sentimental  by  na- 
ture. In  their  efforts  to  prove  themselves 
worthy  of  emancipation  from  artificial  dis- 
qualifications they  have  made  the  mistake  of 
crushing  their  leanings  towards  sentimental- 
ity. They  mistake  this  avoidance  of  senti- 
ment for  virility.  So  we  find  that  the  woman 
novelist,  the  woman  poet,  the  woman  painter 
are  unostentatiously  unsentimental  in  their 
work.  Women  are  said  to  become  more  sen- 
timental after  marriage  than  before,  whereas 
men,  who  are  proverbially  sentimental  during 
the  engagement,  decrease  in  sentimentality 
when  they  are  married. 


In  a  discussion  on   manners  I  meet  with 
the  theory  that  the  more  leisure  people  pos- 
sess, the  better  manners  they  have.    "All  these 
airs  and  graces  involve  training,  and  training 
requires  leisure."     This     sounds     very     con- 
vincing,    but     is     it       borne     out     by     the 
facts?    Is  it  always  the  busy  person  who  has 
bad   manners?     And,   to   take   another   point, 
are  manners  entirely  the  result  of  training? 
Can  you  teach  people  manners  as  you  teach 
them  dancing?    You  can  certainly  teach  them 
exterior  graces:  how  to  sit  down,  how  to  get 
up,  how  to  bow,  how  to  come  into  a  room,  how 
to  leave  it.     But  you  cannot  teach  them  sim- 
plicity and  humility,  which  are  the  best  ele- 
ments in  interior  good  manners.    Many  mem- 
bers of  the   rich  leisured  classes  in  England 
have  good  manners  of  the  first  type,  and  are 
lamentably   deficient   in   those   of   the   second 
type.    A  Japanese  critic  has  recently  .censured 
our  code  of  manners  because  it  varies  in  every 
class.    In  Japan,  he  says,  they  have  one  code 
of  manners  from  the  bottom  to  the  top.    It  is 
the  same  in  Russia,  and,  to  a  great  extent,  in 
France,  where  the  poorest  old  peasant  woman 
wins  a  "Madame"  from  the    railway     porter 
with  the  richest  and  most  distinguished  lady 
of  the  "beau  monde."     I  think  that  the  Jap- 
anese critic  has  pitched  on  the  weak  point  in 
English  manners:  they  are  greatly  dependent 
on  social  strata.

Unless  these  sewers  are  made  as  quickly  as 
possible  there  will  be  much  sickness  and  people  will 
not  come  to  live  in  Victoria  who  like  a  clean  City, 
It  Is  the  business  Of  the  mayor,  aldermen,  and  city  en- 
gineer to  see  that  the  money  Is  spent  to  the  best  ad 
vantage  and  that  the  work  Is  done  In  the  best  way 
but  we  cannot  do  without  the  sewers.  Neither  can 
people  in  the  new  parts  of'the  town  do  without  water 
and  $50,000  is  asked  to  extend  the  system.  This  is 
not  a  very  large  sum  and  the  people  who  have  water 
in  their  own   homes   will  nqt  refuse   it    tQ  others.

Why  a  Sailing  Boat  Has  a  Dragsail 

We  may  have  noticed  When  at  the  seaside  that 
many  of  the  sailing  boats  have  a  curious,  pyramid- 
shaped  bag.  mads  of  sail-cloth,  which  they  throw  over- 
board and  drag  through  the  water,  the  rope  bolng 
fastened  to  the  stern  of  the  boat.  This  bag  Is  called  a 
dragsail,  and  the  sailors  pronounce  the  word  dragsul. 
It  is  really  a  brake,  and  helps  to  slow  down  the  speed 
of  the  boat.  The  opening  of  the  bag  faces  the  direc- 
tion In  which  ths  boat  Is  gol»K.  and  so,  of  course,  the 
water  rushes  In  and  fills  the  bag.  which  Is  thus  spread 
out  to  its  full  extent,  and  makes  a  load  to  be  dragged 
through  the  water.  The  pull  exerted  has  an  appreciable 
effect  in  slo»*lng  down  the  speed  of  the  vessel.— Chil- 
dren's Magazine.

It   began   about  i 
the  time  that  Constantinople   was  formed;   It  dies  when 
Constantinople  seems  about  to  fall. 

History  tells  us  that  the  Chinese  discovered  the  i 
compass,  gunpowder,  the  cantilever  bridge,  and  many  ; 
other  things,  ages  before  Europe.  Printing  was  another 
of  their  early  arts.  The  Chinese  mastered  the  mystery 
of  making  and  printing  from  type  a  thousand  years 
before  Gutenburg  invented  printing  in  Kurope,  and  the 
King-Bao  was  printed  when  the  Romans  were  still  in 
Britain.  -We  may  'be  sure  that  The  King-Bao  did  not 
contain  a  report  of  the  Roman  invasion,  for  China 
never  heard  of  Rome,  and  Home  never  heard  of  China.

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SHAKESPEARE  AS  HE  WAS  NOT 


Probably  nobody  would  ever  have  heard  of 
Roswell  if  that  diligent  scribe  had  not  forever 
immortalized  his  own  name  by  the  help  of  the 
great  doctor.  A  Brussels  professor  of  the 
name  of  Demblon  has  evidently  been  deprived 
of  sleep  by  the  laurels  of  Boswell,  and  has 
chosen  Shakespeare  for  the  sun  whose  light  is 
to  make  him  famous.  That  excellen  family 
periodical  "Les  Annates"  gives  the  most  com- 
plete account  of  Mr.  Celestin  Dcmblon's  theory 
on  Shakespeare,  to  which  all  the  French  Press 
good-naturedly  gives  gratuitous  advertise- 
ment. English  readers  cannot  fail  to  be  high- 
ly amused  at  the  biography  of  the  Immortal 
Will,  which,  though  it  is  too  long  to  be  given 
in  extenso,  is  well  worth  a  column  of  print 
and  a  quarter  of  an  hour's  digestion  as  an  ex- 
ample of  labor  lost. 

M.  Demblon  presumably  began  his  t 
merely  in  a  malicious  spirit  of  criticism, 
gradually  worked  himself  up  into  a  veritable 
state  of  frenzied  hatred  of  the  defunct  bard 
which  extended  even  to  his  name,  which  he 
-  spells  in  alP  the  most  uncouth  and  repulsiye 
forfns,  from  Shaxper,  Shakspur,  .^hakyspar, 
to  Shakberg  and  Shagsbere,  and  attaches  to  it 
every  vice.    But  let  him  speak  for  himself. 

''William  Shaxper,  or  Shagsbere,  was  the 
eldest  son  of  a  penniless  farmer  of  Stratford- 
on-Avon,  totally  uneducated,  like  his  wife, 
Mary  Arden,  who  was  charitably  chosen  by 
the  municipality  as  'ale-taster."  He  was  born 
in  1564,  left  school  without  knowing  how  to 
write,  helped  his  father  in  the  fields,  and  was 
apprenticed  to  a  butcher.  As  a  young  man. 
he  was  addicted  to  drink,  and  at  eighteen  mar- 
ried Anne  Hathaway,  of  Shottery,  whom  he 
abandoned  with  three  small  children  and  no 
money  when  he  fled  from  Stratford  in  his 
twenty-second  or  twenty-third  year.  There 
is  no  official  trace  of  him  from  1587  to  r 591, 
but,  according  to  traditions  collected  in  Eng- 
land by  the  Italian  Riccoboni  towards  1727, 
lie  followed  the  calling  of  a  thief,  which  is  con- 
firmed by  several  literary  works,  which  estab- 
lish the  fact  that  he  also  traded  in  recruits  for 
the  army,  and  imply  (though  not  positively 
certain)  that  he  engaged  in  the  expedition  of 
the  Duke  of  Leicester  to  Holland  (1587-88). 

Shakespeare  as  an  Apache 

"He  was  first  seen  again  in  London  in 
1592,  holding  horses  at  the  doors  of  a  theatre, 
and  afterwards  entered  the  profession  as  a 
modest  'super'  before  playing  secondary  roles. 
lie  would  have  left  no  distinct  traces  in  Lon- 
don had  he  not  inhabited  the  house  at  the  cor- 
ner of  Silver  Street,  tenanted  by  usurers,  al- 
though he  may  also  have  lived  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  the  Bear  Garden,  in  the  suburb  of 
Southwark,  according  to  the  doubtful  author- 
ity of  Edward  Alleyn.  He  was  always  to  be 
found  in  second-rate  taverns,  and  was  known 
in  the  society  of  the  Duke  of  Southampton  as 
'Falstaff — was  the  father  of  a  child  born  to 
the  landlady  of  the  Boar's  Head,  in  Eastcheap ; 
served  as  a  man  of  straw  in  the  exploits  of  the 
clans  of  Essex,  Southampton,  Rutland,  and 
Pembroke,  and  possessed  all  the  qualities  re- 
quired for  playing  this  part.  Finally,  he  made 
himself  scarce  when  London  was  too  hot,  and, 
by  obtaining  by  false  documents  the  modest 
title  of  squire,  probably  lived  for  some  months 
in  hiding  at  the  Castle  of  Belvoir,  where  he 
seems  to  have  been  well  acquainted  with  the 
Duke  of  Gloucester,  on  the  borders  of  whose 
estate,  about  the  year  1602,  when  nearly  fifty 
years  old,  he  seems  to  have  been  caught  poach- 
ing, and  probably  flogged. 

"He  suddenly  bought  property  at  Strat- 
ford, and  doubtless  in  London  also,  with  the 
money  given  for  risks  run,  returned  to  his 
native  town  about  1605,  lent  money  and 
showed  no  mercy  to  his  clients,  took  savage 
revenge  on  an  unhappy  father  of  a  family,  who 
had  made  himself  responsible  for  an  insolvent 
debtor,  and  about  161 1  seems  to  have  settled 
down  for  good  at  Stratford.  There  he  lived 
in  the  same  house  as  a  solicitor,  whom  he  need- 
ed, from  his  ignorance  of  letters,  and  went  in 
for  selling  malt  and  cereals,  and  practicing 
usury,  which  often  resulted  in  lawsuits,  where 
all  his  trickery  and  cruel  avarice  were  shown 
up.  He  was  fond  of  the  tavern  and  strong 
drink  and  talk,  especially  in  the  company  of 
an  old  usurer  like  himself,  John  Combe,  and 
before  he  died,  probably  from  drink,  in  1616, 
he  dictated  his  extraordinary  will,  leaving  only 
a  bed  to  his  wife  and  partially  disinheriting 
his  daughter." 

"Spurious"  Dramas 

What  a  picture  of  William  Shakespeare! 
According  to  M.  Demblon,  the  author  of  the 
immortal  work  wrongly  attributed  to  this 
drunken  sixteenth-century  apache  was  Roger 
Manners,  fifth  Duke  of  Rutland,  and  be  strives 
to  show  that  every  phase  in  the  life  of  this 
nobleman  is  described  in  one  or  other  of  the 
plays.  Roger  Manners  passed  brilliant  exam- 
inations at  Cambridge  before  spending  some 
time  in  Padua,  Verona,  and  Venice,  which  are 
the  only  Italian  towns  where  Shakespeare 
places  his  dramas.  Rutland's  stay  in  Paris  at 
the  court  of  Henry  IV.  suggested  "Love's 
Labor  Lost,"  and  the  Queen,  having  appointed 
him  Head  Ranger  of  Sherwood  Forest,  we 
have  the  birth  of  the  "Midsummer  Night's 
jfitiain"  and  ''As  you  Like  It."  In  1601  Rut- 
land plotted  with  Essex  ("Julius  Caesar,"  and 
Richard  the  Second"),  and  was  confined  in 
Uffington  Castle,  and  delivered  by  James  I., 
who  tent  him  as  Ambassador  to  Denmark 
f^Hamlet").  Rutland  then  celebrated  the 
coming  to  the  throne  of  England  of  Scotland's 
King,  and  the  submission  of  Ireland  by  "Mac- 
fctth,"  and  »n  "?*)*  Tempest"  he  relates  sou*. 


enirs  of  a  brief  sojourn  in  the  Azores.  "Shags- 
bere," says  M.  Demblon,  never  saw  these  is- 
lands, any  more  than  Elsinore,  or  the  land  of 
Othello  or  the  city  of  the  Montagus  and  Capu- 
lets. 

M.  Demblon  considers  his  case  proved  to 
the  hilt,  but  traditions  and  faiths  die  hard,  and 
it  is  permissible  to  doubt  if  his  attack  on  the 
authorship  of  Shakespeare  will  meet  with  any 
better  success  than  the  attempt  of  the  indus- 
trious parchment  scraper,  M.  Loquin,  who 
succeeded  in  establishing  to  his  own  satisfac- 
tion that  Molierc  was  no  other  than  the  "Man 
in  the  Iron  Mask." — London  Standard,

Owing  to  the  wonderful  sprinkling  of  large 
and  small  lakes  which  it  possesses,  in  addition 
to  many  noble  streams,  Canada  can  claim 
the  best  watered  regibTfc#&£  ^tfie 
-orld.  The  lake  property  oi  ;, Can- 
imputed  to  cover  77>m>304&m$^i$*: 
120,000  square  miles.  This  allows  to  the  Unit- 
ed States  a  share  of  the  lakes  along  the  ft^fi'p; 
tier.     There  are  over  200  lakes  or  partSji  " 
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1000  acres.  Irt  addition,  it  is  certain  that  there 
are  scores  of  small  sheets  of  water  yet  to  be 
>:-|fecovered.  British  Co|g||||a  is  credited  with 
16  lakes  of  1.560,830  acres,  of  which  the 
largest  is  Atlin,  with  211,680  acres  in  this 
Province  and  7,840  acres  ..in  the  Yukon  Terri- 
tory. Babine,  Stuart,  Kootenay,  and  Chilco 
are  each  over  100,000  acres,  and  so  are  the  two 
Arrow  lakes  taken  together.  Quesnel,  Okan- 
agan,  Harrison,  and  Shuswap  are  among  those 
over  75,000  acres. 

Alberta  has  almost  the  same  lake  area  as 
British  Columbia.  Athabasca,  divided  between 
Alberta  and  Saskatchewan,  has  an  area  of. over 
1,800,000  acres.  The  Lesser  Slave,  an  Alberta 
water,  is  307,000  acres  in  extent. 

The  twenty-three  lakes  and  parts  of  lakes 
in  Saskatchewan  accounts  for  5,330,000  acres. 
Reindeer  is  over  1,500,000  acres.  Manitoba 
has  over  6,000,000  acres  of  lake,  whereof 
3'536.ooo  acres  was  her  share  of  Lake  Winnipeg 
before  the  boundary  extension.  Lake  Winni- 
peg is  over  6,000,000  acres  altogether,  and  the 
extension  of  the  boundary  adds  to  the  lake 
possessions  of  Manitoba.  Winncpegosis  covers 
1,300,000  acres,  and  this  now  belongs  to  Man- 
itoba. 

i  In   the  census  record   nearly  half  the  lake 

'  area  of  Canada  was  in  the  North-West  Terri- 
tories. Xo  fewer  than  66  lakes  are  reported  in 
the  area,  of  which  the  Great  Bear  (7,565,000 
acres)  and  the  Great  Slave  (6,860,000  acres) 
are  the  largest. 

Ontario  claims  3,211,000  •  acres  of  Lake 
Eric,  9,172,000  of  Huron.  2,385,000  of  Ontario, 
7,154,000  of  Superior,  and  748,000  of  the  Lake 
of  the  Woods.  Lake  Nipigon  is  the  only  other 
water  exceeding  a  million  acres.  Altogether 
Ontario  includes  25,751,000  acres  of  lake  in  41 
lots.  Quebec  has  72  lakes  recorded,  with  an 
area  of  3,507,000  acres.  But  this  was  before 
the  northern  extension,  which  adds  many  mil- 
lions of  acres.  She  has  Lake  Melville  of  800,- 
000  acres*  Mistassini  624,000,  St.  John  224,000, 
with  a  great  number  of  Ungava  waters  run- 
ning up  to  half  a  million  acres. 

Two  salt  water  lakes  are  recorded  in  Nova 
Scotia,  the  Bras  d'Or  waters  of  147,000  and  83- 
000  acres,  while  New  Brunswick  has  only 
Grand  Lake  of  47.232  acres.

SPEED  OF  TRAINS 


The  order  of  the  Pennsylvania  railroad  re- 
stricting to  seventy  miles  an  hour  the  maxi- 
mum speed  of  passenger  trains  reflects  the 
changing  popular  sentiment.  Not  long  ago 
the  unthinking  demand  was  for  faster  trains 
at  any  cost.  In  vain  it  was  urged  that  appal- 
ing  accidents,  increasing  in  frequency,  were 
due  to  the  speed  mania.  The  public  cared 
nothing  for  the  fact  that  there  were  blowholes 
and  other  structural  weaknesses  in  steel  rails 
to  be  considered.  They  did  not  ask  whether 
block  signal  systems  were  perfected,  or  en- 
quire into  the  personal  equation  of  the  man 
at  the  throttle  and  the  firebox.  They  wanted 
fast  trains  whatever  the  state  of  the  roadbed, 
whatever  the  radius  of  curvature  of  the  sieep 
gradient. 

We  are  learning  at  last  to  put  safety  be- 
fore speed.  This  new  order  translates  the 
more  rational  point  of  view  into  sensible  prac- 
tice. It  will  not  mean  slower  schedules  and 
retarded  trains.  It  will  mean  additional- se- 
curity for  the  railway  traveler.-— Philadelphia 
Ledger.

REPAIRING  ARTERIES  WITH  GLASS 
TUBE 

Among  the  latest  experiments  of  Dr. 
Alexis  Carrel,  recently  awarded  the  Nobel 
prize  for  notable  achievements  in  surgery,  are 
some  on  animals,  in  which  he  used  rubber, 
glass  and  metal  tubes  in  the  chest  portion  of 
the  a<uta,  the  largi  artery  which'  carries  the 
blodd  from  the  heart.  Sometimes  this  portion 
of  the  aorta  becomes  enormously  dilated  into 
a  sac  called  an  "aiu-urism,"  which  sooner  or 
later  will   burst,  causing   instant   death. 

Previous   attempts' to   cure    this   condition 
have  consisted  in  passing  a  coil  of  fine  silver 
wire  into  the  sac  with  the  idea  of  causing  the 
blood   to   first   clot,   then   organize   into   solid 
tissue,    thus   partial!)'    obliteraing   the    sac    b&jjjtf* 
allowing  the  blood  current  still  io  pass  througj^  H 
it.    Carrel's  experiments  have  been  conducted 
on  dogs  with  the  idea  that  it  might  be  possible 
to  cure  an  aneurism  by  substituting  a  glass  or 
metal  tube  for  the  dilated  portion  of  the  ves-

In  one  instance  a  portion  of  the  wall  of  the 
aorta  of  a  dog  was  cut  out  and  a  piece  of  rub- 
ber inserted  and  covered  with  tissue.  Fifteen 
months  afterward  the  blood  was  circulating 
through  it  in  a  normal  manner.  In  another 
instance  a  piece  of  vein  was  substituted  for  a 
portion  of  the  descending  or  abdominal  por- 
tion of  the  aorta  of  a  dog.  The  animal  died 
two  years  afterward  of  an  epidemic  disease 
and  his  aorta  was  found  to  be  working  all  right. 
up  to  bis  d*uh.  Eleven  experiments  were  per- 
formed with  glass  or  metal  tubes  on  the  chest 
portion  of  the  aortas  of  dogs  and  during  the 
first  week  following  the  operations  nearly  all 
the  animals  were  in  excellent  condition.  On 
seven  animals  glass  tubes  were  used;  on  three, 
aluminum  tubes,  and  on  one,  a  goldplated 
aluminum  tube.  The  animals  died  in  from 
five  to  97  days  after  the  operation,  and  in  each

with  a  vein,  will  be  followed  by  better  results; 
and  then  the  application  of  this  method  to 
human  surgery  may  be  considered.— Popular 
Mechanics.

It  is  a  massive  pile  two  stories  high, 
200  feet  long,  with  splendid  entrance 
and  massive  pillars  supportlng'the  roof. 
It  is  entirely,  however,  the  thing  one 
sees  in  every  American  city  of  200,000 
inhabitants.  Even  the  Chinese  soldiers 
who  stand  guard  at  the  gate  are 
dressed  In  modern  khaki  uniforms  and 
w.     queueless.     The  offlei  vho  enter 

and  leave  this  building  are  almost 
without  exception  dressed  in  foreign 
rlothes,  but  often  the  curious  paradox 
is  seen  of  the  Ministers  from  foreign 
countries  accredited  to  the  Chinese 
Government  driving  up  to  the  main  en- 
trance of  this  modern  building  with 
Chinese  outriders  on  horseback  and 
Chinese  footman  in  the  most  striking, 
almost  affected,  old,  style  Chinese  cos- 
tunns 

Qulte  as  surprising  and  curious  a 
contrast  also  is  to  be  noted  in  t'io  le- 
gation quarter  of  Pekin  between  the 
manners  of  the  upper  class  Chinese 
woman  now  endeavoring  to  enter  into 
western  life,  and  the  affectations  of 
the  very  smart  wives  of  certain  diplo- 
matists. The  Chinese  lady  no  longer 
rides  in  her  sedan  chair  which  was  a 
distinct  emblem  of  the  old  Manc.hu  re- 
gime. She  will  come  to  visit  in  the  le- 
gation quarter  in  an  ordinary  car- 
riage or  sometimes  even  in  a  motor 
car   hired    from    the    French    Tattersall, 


Her  fine  mandarin  robes  which  she  was 
wont  to  wear  on  all  state  occasions 
have  not  given  place,  i:  is  true,  to 
strictly  foreign  styles  of  dress;  Indeed 
there  are  only  two  or  three  Chinese  la- 
dles In  Pekin  who  have  adopted  com- 
pht,  Western  attire.  But  the  magnifi- 
cent robes  of  the  past  with  their  great 
circle*  of  gold  and  colored  embroideries 
a  foot  in  diameter  on  solid  masses  of 
dark  blue  or  red  have  be'en  sold  or  are 
being  offered  for  sale  and  their  most 
anxious  purchasers  are  the  foreign  la- 
dies of  the  legations.  The  foreign  la- 
dies wear  these  gorgeous  cloaks  and  the 
Kplendld  Chinese  furs  at  evening  func- 
tions— and  «  venlng  functions  are  nu- 
merous in  Pekin  where  a  theatre  does 
not  exist  ami  sv'efc  u  casual  performer 
seldom    visits. 

Hut  while  th.'  Chinese  lady  is  affect- 
ing rapidly  a  modified  form  of  every 
plain  or  comparative  plain  Chinese 
dress  with  a  touch  of  foreign  fashion 
about  it  and  while  sho  rides  In  a  mod- 
ern carriage,  the  smart  ladles  of  the 
legations  are  sometimes  to  be  seen  rid- 
ing out  In  s  dan  chairs.  Nor  will  the 
foreign  ladies  permit  their  chair-bear- 
ers and  tho  fifth  man  who  accompanies 
the  chair  <nd  directs  the  chair-bearers, 
to  wear  any  but  thoroughly  old  style 
Chinese  costumes.  In  the  gayest  colors 
these  men  are  clad,  generally  in  blue 
with  white  hats  from  the*  centre  of 
which  hang  long  streams  of  brilliant 
red  hair.

The   camel    trains    that 
one   sees   today   in    the   streets   of   Pekin 
no  longer  convev  fine  teas  and  furs  and 
other  materials  coming  from  outer  Mon- 
golia  and    Siberia    through      the      great 
passes.     The  camels  from  Mongolia  stop 
now   at    the   terminus   of   the  railway   at 
Kalgan,  and   those   to  be  seen  in     Pekin 
are  natives  of  the  villages  round  about 
the  great  walls  of  the  city.     There  are 
around     Pekin      several    coal    mines    and 
lime   deposits  and   the   camel   will   serve 
as  well  as  the  mule  or  horse  to  convey 
coal   and   building   material    through   the 
gates   of   the   city.

Lord  Roberts  also  condemned  the  Ter- 
ritorial army  fur  failure  In  equipment 
He  said  that  the  rif!t>  supplied  to  the 
Territorial  Army  is  Inferior  even  to  the 
rifle  used  by  the  regulars.  Dispraise 
could  go  no  further,  for  the  regular 
army  rifle,  according  to  Lord  Roberts, 
is  inferior  to  that  of  nearly  any  Other 
power.  The  artillery  of  the  Territorials 
is  even  worse,  and  Lord  Roberts  says 
that  no  British  regulars  could  keep  the 
fiold  If  supported  by  no  better  artil- 
lery than  that  of  the  Territorials,  since 
the  artillery  of  every  first-class  power 
is  superior  to  It.  In  every  other  re-

CArKTOWN,  S.  A.,  Jan.  11.— After 
having  lain  for  thirteen  years  on  the 
quay  at  Lourenco  Marques,  the  status 
of  President  Kruger  has  at  last  arrived 
at  Pretoria.  Many  attempts  nave  been 
made  since  the  end  of  the  war  to  have 
Mr  Van  Wiuik's  fine  representation  of 
the  dour  old  President  forwarded  to  the 
administrative  capital,  but  for  norm- 
reason  it  has  remained  at  the  Portu- 
guese port,  accumulating  heavy  layers 
of  dust,  until  this  week.  The  statue  Is 
very  large,  and  is  asserted  by  those 
who  knew  President  Kruger  to  be  a 
most    lifelike    piece    of    sculpture.

Naval    Correspondent  Call*   for   Suppres- 
sion   of    the    Bitter    Wavy 
League   Lecture* 

BERLIN,  Jan.  1L— Ex-Captain  Per- 
slus,  the  naval  correspondent  of  the 
"Berliner  Tagobhttt,"  calls  on  the  Navy 
League  authorities  to  bridle  the  Anglo- 
phobia of  the  league  lecturers.  From 
a  report  in  the  "Essener  Zeltung"  of  a 
lecture  given  by  ex-Naval  Captain  von 
Meerscheidt  llullesem  at  Essen  he 
quotes  passages  In  which  the  lecturer 
called  Great  Britain  the  "perpetual  dis- 
turber of  peace,"  and  said  tha.t  the 
British  bulldog  must  be  muzzled  to  keep 
it  from  barking  too  insolently.  Captain 
Perslus   adds: 

"It  would  appear  to  be  the  especial 
duty  of  tho  presiding  officers  of  the 
leamte.  who  quite  recently  repudiated 
the  anti-Hritisli  feeling,  to  see  that 
such  indiscretions  are  avoided.

Now  they 
were  suppressing  piracy  in  the  Persian 
Gulf,  now  pursuing  Arab  slave  dealers 
on  the  East  Coast  of  Africa  They 
assisted  in  the  British  occupation  of 
Java,  and  in  the  capture  of  Kurrachee 
and  Aden.  Mauritius,  Madagascar,  and 
Zanzibar    were    some    of      the      African 

es  to  which  they  sailed,  and  the 
present  territory  known  as  British  East 
Africa  was  mure  than  once  visited  by 
thorn.  They  took  part  in  the  first  China 
war.  In  operational  against  Maori  chiefs 
ii-  .v.-w  Zealand,  at  the  siege  of  Mooltan, 
In  the  first  and  second  Burmese  wars, 
in  tie  Persian  war,  in  the  occupation  of 
Parini  and  the  Andaman  Islands,  and 
rtnallj  in  tho  Indian  Mutiny.

POSTAL  ECHO  OF  TITANIC 

'  LONDON,  .Tan.  11. — After  months  of 
mature  deliberation,  the  British  Post 
Office  authorities  have  come  to  the  con- 
clusion that  the  loss  of  the  Titanic  "was 
due    to    causes    beyond    control." 

"As  the  sender  of  a  registered  letter 
to  Oakland,  California,  which  was 
taken  aboard  the  ill-fate!  Titanic,  I 
have  been  In  constant  communication 
with  the  British  postal  authorities,  and, 
after  ropeatod  requests,  I  have  received 
this  letter."   writes  Mr.    W.   A.   M.  Good?. 

"Keglstered  letter  for  Oakland,  Cal- 
ifornia, lost  in  the  wreck  of  the  packet 
Titanic: 

•With  further  reference  to  your  let- 
ter, I  am  dirocted  to  Inform,  you  that 
the  loss  of  the  mails  on  board  tho 
packet  Titanic  Is  now  found  to  have 
been    duo    to   causes   beyond   control.

If  the  action 
of  the  post  office  Is  upheld,  the  custom 
of  the  loading  Anglo-American  firms  in 
registering  important  letters  Is  likely  to 
be,   to  a  great  extent,   discontinued.

Engineer'^    Titter    Invents    Deck    Which 

Becomes   Life  Reft  if   a  Vessel 

Should  Sink 


LONDON,  lan  II.  A  striking  de- 
vice for  saving  life  at  sea  was  explained 
to  a   meeting   of    M.r.'s   called    by    Mr. 

John   Ward    in   a    committee    room   at    the 
House   of   Commons    the    otliei    day. 

The  Idea  Is  that  portions  of  the  deck, 
built  in  the  form  of  pontoons,  should 
he  dela.  liable.  In  each  portion  th^re 
are  chambers,  some  of  which  are  her- 
metically sealed  In  order  to  give  the 
loose  deck  buoyancy,  and  some  of  which 
ran  be  Opened  to  allpw  B  stock  of  pro- 
visions being  kept  in  them.  When  a 
ship  thus  Constructed  goes  down  the 
pontoon  portion  of  the  deck  will  be 
automatically  released,  and  will,  of 
course,   float   securely.

Once  In  a  while  a  tragic  story  comes 
through  the  regular  news  channels 
from  Russia,  but  it  generally  leaves 
much  to  be  surmised.  Only  the  other 
day  a  news  dispatch  told  of  the  execu- 
tion of  sentence  of  death  upon  a  large 
number  of  sailors  of  the  Blade  Sea 
Beet  "for  mutiny."  A  few  days  after- 
ward the  following  article  was  re- 
ceived by  mall  from  an  Kngllsh  woman 
resident  in  Russia,  says  the  Nashville 
Demo'crat,  a  woman  whose  sources  of 
information  are  known  to  be  excep- 
tionally good,  and  who  has  on  several 
occasions  furnished  articles  the  abso- 
lute truth  of  which  was  made  certain 
by  subsequent  developments  The  in- 
formation herein  contained  seems  to 
supply  the  missing  reason  for  the 
shooting  of  these  sailors  of  the  Rus- 
sian Navy.  Of  course,  it  is  impossible 
to  verify  such  a  story,  but  the  source 
is  so  reliable,  and  the  incidents  related 
fit  in  so  well  with  the  known  factB.  that

things,  from  tuberculosis  (the  illness 
that  killed  the  Tsar's  brother,  George); 
the  discontent  and  demoralization  of 
army  and  navy,  and,  lastly,  two  recent 
plots  agarinst  the  Tsar  and  his  little 
son  together  make  a  mass  of  storm 
Clouds  that  make  the  throne  a  perilous 
seal 

These  plots  drove  the  Tsar  from  this 
pity  and  from  the  Crimea  to  the  damp 
little  hunting  lodge  in  Poland,  where 
the  whole  court  is  packed  like  herrings 
in  a  bane!  and  bored  to  tears.  Then- 
history   is   a  strange  one. 

Discovered  by  Accident. 
The  first  one,  hatched  on  the  Royal 
yacht  Standart  itself,  was  discovered 
by  a  mere  accident  a  few  weeks  ago. 
Its  discovery  was  kept  a  dead  secry 
tor  some  time.  But  when  the  court 
got  to  Spala  tongues  had  been  loosened 
through  the  shock  caused  by  the  Tsare- 
vitch's  illness  and  a  few  unguarded 
words  by  B  naval  officer  put  the  writer 
in    possession   of   the   facts.

Grand  Duke  Michel.  He  would

No  Traces  of  Gold  or  Silver 
Found  on  the  East  Coast  of 
Hudson  Bay— Tale  of  Great 
Interest

COCHRANE,  Ont..  Jan.  11. — Within 
the  next  week  the  last  of  that  portion 
of  the  Donaldson  expedition,  members 
of  which  were  believed  until  recently 
to  have  been  lost  on  the  east  coast  of 
Hudson  Bay,  are  due  to  arrive  In  Coch- 
rane. L.  C.  MacEarlane,  of  St.  John, 
N.  B.,  who  was  engineer  of  the  gaso- 
line boats  which  the  expedition  took 
last  Spring,  arrived  in  Cochrane  a  few 
days  ago  and  left  for  the  South  today. 
According  to  Mr.  MacFarlane's  descrip- 
tion, the  trip  was  a  most  difficult  and 
arduous  one,  filled  with  hardships  such 
as  only  one  who  has  traveled  in  the 
North  can  appreciate.  Sickness  among 
the  members  of  the  party  caused  rev.- 
eral  delays,  and  it  is  barely  possible 
now  that  Phil  Johnson,  of  Cobalt,  who 
was  one  of  those  who  were  ill,  may 
necessarily  be  left  behind  at  Moose 
Factory. 

Suffered  S"rom  Bourvy 
H.    F.    Strong,    manager    of    the    expe- 
dition,   was     ill,     which    made     progress 
from    Clarke's    Island    to    Moose    Factory 
slower   than    it   would    have   been   other- 
wise.     Mr.    MacFarlane  and  other   mem- 
bers   of    the    party    suffered    touches    of 
the    scurvy,     but     no     serious     casos    de- 
v. -loped.         While    this    party    went    tur- 
ther  north  than  any  other  oh  the  main- 
land    on     this     part     of     the     continent, 
they     encountered    a     large     number     of 
prospectors,    who    had    ventured    li    that 
direction  In  search  of  mineral.  No  trace 
•  i    gold  or  silver  was  seen  by  the  party, 
and   only  a  few   poor  specimens  of   dia- 
monds   were    seen         They    encountered 
one     party,    however,     who    claimed     to 
huvo    made    a    find    of    rubles,    but      no 
specimens   were  shown,   and   little   *a'th 
was   put   In   the  alleged  find. 

With  Mr.  MacFarlane  coming  out  to 
Moose  Factory  was  W.  T.  Curran,  head 
of  the  >arty,  and  H.  H.  Caulkins.  both 
from  Montreal. 

These  men,  with  their  guides,  ac- 
companied the  fh-Bt  Hudson  Bay  Com- 
pany's mail  packet.  This  packet  Iwft 
M....u.»  Factory  two  dayn  ahead  of  the 
regular  time,  there  having  been  a 
W6«k  of  continuous  weather  when  the 
mercury  was  SO  below  sero.  It  wan 
when  this  party  was  down  the  Fred- 
erickhouse  River  that  the  relief  party 
sent  north  from  Cobalt  was  met  This 
part  of  the  expedition  left  the  other 
members  last  July  at  the  mouth  Of  the 
Fast  Main  River,  and  continued  north 
to  Clarke's  Island. 

Blob   Iron    Deposits. 
A   thorough  examination  of  the  i,©0» 
acres  of  hematite  ledge  was  made,  and 
samples   taken  and  brought  back   to  be 
sent   to   Montreal.     The   iron  deposit   is 
very  rich,  and  ft  Is  figured  that  it  will  be 
of    value    upon    the   completion    of    the 
Northern    Railway      to      Rupert   House. 
While  the  larger  part  of  the  expedition 
remained  on   the  Island,  the  balance  of 
the    party    wont    as    far    north    In    the 
gasoline  boats  as  the  Nastapoka  Falls, 
which     are     seven     feet     higher     than 
Niagara.     Little  resulted  from  this  trip. 
beyond   obtaining  a   general    knowledge 
of    the   country-      Here    the    party    en- 
countered  some  very     Intelligent   Eski- 
mos and  many  half-breeds.     A  peculiar 
Impression  was  made  on  the  members 
of  the  party  when  they  were  frequent- 
ly asked    by   half-breeds  If   they   were 
"from   Canada" ,    The   natives    of    that 
section    appear     to     believe    that      the 
country  Is  theirs  and  the  Hudson's  Bay

MELBOURNE,  Jan.  11.— The  Minister 
for  External  Affairs.  Mr  Thomas,  has 
received  from  the  Lieutenant-Governor, 
Judge  Murray,  a  voluminous  report 
showing  the  progress  of  the  Papuan 
Territory,  and  its  most  striking  Inci- 
dents   within    the   past    twelve    months. 

Each  phase  of  the  administration  is 
dealt  with  in  a  separate  chapter,  and  if 
he  desires  to  read  the  whole  of  the 
facts  the  Minister  will  find  it  necessary 
to  set  aside  the  greater  part  of  the  re- 
cess   for    the    purpose. 

Judge  Murray  states  that  the  pro- 
gress of  the  territory  during  the  year 
has  been  satisfactory.  The  revenue  in- 
creased by  £500,  Imports  showed  an  ad- 
vance In  value  of  £20,000.  and  the  ex- 
ports were  only  £1800  below  those  for 
the  previous  twelve  months,  although 
gold  to  tho  value  of  only  £99,000  had 
been  sent  away,  as  compared  with 
£117,410  for  1811.  The  European  pop- 
ulation had  increased  but  slightly  dur- 
~trrg--tho  year,-— and  -the  ■Lieut  enani-Gov- 
ernor  is  of  opinion  that  it  will  never  be 
very    large. 

The  wonderful  progress  which  has 
been  made  in  all  respects  since  Papua 
came  under  Commonwealth  control  Is 
not  expected  to  continue,  hut  In  this 
connection  Judge  Murray  stated  that 
"the  lean  years"  will  come,  hut  cer- 
tainly the  beginning  Of  Australian  rule 
has  been  auspicious.  Of  the  gold  pro- 
duced, tho  total  value  Is  set  down  at 
£6988,  as  against  £tJ6,803  in  1911  and 
£60,180  a  year  before.  The  number  of 
European  miners  is  estimated  as  be- 
tween 140  and  145,  about  the  same  as 
12  months  ago.  The  output  of  gold  is 
admitted  to  be  not  altogether  encourag- 
ing. Similarly  with  regard  to  copper, 
the  output  results  have  not  been  entire- 
ly satisfactory,  but  there  seems  to  be 
a  reasonable  prospect  that  the  Astrol- 
able  field  near  Port  Moresby  will  bo 
fully    tested. 

Only  One  Difficulty 
Really  only  one  difficulty  stands  in 
the  way  of  the  development  of  Papua, 
the  Lieutenant-Governor  points  out,  and 
that  is  the  question  of  labor.  The  num- 
ber of  indentured  boys  is  given  as  7936, 
and  it  Is  'expected  that  casuals  will 
bring  the  total  up  to  about  10,000  lab- 
orers. Altogether.  It  is  claimed  that  a 
more  systematic  method  of  looking  for 
workmen  must  be  followed  than  that 
which    has    hitherto    existed.  At    the 

same  time  it  is  claimed  that  the  na- 
tives are  getting  over  their  alarm  caused 
by  the  awful  mortality  In  connectfon 
with  a  recent  epidemic  of  dysentery, 
and  they  are  again  beginning  to  come  In 
looking  for  work  from  villages  where 
recruiting  seemed  to  have  come  to  an 
end.  The  Lieutenant-Governor  states 
that  the  good  treatment  meted  out  to 
laborers  -generally  has  had  the  effect  of 
inducing  many  boys  to  slicn  on.  and 
in  some  districts  the  natives  have  be- 
come so  used  to  tho  white  man's  lux- 
uries, which  can  only  be  obtained  with 
money,  that  they  have  come  to  look 
on  labor  as  one  of  the  normal  features 
of    their    existence. 

Labor    Insufficient 
The    labor   offering   will   not   be,    how- 
ever,   sufficient    for    the      full      develop- 
ment   of    the    territory    unless    it    is    to   | 
progress    by    very    slow    degrees.      Some 
Of     the     employers,     It     Is     pointed     ont, 
seem       to      enjoy    a    specla1.    popularity 
among  the  boys,  and  fhey  have  no  great 
difficulty    in    securing    all    the    laborers 
they  want.     On  the  contrary,  others,  for  , 
no  apparent  reason,   always  seem   tojje 
experiencing    trouble    In    securing    work- 
men and  keeping  them.     Actual  Ill-treat 
ment    of    natives,    Judge    Murray   .save, 
may    be   stated   practically    not   to   exist.   J 
There  is  the  danger,  he  points  out,  how-  j 
ever,    that    the    willing    horse    may    be 
worked   to  death,  and  in  this  connection 
it  is  Indicated  that  there  is  a  possibility 
of  certain   villages  being  called  upon  to 
supply  workmen  to  such  an  extent  as  to 
endanger   the   permanent   welfare  of   the 
tribe.      Similarly,    certain    forms    of    In- 
dustry   may   prosper   at   the   expense    of 
others.    Plantation   work  appeals   strong- 
ly  to  the  Papuans,  and  as  the  majority 
prefer    that    kind    of    employment,    diffi- 
culty may   be   experienced  eventually  in 
securing    men    to    work    in    the    mines, 
especially   -  when    men    are    wanted      in 
small    numbers   do    they    object    to    sign 
on.     The  Papunn  likes  working  In  large 
mobs,  or  under  conditions  where  he  can 
find  plenty  of  company. 

■polled    for    life 
Large  families  are  not  popular  among 
the   natives.      The    Lieutenant-Governor 
states  that  there  Is  a  distinct  disinclin- 
ation to  rear  children,  and  In  many  In- 
stances couples  have  no  children  et  all. 
How    far    the    influences    of   civilisation 
produce  these  results  ho  opinion  Is  ven- 
tured.    The  limitation  of  families  had 
already    become   an   established    custom 
before  the  days  of  the  white  man;  but 
It    Is    hinted    that    since    the    European 
came  the  races  have  lost  a  good   deal 
of  Interest  in  life;  and  have  contracted 
undesirable  inclinations.       This     racial 
despair  is  said  to  be  a  great  evil,  and 
the   Cure   suggested    Is    work.      Sorrow- 
fully   the    Lieutenant-Governor      points 
out    that    occasionally    a    native  >  comes 
under  hie  notice  whose  head  has  been, 
turned  by  associations  with  white  men. 
and  he  has  been  spoiled  for  life.

cart  bore  the  Bulgarian  flag — red,  green 
and  white.  The  carts  were  each  drawn 
by  two  oxen  or  two  buffaloes.

Most  of  the  villages  beyond  the  fron- 
tier had  been  either  deserted  or  burned 
by  the  Turks,  so  food,  ovon  sour  brown 
bread,  was  difficult  to  find;  but  this, 
together  with  a  native  sheen's  milk 
ehoese,  was  requisitioned  where  procur- 
able, as  we  were  now  a  part  of  the  Bul- 
garian army,  and  we  ate  with  appetite 
whatever  wo  could   got. 

one  happy  day  we  raided  (against 
payment)  a  hen  roost,  apparently  the 
only  one  in  Thrace.  We  threaded  the 
fowls  op  a  long  stick  .supported  over  the 
tire  by  two  iron  rods  taken  from  one  of 
the  ox  yokes,  and  enjoyed  that  evening, 
by  tho  light  of  the  camp  rtre,  a  rare 
feast. 

But  we  were  saddened  by  the  nerve- 
racking  sound  of  a  continuous  booming 
from  the  big  guns  at  Adrlanople,  for  we 
knew  that  every  rumble  of  these  cannon

at  Klrk-Kilisse — called  by  the  Ttulgars 
Lozcngrad — eager  to  start  out  enter- 
prise. 

We  presontcd  ourselves  at  the  head- 
quarters of  tho  commandant  to  receive 
our  orders.  These  were  simple.  We 
were  to  select  for  ourselves  from  among 
the  deserted  houses  of  this  conquered 
Turkish  town  any  empty  building  we 
deemed  tit  for  conversion  into  hospitals 
for  the  wounded.  Before  dark  we  were 
lucky  enough  to  find  throo  large  houses, 
facing  each  other,  on  either  side  of  a 
narrow,  and,  as  usual,  nameless  street, 
and  a  fourth  house  in  which  bedrooms 
for  the  staff  could  be  obtained,  all 
Obviously  Turkish  houses,  with  the 
windows  protected  by  harem  casements. 
Hospital  Arrangements 

The  next  morning  at  daybreak  our 
bullock  wagons  discharged  their  burdens 
of  beds,  blankets,  surgical  necessaries, 
stores,  etc  ,  and  within  thirty  hours  the 
Women's  Convoy  Corps  hospital  was  a 
going  concern;  bods  had  heen  put  up, 
sack-matt!  esses  sewn  and  filled  with 
straw,  packing  cases  converted  into 
chairs  nnd  taWos,  empty  bottles  Into 
candlesticks,  etc..  and  already  lines  of 
bullock  wagons  wore  drawn  up  at  the 
and  human  remnants;  shattered  in 
arms,  heads,  legs— everywhere — were 
bolng  carried  on  stretchers  and  by  hand- 
a'ats  to  our  new  wards. 

fjore  our  three  doctors  (women),  our 
Bisters  and  nurses,  took  the  patients  in 
charge,  and  distributed  the  more  se- 
verely injured  in  beds,  as  far  as  these 
wore  available,  and  when  these  gave  out 
the  weary  wounded,  who  had  traveled 
for  many  days  In  exposed  ox-carts  over

removed  and  their  wounds  dressed. 

Our  hospital     contains,    besides     the 

fourteen  ward  .  operating  theatre,  office, 

dining    room      for   staff,    i  out- 

patlents'   dlspensaryi    to   which   soldiers 

i    are   not    actuajly    bedridden    come 

IS    to    have    their    wounds-  -generally 

of  a  ghastly  nature— dressed      Shrapnel, 

grenade,  Mauser  and  Mannllehep  bullets 
ftach  tell  their  own  tale,  the  Turkish 
Mannllcher  being  tho  most  merciful  in 
Its  Offei  is  But  in  any  case  tho  men 
boar  the  buUotS  no  grudge,  and  Invar- 
iably as  they  are  extracted  hold  out 
their    hands    for    the   prized   memento. 

It  is  impossible  to  give  more  than 
this  hriof  outline  of  the  nature  of  our 
work,  all  done  with  Improvised  mnterials 
In  empty  buildings  In  a  Turkish  town, 
with  difficulties  of  language  and  scar- 
city of  food  to  be  copod  with.  One 
fact,  however,  I  should  like  to  empha- 
size:   that  this  work  which  we  are  doing 

is    pre-eminently    woman's    work.       It 

whs  said  at  tho  beginning  of  the  war 
that  the  duty  of  tending  the  wounded 
In  tho  Balkans  was  "not  fitted  for 
women."  To  my  mind  this  was  synony- 
mous with  saying  that  women  were  not 
fitted  for  the  work.

ject. As  commandant  of  the  Women's 
Convoy  Corps,  I  am  grateful  that,  owing 
to  the  sympathetic  help  of  Mr.  Noel 
Buxton  and  his  fellow  members  of  the 
Balkan  War  ReJIef  Fund,  British 
women  have,  If  only  to  a  small  extent, 
been  represented  In  the  work  of  helping 
to  relieve  the  sufferings  of  the  Balkan 
peoples  In  their  valiant  struggle  for 
froedom.

Por     Raising-     Money     for     Permanently 

Improving    Certain   Koads   Within 

the  Municipality  of  Saanlch 

WHI-JKKAS.  the  Muncipal  Council  of 
the  Municipality  of  Saanlch  have  been 
petitioned  by  tne*own#rs  of  more  than 
one-tenth  of  the  valuo  of  land  within 
the  Municipality  to  introduce  and  pass  a 
by-law  for  improving  the  trunk  roads 
within  the  municipality  by  laying  per- 
manent pavements  thereon,  the  same  to 
cost  not  less  than  the  sum  of 
$350,000.00 

AND  WHEREAS,  pursuant  to  said  pe- 
tition the  Municipal  Council  are  desir- 
ous of  having  a  by-law  passed  comply- 
ing  with   the   request   therein   contained, 

AND  WHEREAS,  the  whole  rateable 
land  or  improvements  or.  real  property 
of  the  Municipality  of  Saanicn  accord- 
ing to  the  last  revised  assessment  roll 
for  the  year   1912  was   $9,156,070.00. 

AND  WHEREAS,  the  total  amount
